To His Excellency, 

Jacob B. Jackson, 

Governor of the State of West Virginia: 

Sir : — I have the honor to make to yon the Eighteenth Annual Re- 
port of the Department of Free Schools for the school year beginning 
September 1, 1880, and ending June 30, 1881. Following my written 
report will be found a summary of school statistics compared with 
the preceding year. The tables of statistics by counties is very val- 
uable as they are believed to be accurate in all essential particulars. 
All the coanty superiDtendentshave reported except the superintend- 
eiit of Marshall coanty, who for some unexplained reason did not re- 
port. The statistics in the case of Marshall county are, therefore 
taken from the preceding year. The written reports of the county 
superintendcDts are of value as showing the different sentiments in 
relation to and views of important questions concerning our educa- 
tional affairs. I beg leave to call your attention to the following 
statements, suggestions and recommendations, in view of the fact that 
a meeting of the Legislature will occur before my next Annual Be- 
port : 

REMOVAL OF SCHOOL OFFICERS. 

No provision is made for the removal of a County Superintendent, 
member of the Board of Examiners, or meoib^t ot ^^^^NAiT^ ^ "^^ 
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Board of Education, for gross miscoodact or official peculation. 
Though no case has come to my immediate attention, it is hardly 
possible, among the nearly two thousand persons holding tbe^e posi- 
tions, not to have some case requiring attention. The removal of a 
secf-etary should be left in tbe hands of tbc Board that appointed 
him; tbe removal of a member of tbe Board of Education to the 
County Superintendent; and tbe removal of the County Superinten- 
dent and members of tbe Board of Examiners to tbe Presidents of tbe 
Boards of Education, subject to the approval of tbe State Superinten- 
dent. 

VAOANOIES. 

Provision should be made for filling a vacancy in tbe office of mem- 
ber of the Board of Examiners. Tbis power should be placed in tbe 
hands of the presidents of tbe Boards of Education or the State Su- 
perindent. 

GRADED INSTRUCTION. 

There is a great lack of uniformity in the methods of instruction, 
tbe degree of proficiency attained, the time at which tbe several 
branches of study prescribed by law are taken up, and the length of 
time given to each, in our public schools. The first may be in a large 
measure corrected by means of the institutes and other agencies. The 
others should be provided for by placing the power in the hands of 
a State Board, created for the purpose, or in the hands of the State 
Superintendent, to prescribe a course of study for our public schools, 
fixing the time tbe different branches shall be taken up and the length 
of time each shall be pursued. Such a course would be necessarily 
flexible until it could be properly adjusted to the actual wants of the 
different sections of the State. To tbis should be added a system of 
graduation from the public schools, which should mean tbe same 
thing in every county in the State. That such a step should be taken 
at this time I have no doubt. There are numerous and urgent rea- 
sons for it, as well as striking examples of its success in our own and 
other States. 

UNIFORMITY OF EXAMINATIONS. 

A system of uniform examination of teachers seems to be one of the 
desirable points to be attained in a State system of schools. To begin 
this work, I recommend that a State Board of Education, or the State 
Superintendent, be authorized to prescribe uniform rules for conduct- 
ing teachers' examinations and valuing the answers to the questions 
asked the teachers. Also, a provision that any teacher aggrieved by 
the action of the county examining board in fixing tbe grade of cer- 
tificate, shall have the right to appeal to the State Board, or State Su- 
perintendent, if no State Board is created, whereupon it shall be the 
duty of the County Board of Examiners to transmit the questions and 
answers with tbe grading made upon each answer, with such other 
facts as they may deem proper to the State Board or Superintendent, 
who shall carefully examine the papers in the case, and make such 
correotjons in the grading of the Cfounty Board as may appear proper, 
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and return the result of the examination to the County Board, with 
an order directing it to make the corrections in the grade of the cer- 
tificate, raising or lowering it as the case may be. 

COUNTY SUPERINTENDENTS. 

The increase in the duties and compensation of county superintend- 
ents, made by the last Legislature was a wise move, and the good re- 
sults are already apparent in the number and frequency of educa- 
tional meetings in many of the counties of the State. The pay is not 
yet commensurate with the present duties imposed by law, nor are 
the powers and duties of this office sufficiently defined, nor its field of 
operations yet wide enough. Provision should be made that the bal- 
ance of fees, after paying the per diem of members J^of the board of 
examiners, and the public notice of examinations, be retained by the 
county superintendent as a fund tor postage and stationery for his 
office. The amount is small, and by the time it roaches the different 
district boards it is a trifle that may often be overlooked. 

teachers' CERTIFICATES. 

Considerable complaint has been made of the provision in the new 
school law requiring all persons, whether heretofore exempted or not, 
to pass the annual county examination before they shall be employed 
as teachers in the public schools of the state. The wisdom of fre- 
quent and rigid examinations is not questioned, but should there not 
be a difference in the frequency this task is imposed? The object of 
teachers' examinations is to ascertain as near as may be the degree 
of competency of the teacher to serve the state. 

Many persons, from their long professional standing, high moral 
character and scholarly attainments, are recognized as first grade 
teachers, and it is not deemed necessary to subject them to the fre- 
quent tests that may be imposed on inexperienced persons who wish 
to teach. To adjust this matter so as to deal fairly with all and at 
the same time prevent incompetent persons from imposing them- 
selves for life upon the teachers' profession and the public as first 
grade teachers, the following plan is suggested : Eestore to those 
holding professional certificates and Normal or West Virginia Uni- 
versity diplomas the right to teach without further examination for 
five years from the date of their last No. 1 certificate granted by a 
county board of examiners ; at the end of which time, and at the 
end of each succeeding five years holders of such certificates or di- 
plomas shall be required to pass the regular county examination. In 
case any of these have failed or hereafter fail to obtain a No. 1 cer- 
tificate, the exemption from examination shall be suspended until the 
applicant succeeds in obtaining a No. 1 certificate. And, also, per- 
sons holding three or more No. 1 certificates in annual succession in 
the same county, shall be licensed to teach in that county without 
further fee or examination for three years from the date of their 
last No. 1 certificate, at the end of which time and every three years 
thereafter, such persons shall be required to pass the regular county 
examination. In case of failure to obtain a No. I CQtt\&(^\i^^V(\:t*^^<^ 
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exemption shall be suspended until such No. 1 certificate is obtained. 
Fees for these five years and three years certificates to be the same 
as in other cases. 

This plan is not without objection but would be perhaps as practi- 
cal in its operation and as just in its discriminations as any that may 
be proposed, 

superintendents' convention. 

An association of this character meeting annually would be of great 
advantage to the schools, as it would tend to bring up those who may 
be behind in their methods, and substantial uniformity in the man- 
agement of the schools would result. But unless some provision is 
made for traveling expenses, it is hardly possible to induce officers 
receiving from $150.00 to $300.00 per year to travel any great dis- 
tance to attend such meetings. In some of the States such meetings 
are provided for, and mileage allowed as in ease of members of the 
Legislature. A provision of this character in the law would insure 
the attendance of our superintendents. 

institutes. 

The amendment reported by the Revisory Committee striking out 
of section 30, school law, the words, "they shall be held during the 
months of May and June,'' is commended and the following addi- 
tional changes suggested : The appropriation should be increased 
from $500 to $1,000, as the general agent of the Peabody Educational 
Fund does not seem willing to aid our county institutes to the extent 
he has heretofore. 

If the suggestion of exempting certain classes of teachers from fur- 
ther examination for certain periods is adopted, there should be a 
provision requiring these persons so exempted to attend the county 
institutes, as the present requirements would not reach them. 

There was much complaint about the compulsory provision of the 
institute law when it became known. But my observation among 
six or seven hundred teachers of the State during the year at insti- 
tutes, convinced me that the law was good and should be continued 
in force with the modifications above suggested. The teachers, as a 
general rule, are willing and anxious to attend the institutes if the 
instructors appointed have the reputation of being able to teach 
teachers. ^'Furnish competent instructors," they say, "and we will 
attend." The very large attendance at the institutes (nearly all the 
teachers of the State, as will be seen by the statistical report) will 
satisfy the most stubborn opponent that the law was well observed 
by the teachers. 

The enthusiasm and very generally healthy condition of school af- 
fairs in the State is largely attributable to these large gatherings of 
teachers in every county of the State. Most of the teachers are young 
men and women, and, if to their naturally buoyant spirits we add the 
glow of the heart consecrated to the cause of education, no bounds or 
limit may be sot to this power for good, if properly directed. There 
js no class of our people so poorly paid as the teachers, nor any 
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class npoD whom graver and more significant responsibilities rest. 
Tbe State is therefore justified in making adequate provision for the 
improvement of its teachers, and in seeing that none but those 
prepared to assume such responsibilities are admitted as teachers. 
But when such service is rendered, as the State has a right to demand, 
it should be liberally paid for. 

DISTRICT INSTITUTES. 

Pour of these were held during the year, one at Parkersburg, be- 
ginning June 25th ; one at Fairmont, July 4th ; one at Charlestown, 
July 18th ; and one at Lewisburg, July 25th. The latter was held in 
connection with the county institute. They each continued five days. 
These institutes were conducted under my personal supervision by 
Prof. B. V. DeGraif, of Patterson, J^. J., and Prof. J. J. Ladd, of 
Staunton, Va. The entire expenses, except janitors' fees, were paid 
by the direction of the general agent of thePeabody Educational Fund 
out of West Virginia's share of that fund. All agree that these were 
the most successful institutes ever held in the State. Attention is 
called to the statistical report showing the extraordinary enrollment. 
The newspapers of each of the communities in which the meetings 
were held, 1 believe, contained editorials approving the work and 
commending the law which produced such results and all concerned. 
The instructors were all thut could be desired. As was well express- 
ed by a gentleman in Charleston, "they (in their instructions) com- 
bined the solid attainments of the past with the best approved appli- 
ances of the present." 

A gratifying incident of each of the meetings was the large num- 
ber of the substantial citizens of the communities where the institutes 
oeccurred who attended them. A prominent object is made of all 
these educational meetings to induce the parents to attend them, so 
as to induce co-operation between teacher and parent in the work of 
training the child to be a good citizen. 

THE WHEELING INSTITUTE. 

I place this meeting under a different heading, as it occurred but a 
few weeks ago, or after the Institute season was over. The expenses 
ot this meeting were paid from the Peabody Fund. In connection 
with this Institute a Convention of County and City Superintendents 
called by me after consultation with the superintendents was held to 
consider their duties and receive instruction as to how to perform 
them. This meeting was by the kindness of your Excellency held 
in the Hall of the House of Delegates at the Capitol in this city. The 
instructors were among the most prominent men in the country in 
educational affairs. Prof. E. V. DeGrraff, Superintendent of the Pat- 
erson Schools, New Jersey ; Hon. James H. Smart, ex-State Superin- 
tendent of Indiana; Hon. J. J. Burns, ex-State Commissioner of 
Schools, Ohio ; John B. Peasle, Ph. D., Superintendent Cincinnati 
Schools, and Prof. A. L. Wade, ex-Superintendent Monongalia county, 
W. Va. With this array of experienced and talented men the meet- 
ing could not fail to be of great importance. The teachers and i^ai^^^- 
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iDtendents responded to the invitAtion to attend very generonsly 
though many of them had to close their schools to do so. The Board 
of Education of the City of Wheeling closed the schools of the city to 
give the teachers an opportunity to attend, and they availed them- 
selves of it unanimoDsly 1 believe. The whole number enrolled at 
the meeting was two hundred and fifty, the largest enrollment ever 
attained in the State.

. Many of the principals and teachers of prominent public and pri- 
vate schools were present. Mise M. L. Dickey, Principal of the Slate 
Normal School at Fairmont, and Maj. James Al. Lee, of the Faculty 
of the State University, were also present. The meeting begun No- 
vember 23d at 9 A. M., and closed November 26tb at 3 p. m. The 
Thanksgiving Proclamation issued by yourself was observed as 
recommended. The work of the Institute being suspended at 10:30 
A. M. Thursday the 24th, while an appropriate sermon was delivered 
by Kev. Mr. Mulfbrd, of the First Baptist Church of this city. At 
2 p. M. work was resumed. The newspapers in the city and through- 
out the State have commented very favorably upon this meeting. 

TEXT BOOKS. 

DifSculties have arisen in some parts of the State in regard to the 
new revised edition of McGuPey's Eclectic Readers, recently published 
by Van Antwerp, Bragg & Co., of Cincinnati, Ohio. A contract was 
made with this firm July 1st, 1879, for supplying "McGufley's New 
Eclectic Readers'' (the books then in use in the schools) to the 
public schools of the Slate for five years at certain prices. Sample 
copies of these books were filed in this office by the publishers. Af- 
ter this time the firm published what is called *'McGuffoy Eclectic 
Eeaders, Eevised Edition." Many changes are introduced in this 
new work; so many, indeed, that it cannot be used with the old books 
in the same classes. Strange to say, the school law prescribing Mo- 
Gaffey*B Headers id 1872-3 uses the words "New Revised" in describ- 
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ing them. The school law, as re-enacted last winter, uses the same 
words The revised edition above referred to '.vas placed on the mar- 
ket about the time the new school law was published, and many per- 
sons were led to believe there had been a change in the law so as to 
allow the introduction of the new books. In some schools the new 
books were purchased. No change can be made in the text books as 
long as the contract is in force. It has been suprgested that the law 
should be allowed to stand as it is, and permission be given such lo- 
calities as desire it to introduce the new books. 

SCHOOL JOURNAL. 

The publication of the '* West Virginia School JovrnaV was lately 
begun at this city by several gentlement connected with the public 
schools. I have regarded this enterprise with favor, and have aided 
it all I could. I have published in its columns such announcements 
and decisions as have been made by me since its first appcatar)ce. I 
quote section 6Q of the school law to indicate ray purpose in this, and 
to wariaot the rocommondation that follows: *'lt shall be the duty 
of the State Superintendent to aim at perfecting the system iS free 
schools as established in the State ; and for this purpose it shall be his 
dutv to correspond with educators and school officers abroad, to ac- 
quaint himself with the various sj'stems of free schools established in 
other States and countries, collate the results as exhibited in the re- 
ports of their several Superintendents, and to use all efforts necessary 
to enable him to render available the combined results of the experi- 
ence of other communities with his own experienge and observation. 
He shall acquaint himself intimately with the peculiar educational 
wantrt of each section of the State, and shall taUe all proper means to 
supply them, so that the schools shall be as nearly as possible equal 
and uniform in grade throughout the State. He shall acquaint him- 
self with the different systems and methods of instructions which 
may be introduced among educators, and shall explain and recom- 
mend such as experience and sound principles of education may have 
demonstrated to be valuable ; aT)d it shall be his duty to endeavor to 
render available to the people of this State all such improvements in 
the system of free schools and the methods of instruction, as may 
have been tested and 'proved by the experience of other commu- 
uities." 

The following has been the law of the State of Pennsylvania 
since 1855. 

" That the Pennsylvania School Journal shall be recognized as the 
official organ of the Department of Common Schools of this Com- 
monwealth, in which the current decisions made by the Superintend- 
ent of Common Schools shall be published free of charge, together 
with all official circulars and such other letters of explanation and in- 
struction as he may find it necessary or advisable to issue from time 
to time, including his annual report; and the Superintendent is 
hereby authorized to subscribe for one copy of said School Journal, to 
be sent to each board of school directors in the State, for public use, 
and charge the cost thereof to the contingent expenses of the Depart- 
ment oi Common Schools.''

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A similar provision should be inserted in onr law if wo are to sne- 
ceed in getting our school system to work with any decree of uni- 
formity. The annaal cost to this office of postage, printing and sta- 
tionery that would be saved if this Journal was placed in the hands 
of every school officer in the State would about pay the publishers 
for the number of copies necessary to supply them. 

GENERAL SCHOOL FUND. 

The amount of this fund distributed this year was much less than 
last year. This was caused by the change in the time of the distri- 
bution from September 10th to Juno 10th. The receipts by the Aud- 
itor of but nine months instead of twelve months were distributed. 
The interest accrued on the School Fund temporarily loaned the 
State was promptly paid as directed by the Legislature in chapter 87, 
Acts 1881, and distributed with the Greneral School Fund. 

FISCAL TEAR. 

The change in the law fixing the 30th of June instead of the 81st 
of August as the close of the school year caused some inconvenience 
the current year, but the manifest advantages to be derived from it 
will make the change popular hereafter. 

COLORED TEACHERS. 

The colored people have to a large extent been without competent 
teachers of their own race since the school system has been in force. 
The last Legislature inserted a provision in the school law to provide 
well trained colored teachers for the colored schools hereafter. Soon 
after this provision was made 1 issued the following circular : 

Department of Free Schools, \ 

State of West Virginia, Wheeling, May 1, 1881. ) 

Dear Sir: At the last session (1881) of the Legislature, the fol- 
lowing provision was incorporated into the school law of the Slate: 
^^ And provided further, That the State Superintendent of Free Schools 
shall, if possible, in each year, make arrangements with some suita- 
ble institution of learning in this State for the education and normal 
school training of a number of colored school teachers, in the propor- 
tion to the colored population of the State which the non-paying 
white students in the Normal Schools bear to the white population of 
the State; but the amount to be paid for each of said colored teachers 
shall not exceed the sum herein specified for each non-paying white 
student; and an additional sum to the extent necessary to pay the 
tuition of said colored students, is hereby appropriated, payable out 
of the treasury of the State in each year, as provided for in the next 
section, upon the requisition of the State Superintendent of Free 
Schools." [See sec. 96, ch. 15, Acts 1881.] 

In accordance with that provision, I have made an agreement with 
the authorities of Storer College, located at Harper*s Ferry, Jeffer- 
30D oottDty, W. Ya., for the tuition of eighteen colored students free 
of cost to the pupil. 
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For the selection of the proper number, and to have regularity in 
the appointments, I have made the following rules : 

The State shall be divided into nine appointment districts as fol- 
lows: 

The counties of Hancock, Brooke, Ohio, Marshall, Wetzel, Tyler, 
Pleasants, Wood, Ritchie, Doddridge, Marion and Monongalia, shall 
constitute the first appointment district; the counties of flarrison, 
Taylor, Preston, Tucker, Barbour, Eandolph, Upshur, Lewis, Brax- 
ton, Gilmer, Calhoun and Wirt, the second ; the counties of Jackson, 
Eoane, Mason, Putnam, Cabell, Wayne, Lincoln, Logan and Boone, 
the third; the counties of Kanawha and Clay, the fourth ; the coun- 
ties of Nicholas, Webster, Pocahontas, Greenbrier, Monroe, Summers, 
Fayette, Ealeigh, Wyoming, McDowell and Mercer, the fifth and 
sixth ; the counties of Morgan, Hampshire, Mineral, Hardy, Grant 
and Pendleton, the seventh ; and the counties oi JefPerson and Berke- 
ley, the eighth and ninth. 

Each appointment district shall be entitled to two cadets. 

Applications for appointment shall be made to the County Super- 
intendent of the county in which the applicant resides. 

The County Superintendent shall recommend to the State Superin- 
tendent of Free Schools for appointment, such of the applicants as he 
finds after careful examination, to be of good moral character, and to 
have a fair knowledge of reading, spelling, elementary arithmetic, 
geography and elementary English grammar. Only those who show 
indications of literary industry, good habits, and a bona fide desire to 
become teachers, should be recommended. 

The County Superintendent shall require of each applicant recom- 
mended, to subscribe the following declaration : 

" 1, , declare that it is my purpose to become a teacher 

in the colored Free Schools of West Virginia, and do solemnly prom- 
ise, if appointed to the Slate Department of Storer College, I will on 
completion of the prescribed course of studios, and within two years 
thereafter, spend one year in teaching in said schools, at the asual 
rates of compensation paid in the schools where my services may be 
rendered." 

Thereupon he shall give such applicant the following certificate : 

**The bearer, , having been duly examined, has sus- 
tained a good examination, and being of good moral character, is 
hereby recommended for appointment to receive instruction in the 

State Department of Storer College, of this State, from county 

of district. West Virginia." 

As far as practicable, males and females will be selected in equal 
proportion. Male pupils must not be less than fourteen, and the fe- 
males not less than thirteen years of a^e. 

Every recommendation to the State Department of Storer College, 
shall be directed to the State Superintendent, The County Superin- 
tendent making such recommendation, shall at once notify the State 
Superintendent of it, giving name, residence, age, &c., of each per- 
son recommended. Every County Superintendent shall keep a record 
in his ofSce of all recommendations made by him. 

Each applicant shall deliver his or her recommendation and decla- 
ration to the State Superintendent of Free Schools <>\i otV^^^^x^ >^^ 
first of October oi each year. 
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Prom the list of those reeommeDded from each District, the State 
Saperintendent shall select the prescribed number entilled to free in- 
struclioD in Storer College. He shall give each of those selected a 
certificate of his or her appointment. 

When any District shall have failed to make application on or be- 
fore the first day of October of any year, for the full quota of pupils 
assigned to it, in the apportionment of the State Superintendent, the 
Principal of the said school may then, or at any time during theyear 
while said failure continues, with the assent of the State Superintend- 
ent, fill up the deficiency by admitting any duly certified applicant 
from the State at large, with the privilege of attending during the 
school year in which they have been admitted. 

The Principal of said school shall, subject to appeal to the State 
Saperintendent, have power to vacate any appointment or certificate 
for non-attendance, inaptitude to learn, immorality, or other good 
cause. In case of a certificate being thus vacated, the Principal shall 
notify the State Superintendent of such vacancy, whereupon, if no 
appeal is taken to him within twenty days after the action of the 
Principal, he may make an appointment to fill the vacancy thus 
created. 

The coarse of instruction is that prescribed for the State Normal 
School and its branches as near as may be, and extends over three 
years. The term of school is forty weeks. State pupils will be sub- 
ject to the same rules and discipline as other pupils in said college. 

The State Superintendent will confer upon those who complete the 
Senior Year, and pass an examination upon the studies of the same, 
equal to seventy-five per cent, of the questions asked, a Diploma, 
with the title of Normal Graduate. 

Pupils shall attend all required examinations of the year^ and no 
pupil shall be permitted to advance without said examination, and 
who does not attain a standing of seventy-five per cent, of said ex- 
amination. 

These examinations shall be in writing, or partly written and 
partly oral, and shall be conducted by the instructor in charge, under 
the supervision of the Principal. 

Pupils applying for Normal Diplomas, shall be examined two weeks 
before Commencement. 

If for any cause, save incapacity, a pupil may not be able to com- 

f)letethe course in the time prescribed, said pupil may be continued 
ODger in the studies of that year, at the discretion of the Faculty. 

Past graduates of the State Department, who may desire to con- 
tinue their studies in the Academical or Collegiate Departments of 
said school shall, upon recommendation of the Principal, be allowed 
to do so by appointment of the State Superintendent. 

THE OUTLOOK. 

The outlook of popular education was never brighter in this State. 

The demand for better teachers, the increase of teachers' salaries 
in many localities, the improvements among the teachers in methods 
of instruction, the increased interest taken by parents, the improved 
baiJdingB, iurniiure and apparatus now being built and used, and the 
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very general and favorable comment by the pubic press throughout 
the State, are unerring signs of the general advance all along the 
line. It is true we are very far from the results that we can and 
must attain before the free schools can be, considered universal in 
furnishing equal advantages to all the children of the State. But as 
the march of material development so rapidly going forward now, 
goes on, the means will be at hand to extend the opportunity of edu- 
cation to evey child in the State.

1 herewith traosmit my report of the condition of the Common 
Schools in the county of Barboar, for the school year ending June 30, 
1881 : 

I cannot estimate the correctness from the amount of time and la- 
bor that I have devoted to the same. Owing to the change in the 
law the sheriff did not settle with the boards of education within the 
time specified by law, and some of the secretaries forwarded their re- 
ports before the settlements. I returned some to be re-made, which 
was done, although the secretary of Cove refused to give any further 
information, claiming that be had made his report and would not 
do anything more; therefore 1 had to gather what knowledge I 
could from the sheriff's books and do the best I could. My report is 
inaccurate in part, from the fact that it is impossible to get correct 
reports from all the secretaries. 

There were eighty-three teachers employed in this couniy last 
year, most of whom rendered satinfaction. The system is becoming 
more popular from year to year and the opposition dying out. There 
were thiee select schools taught in the county the )^a^^\sAfii3CQ>»t^^T^^ 
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by Prof. R F. Kidd at Pool Tree, one by J. S. Cornwell at Philippi, 
and one by myself at Meadowville, all well attended.

I beg leave to submit my report for the school year ending June 
30, 1881. As the Legislature of 1879 virtually abolished the office of 
County Superintendent my report must necessarily be meagre and 
incomplete; and that portion of it concerning the condition of schools 
must, from the very nature of the case, be based upon that evidence 
^vhich is in common law inadmissible, viz : hearsay evde nee. From 
what 1 have been able to gather 1 believe the schools of Berkeley 
county are as a general thing in very good condition. No complaints 
have been made to me except those which are chronic, and which so 
long as perfection cannot be attained by the human race, must ever 
exist. K the greatest Teacher who has ever appeared upon earth 
could not satisfy all with whom ho came in contactit is scarcely prob- 
able that a poor country school teacher can fill the bill of require- 
ments. It gives me pleasure to note the fact that our school officers 
are being selected from the better portion of our people, the fairly ed- 
ucated and tax-paying citizens. Teachers salaries have been in- 
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creased in several districts, which is odc evidence of a healthy con- 
dition of school affairs. Our teachers for the most part are settled 
citizens and do not belong to that roving class who gather little and 
dispense less. One great cause of regret is the negligence upon the 
part of parents in causing their children to be punctual in attend- 
ance, or indeed in many instances to see that they attend at all. It 
seems to me that the law which requires the teacher to make an av- 
erage of 35 per cent, in order to continue his school should make a 
corresponding provision requiring parents to send their children to 
school and thus reap the benefits which the school system insures and 
for which it is intended. 

As I have before stated this report is very imperfect, but I hope 
that the beneficial change made in the law during the last session of 
the Legislature may enable me to make a more satisfactory report at 
the conclusion of the next school year.

I herewith submit my second annual report of the condition of the 
schools of Boone county, and in so doing cannot say as much of their 
success as I would like ; nevertheless, taking into consideration the 
many discouragements to be overcome by the teachers, they have 
done reasonable service. The inducements to teachers are discour- 
aging. Salaries are very low. I am truly sorry that my report has 
been delayed to this late date, yet it is on account of the non-coming 
in of the secretaries* reports. In some districts the secretaries failed 
to make a complete report, yet by reference to my records and the 
reports received, I flatter myself to believe my report is correct. 
This county is divided into five school districts and fifty sub-districts 
for the year covered by this report, and by reference to same it 
will be seen that the schools were run almost four months in each 
sub-district. Our Institute held at Boone C. H., conducted by Prof. 
A. D. Ghesterman, promoted great interest among the teachers of the 
county. We feel grateful to our State Superip ten dent for sending us 
such a worthy gentleman to conduct our Institute for two Qon^ecij- 
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live years. Wo deem Prof. Chester man an able educator, and he 
will be long remembered by us all. Some changes in the present 
school law are neces-sary, 1 think. There should be invested in the 
power of the board of examiners and county superintendent the fix- 
ing of the salaries of teachers, so there would be uniformity through- 
out the county in regard to teachers' salaries, and members oi the 
board should not be permitted to teach. The county superintendent 
should be required to devote almost his entire time to the schools of 
his county while they are in session. For your kindness to me dur- 
ing our official connections, I tender you my best wishes.

In rendering my fourth annual report it gives me great pleasure 
to be able to say that our schools for the last year have done good 
work. Although I did not visit the schools, I did my utmost to keep 
posted in regard to the work io all the schools. And here let me 
state that our schools and patrons are pleased to thiok that for the 
next two years at least there is a provision for visiting schools by 
the county superintendent. During the year two certificates have 
been revoked and one teacher removed. Our examinations this sum- 
mer have proved that it was an act of wisdom requiring all teachers 
to be examined, as out of nine teachers holding Normal certificates 
only three obtained grade No. 1. From what I can learn from the 
people, they would bo willing that our law-makers leave the school 
law, as it now stands, for the next ton years — not that improvements 
could not be made, bat that in the past it has been changed so often 
that but very few keep posted as to what the real law is. Our 
Institute in June was well attended and our teachers were more ac- 
tive in taking part in. the exercises than on any former occasion. Quite 
a number of our best teachers leave the profession this year on ac- 
count of the wages being on a gradual decline in our county for some 
time past. This is but the natural result, and so long as our boards 
of education will do as they have been doing in the past, so long will 
they have to be contented with teachers of but little experience and 
in many instances of poor qualifications. In closing my report I 
beg leave to extend my thanks to your department for the kind and 
prompt responses to calls made on you ; and, for our teachers, school 
officers, patrons, and pupils in Brooke county, I wish a pleasant and 
prosperous future.

The 
number of, teachers engaged was seventy-nine. They are so diligent 
that success crowns their labors ; the public is more appreciative than 
in the past, building better houses, giving more encouragement to 
the teacher, and looking forward to a grand future for their children. 
Favoritism has given way for true merit, and all look forward to the 
grand object, success. If we only had a Journal to place in the hands of 
the people, that the proper methods might be pointed out to them, oh !

I herewith submit my second annual report of the condition of free 
schools in this county, which is as full and correct as I am able to 
make it under existing circumstances. I have delayed my report un- 
til now waiting for a completion of settlements of the sheriff with 
the county courts and boards of education. Although the sheriff in- 
forms me he has urged the same, yet the settlement remains incom- 
plete, and as there is no prospect of its being finished during my 
term of office, and as my report is now duo, I forward the same, 
hoping it may be received. Since my last report we have made con- 
siderable progress in the cause of education in this county. Our last 
Institute was largely attended by teachers, who took a very active part 
in the exercises ; also, many of our best and influential citizens at- 
tended and participated, especially in the night sessions. There ap- 
pears to be more zeal in the cause manifested here than it has been 
my pleasure to witness before, and I hope the time is not far distant 
when Calhoun county will be second to none in this respect. I again 
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most urgently and earnestly recommend the adoption of the change 
in the school law to which 1 alluded in my last report, viz : That our 
schools should be entirely supported by a State levy instead of State 
and district, as at present. Besides being right and just and equal 
to all, it would place the system upon a firm and durable basis. It 
would also enable those living in thinly populated portions of the 
State to have better advantages for educating their children. It 
would thus very greatly aid in settling up those sections of our State, 
and the enemies of the free school system would not then have so 
good a chance of destroying it as they now have in voting against a 
district levy every two years. The longer it is delayed the stronger the 
opposition will grow, and, if not adopted, I fear tho free school sys- 
tem, which has done and is doing so much good in West Virginia, 
will be abolished. I bope to see this change in the school law adopt- 
ed. I thank you for the courtesy and kindness you have mani- 
fested toward me, and hope the free schools of West Virginia may 
prosper under your wise superintendence.

I herewith submit my second annual report of the condition of the 
Free Schools of Fayette county. I have labored hard to make this 
report correct, but cannot say that it is absolutely so, as the data for 
making it was not complete in every particular. 

The educational outlook in the county is hopeful. Within the last 
year or two the teachers have improved greatly, and a correspond- 
ing improvement is noticeable in the character of the schools. 

A marked improvement in school-hoase architecture is also notice- 
able. Several new school houses are now under contract, which, 
when completed, will be far ahead of most of the old ones, both in 
appearance and convenience of arrangement. No log houses are 
now being built, and I hope that our Board of Education will hasten 
the time when those old mud- bedaubed relics of by-gone years will 
be replaced by neat and substantial frame houses. 

The great educational drawback in this county, as well as in 
others, seems to be the large per cent, of youths enumerated, whose 
names never appear on the rolls of any of the schools, and the 
equally large per cent, who attend school so irregularly that they 
derive but little benefit therefrom. The groat question for our 
legislators to consider in the future will be, ^' What shall be done to 
secure the benefit of a Free School education to all the youths of the 
Stuto r 

I do not deem it advisable at this time to suggest any changes in 
the school law, thinking it '* better for us to suffer the ills we now 
have than fly to those we know not of"

Our Institute was held in Au- 
gust of the present year at 'Glenville, by Mrs. Mary E, McGwigan, 
which was ably conducted, and I think rendered general satisfaction, 
although there were many teachers who failed to attend.

I have the honor to submit my annual report of the free schools of 
this county for the year ending June 1, 1881. Our schools have in- 
creased in both numbers and eflScieacy, and are evidently taking a 
much higher rank in the important work of Jeducation. The boards 
of education are energetically discharging the duties devolving upon 
them, and deserve credit for their earnest labors. 

Building now houses, and repairing some very defective ones al- 
ready erected, produce a higher rate of taxation than is desirable, 
but this will soon cease to be a necessity. Generally, there is less 
opposition in our county to the system of free schools than has ever 
been known heretofore. One of our districts has established, by a 
good majority, a six months term, and its moral effect upon the 
others is already perceptible. 

Our Institute work for the past year was pleasantly and faithfully 
performed by Prof. TJ. S. Fleming, of Fairmont. He has made an ex- 
cellent impression upon our teachers and citizens. It is a matter of 
great regret that so few of our teachers are subscribers to (^nd rei^d- 
s 
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erB of educational Journals. We think well directed labor in this di- 
rection will result in great good to the teachers. The restoration of 
visiting the schools by tbe County Superintendents is an Important 
measure, and must contribute to tbe success of the schools. 

I only repeat the sentiments of all our teachers when I congratu- 
late you in your efforts to perfect our system of public instruction ; 
hundreds of willing hands and hearts stand ready to " hold up your 
hands '' in all attempts to make better the schools, whose good influ- 
ence is already potent in the elevation and happiness of our people.

GKEENBEIEE COUNTY— Thos. H. Dennis, Sup't. 

I submit my annual report of the condition of the Free Schools of 
Greenbrier county for the year ending June 30, 1881. I regret that 
I cannot claim for it absolute correctness. The difficulty lies with 
the reports from the district secretaries, and, on this point, I desire 
to repeat and call attention to the suggestion made under this head 
in my last yearns report. 

I desire to make a suggestion as to that provision of the law giv- 
ing to the County Board of Examiners the power to excuse teachers 
for non-attendance at the Institute, and excluding from the exami- 
nation all teachers who cannot give a good excuse. It seems to me 
that this provision of the law is unwise and impracticable, and, I 
venture to say, will be enforced in but few counties in the State. 1 
find it will be impossible to enforce it in this county — for the present 
year at any rate — without great detriment to our schools. For vari- 
ous reasons — good, bad and indifferent, not a few of our teachers 
failed to attend the Institute held at Lewisburg in July, and com- 
paratively few put in the full five days required by the law. Were 
the Board of Examiners to exclude from the examination all these 
teachers we could not supply our schools, and the people would be 
deprived of the services of ^ome of the best teachers in the county. 
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I think thore should be a compulsory feature of some kind in the 
law on this subject, and 1 respectfully suggest that a specific fine for 
each day the teacher shall fail to attend the Institute (the same to be 
deducted from his wages) would secure the attendance of the teach- 
ers, and would relieve the Board of Examiners of great embarrass- 
ment. Under this law the excuses for ^non-attendance will be as 
various as the hues of the rainbow, and having accepted one the 
difficulty will be to reject another, aud vice versa. The law will not 
be enforced, and a law that is not enforced should be repealed. Our 
Institute was, nevertheless, largely attended, and accomplished great 
good.

JEFFEESON COUNTY.— John Hess, Sup't 

My report has been delayed on account of the tardiness of some of 
the district secretaries in making their reports. Not having visited 
the schools in the county, I am not prepared to make a definite re- 
port of their condition ; but upon diligent inquiry made, I am satis- 
fied that they have been, with one or two exceptions, judiciously 
handled. The unprecedented heavy fall of snow which we had im- 
mediately before Christmas, and the long and extremely cold winter 
and unfavorable spring which followed it, very seriously crippled 
our schools, and materially diminished the attendance, particularly 
those outside of the towns and villages. Potomac and Shepherd dis- 
tricts having been unavoidably prevented from getting a suitable 
building completed for the purpose of opening a joint graded school 
in Shepherdstown, on the first of January last, as was expected, 
have now ready a commodious building, in which in a few days the 
joint school will be opened, with three teachers, and Kev. J. A. Arm- 
strong, H. C. Entler, Dr. K. M. Marshall and J. Fleming as directors. 
Very commendable progress has been made in this county in provid- 
ing good school houses. In the twenty-six sub-districts into which 
this county is divided, we have twenty-two neat and substantial 
buildings, six of the number suitable for graded schools. We have 
still a few dilapidated school houses, built immediately after the war, 
which in a short time, I have no donbt, will give placo to better 
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structures. It is a noticeable fact that in districts of our county 
where comfortable school houses have been provided, and liberal 
waged paid for competent teachers, persons formerly opposed to have 
become the warmest friends of the free school system ; but in dis- 
tricts where a different policy has prevailed, its former friends have 
become disgusted enemies. Shepherd Normal School for white stu- 
dents, and Storer College for colored, both located in this county, fur- 
nish us with an ample supply of well trained, competent teachers. 
Although the balances to the credit of the several districts at the 
close of the last were not so large as at the close of the previous 
year, yet our financial condition is most satisfactory. The sheriff 
and his deputies have been prompt in their settlement with the 
boards and in paying the teachers. I must take the liberty to sug- 
gest that section 41 be repealed, and that the question as to the num- 
ber of months over four the schools should be continued, be submit- 
ted to a vote of the people at the general election in May, every two 
years; also, that the members of the board of examiners be sworn 
to act impartially in the discharge of their duties.

Saporintendent of Free Schools of Lewis county, and conclades my 
seventh annual report to the State Superintendent of Free Schools of 
West Virginia. 

My relations with the chief department of free schools of this State 
have been of the most pleasant character, and I earnestly trust that the 
same sentiments may be cherished between my succos^r and t;he 
new department 
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In submitting my final report of tho condition of common schools 
in this count)', I feel proud of the manifest progress exhibited thereby. 
Sixteen years ago it was estimated that three-fourths of the youth of 
this county between tbo ages of six and twenty-one years could 
neither read nor write ; now, the number, having attained the age of 
fifteen that cannot read intelligently and write legibly, is small, while 
many of tbem have distinguished themselves by becoming prominent 
teachers in different parts of the country. Nor is this all ; there is 
scarcely a legitimate profession within tho limits of this State that is 
not represented by a teacher or teachers who have grown up under 
the influence of the free school system.

LOGAN COUNTY— John Dempsey, Sup't. 



Sir: — I take pleasure in forwarding to you my second annual re- 
port for the scholabtic year ending Jane the 30th, 1881, which under 
every circumstance was as early and as correct as I couid make it. 
The change of the school year in Acts of 1881 has hurried us all to 
keep up with its requirements. The sheriff not having his delin- 
quent list ready at the time specified in the late school law, made only 
partial settlements with some of the boards, which caused some delay 
and gave me considerable trouble in making my report, but perhaps 
by another year the school officers will be better posted, as I am sat- 
isfied we all aim to do our duty. 

There are in Logan county six districts, seventy-six sub-districts, 
(Logan, 18; Chapmansville, 13; Magnolia, 11 ; Triadelphia, 13; Har- 
dee, 12; Lee, 9 sub-districts.) There are in this county 78 school 
houses, in Logan district, 19; in Chapmansville, 13; in Magnolia, 11 ; 
in Hardee, 13; in Triadelphia, 13; in Lee, 9 school houses, at an aver- 
age cost of ninety-three dollars and seventy-three cents. Schools 
have been run in this county on an average three months, lacking a 
small fraction. 

Everything is going on quiet in the county this year in regard to 
the free school system. The boards of education have each laid the 
levy for tuition purposes to the extent of the law, that is 50 cents. 
TJp to this date we have examined forty-four teachers, and they are 
nearly all teaching. The change in regard to the school year and 
trustees was a good one. We had no trouble to get trustees to act 
this year. The school officers generally seem to be taking more in- 
terest in the system than common. I hope the time will come soon 
when our free schools will become universal. Then education, with 
religion being the nerve of our nation, will grow strong.

I have spent both time and money to make my annual report a 
correct one, and yet I am aware that it contains some inaccuracies. 
Some of the district secretaries bad previously made out their an- 
nual reports upon the old blank ; but, upon the receipt of which, 1 
ordered from your office, as you remember, a supply of the new 
blanks, which oeing placed in the hands of the secretaries, I hoped 
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the necessary corrections would be made, especially as I thought I 
had given all the iDstruciion needed — in some instances making trips 
in person to see the secretaries, at my own expense ; with ail my 
pains-taking even tbe revised reports were found to be inaccurate in 
several particulars. I would suggest that tbe blank annual report of 
the district clerks have the general directions printed thereon, just 
as found on the annual report of the county superintendent; fur- 
thermore, if the corresponding columns in each had the same num- 
ber, accompanied by the same specific instruction, I am confident that 
the fifiy-lour annual reports received by Your Honor would bo much 
more correct than they have hitherto been. I would further suggest 
the propriety of a legal provision authorizing tbe use of the fund ac- 
cruing from examinations for the purpose of defraying the inciden- 
tal expenses of our teachers' institutes. The newspapers giving 
publicity to these various convocations should be paid for their ser- 
vices, and, besides, they expect it. The questions for public exami- 
nation should be printed, facilitating, as it does, the work of exami- 
nation ; the printer expects his pay for this, too. During the pro- 
gress of an association or institute, aside from the ordinary ex- 
penses, a popular lecturer may bo secured, say for an evening enter- 
tainment, the institute proffering to defray his traveling expenses, 
or subsisting him during his brief stay among the teachers. This 
fund placed at tbe disposal of a live county superintendent and thus 
used, could not fail to be of profit. This fund is thus disposed of in 
our sister State, Ohio. 

The two Institutes held in our county were well attended and of 
much profit to those in attendance. The programme of exercises of 
this year was suj)erior to that of last year. Prof. Wade's graduating 
system is looked upon with favor in Mason county ; special lepsla- 
tion will be, however, needed to make it operative. Our public 
school system is growing in favor among the people. Let it continue 
to grow until it is secured to us by a strong and enduring constitu- 
tional provision and not the victim of party legislation.

The lateness of this, my last an Dual report, is chargeable to the 
fact that the district secretaries were very slow about getting in their 
reports to me ; in fact I did not got the report from Beaver Pond dis- 
trict until a few days ago. I think however, that my report is about 
correct. 

I have but little to say regarding our schools for the year just 
ended, as the law requirdiog county superintendents to visit schools, 
was repealed previous to my incumbency. 

I have ascertained, through my communications with our district 
secretaries, that our boards of education have been bidding for ^^cheap 
teachers.'* They have reduced salaries in one district to $16.00, in 
another district to $18.00, in two districts to $19.00, and in one dis- 
tricts to $20.00 per month for first grade teachers. So a large per 
cent of our best teachers are leaving this county and goin£^ to other 
parts on account of the extremely low wages at home. Hence it is, 
that the system works bad results. It drives our qualified teachers 
from us, and we must put up with the incompetent ones at home. 

Now a word about our county institute. Our intituto was largely 
attended, and the teachers manifested great interest. It was the best 
Institute ever held in this county. Professor Young, the conductor, 
is the very man to create enthusiasm and make an institute lively. 
Though probably a good deal of the praise is owing to our legisla- 
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tare for making a ''compulsory iDstitate law ;'' as, of coarse, when 
the attendance is good there is mach more interest, even in the com- 
mon school.

MINERAL COUNTY.— D. C. Arnold, Sup't. 

I herewith transmit my first annaal report of the work of the free 
schools of Mineral county. Owing to the short time that has elapsed 
since I have been in tbe office of county superintendent, I cannot 
give an adequate report of the conditioQ of the schools. My prede- 
cessor, James A. Sharpless, who filled the office with marked ability 
and satisfaction to the people for a numbor of years, being called to 
other fields of labor, resigned his position June 7, 1881. This ex- 
plains why it devolved upon me to make out the annaal report. 

Tbe county institute, held at Piedmont last year by Professor Thos. 
C. Miller, was a decided success. It was well attended by the teach- 
ers of this county and others. 

The levy for school purposes carries in every district, and there is 
but little war against popular education any more. The only dis- 
trict where the levy receives opposition to any extent, is in Cabin 
Hun. Here it was voted down for several years, but has carried the 
last three elections by slight majorities. 

On the whole, the schools are advancing, and improvement is the 
order of the day.

I submit this as my second and last annaal report of the condition 
of schools in Monongalia county. I flatter myself that it is about as 
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oorreot as it could be mado from the data f arDished by tho secretaries. 
Morgan district was bat partially reported, and when I culled on the 
secretary for a complete report his papers were so scattered and lost 
that it was impossible to do otherwise than take a part of the report 
of last year. 

The forms for making reports are very meagre affairs, it seems to 
me. The number of teachers who are graduates ot colleges, normal 
schools or other schools should but canuot bo reported with the pres- 
ent forms. The number of pupils studying music, map-drawing, bot- 
any, philosophy, latin, algebra, &c., ought also to be reported. 
Many of these studios are pursued in the common schools of this 
county, but the fact must be reported in tho very definite column, 
other branches. 

The school law should be changed as little as possible. The sooner 
the school law becomes a fixed h;w the sooner will our schools receive 
the respect they deserve. However in tho main the changes of the 
last session of the Legislature were salutary, yet, I think, the present 
method of grading certificates and length of school month should be 
modified. Certificates should not bo graded 1, 2, 3. There should be 
fractional grades recognized, or better, there should be some fixed 
standard for a first-class certificate and a grade barely passable. Then 
let the per cent, of a man's certificate be his grade and govern his 
salary. As it is seventy-seven per cent is as good as 86 per cent. As 
it would then be quite a difference. The count}^ institute, with its com- 
pulsory attendance should be continued, but the school month should 
be reduced to twenty days. This would be but a partial compensa- 
tion to those who are compelled to attend theso institutes. The time 
a teacher is required to attend the institute should be clearly stated 
in the law. I never could see why national holidays should be com- 
puted as though teaching had gone on. 

Prof. D. B. Purinton made quite a success of our institute. Ho had 
enrolled 107; last year but 53. The teachers were a unit for the in- 
stitute as it is and the twenty-day month. 

Our schools are in a healthy condition. I leave the superinten- 
dency in the hands of an earnest and efficient man, Benj. S. Morgan.

The accompanyiDg statistical and financial report is correct, though 
not complete, from the fact that a few items, such as ^^orders unpaid 
at beginning," and "orders unpaid at the end of school year," are 
necessarily omitted — these items not being reported to me. This is 
my fourth annual report to the state superintendent, of the condition 
of free schools in this county, embracing the last consecutive four 
years, and daring the two terms of my superintendency, I have tried 
faithfully to get the necessary data from which to compile as com- 
plete reports as could be obtained ; and while I have not fally suc- 
ceeded, I think 1 have done the best that could be done under the 
circumstances. The county superintendent is mainly dependent for 
the facts and figures embodied in his report, upon the reports made 
to him by the district secretaries, and not until each district is sup- 
plied with a capable and efficient man in this office, can the superin- 
tendent's report be relied upon as absolutely correct. 

The boards of education generally, it seems, do not realize the im- 
portance of having a man of practical business knowledge and expe- 
rience as secretary. If the candidate for the office is a "clever fel- 
low," with suitable political affiliations, or related to one or more 
members of the board, no further qualifications are required after, and 
no further excuse is sought, for the sacrifice of a capable and tried 
officer in order to make room for him. The popular rotation-in- office 
principle may be a good thing in some cases, but in some instances 
it works great mischief, and notably in the case of secretaries. 

I believe the public schools of our county are doing a good work — 
better, I hope, each year, than the year before ; yet I am very sensi- 
bly impressed with the fact that they are not doing the work they 
might do. They will not bo able to do full work until the people learn 
how to run them. Not until the people, and especially those who rep- 
resent the people in the different boards of education, learn to set a 
higher money value upon the services of the teacher, and thus show 
a better appreciation of his work, may we hope for much better re- 
sults than now. As a natural result of insufficient pay, the best 
teachers in our county leave the profession of teaching after a few 
years' trial, for some calling that offers a better reward for the outlay 
of talent and energy required ; and who will blame them ?

OHIO COUNTY.— J. C. Maxwell, Sup't. 

I have the honor to herewith submit my fourth annual report of 
the public schools of Ohio county for the school year ending June 
30, 1881. 

In looking back over the work of the past year, I feel highly grat- 
ified with the steady progress of the cause of popular education. So 
far as 1 have been able to obtain information^ the past year has, in 
the main, been a satisfactory one. Of course there always are some 
croakers, and 1 presume there always will be. However, the work 
goes steadily on, and each year shows improvement. The boy or girl 
who can spell well and cipher through Ray's third part is no longer con- 
sidered a prodigy ; on the contrary, the youth in attendance at the 
common schools are passing into higher arithmetic, algebra, physical 
geography, philosophy, physiology, etc. Whether we are not going 
too far, and whether we are not asking too much of teachers, for 
$35.00 a month, I will not now take the time and space to discuss ; 
but the fact that these branches are now taught in the common 
schools to a considerable extent, proves the* other fact, that our com- 
mon schools have made and are making rapid progress. Pupils who 
have never attended other than their own sub-district school will 
now appear before the county board of examiners and obtain a cer- 
tificate to teach of a good grade. 

As the population of our county increases, we find it necessary to 
make, from time to time, new sub- districts, build new school houses, 
and make additions to old ones. In the village of Triadelphia the 
board of education of the district has established a graded school, as 
the enrollment has reached one hundred and fifty-nine, and requires 
three and may shortly require four teachers. 
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Our teachers' institate held at West Liberty at the close of the 
school year, conducted by Prof. Anderson, was well attended, al- 
though it was held during the busiest season of the year. Forty- 
nine teachers were enrolled, and the session was one of both enjoy- 
ment and profit. I do not think, however, that these institutes are 
of the best class for the teachers of this part of the State. The ses- 
S'ons are too long and the work becomes irksome and monotonous. I 
would favor shorter and' more frequent sessions, and leave the man- 
agement of the institute to the county superintendent and the teach- 
ers themselves. 

The provision of the school law requiring every teacher to attend 
an institute, and giving the board of examiners power to excuse, is 
liable to create trouble and dissatisfaction. Every teacher who fails 
to attend institute has an excuse good in his own estimation. If the 
board of examiners fail to accept it, the teacher feels himself ag- 
grieved and blames the board. If the excuse is accepted, and the 
one failing to attend institute comes in competition for a school with 
one who did meet the requirements of the law, the latter feels him- 
self aggrieved (and I think justly) and blames the board of exami- 
ners. Again, if all excuses are accepted, and all are granted an ex- 
amination, but few teachers will go to the trouble and expense of 
attending institutes in the future. I think on the whole, however, 
that the school law, as it now stands, will give much more general 
satisfaction than the previous one. One thing the people desire 
above all others, and that is the privilege of electing their trustees 
instead of their being appointed, Eings and cliques would then have 
no chance for displaying their abilities to the detriment of the cause 
of education.

I have the honor of presenting to you the annual report of Pleas- 
ants county for the year ending June 30, 1881. 

As may be seen from tho report, we have six districts, thirty-six 
sub- districts, and employ thirty-seven teachers, twenty-two of whom 
are males and fifteen females. 

We have built one new frame house this year and repaired several 
others. We had six months school in Grant and Union, five months 
in Washington and four months in the others. The total number of 
months taught this year was one hundred and seventy- eight, being 
thirteen more than last year. The total amount paid to teachers this 
year was $5,225.72, being $575.80 more than last year. 

The constant changing of the school law, I think, has been a dam- 
age to our school system, and as it isjnow somewhat better than it 
was, I would suggest that it remain as it no^ is without any material 
change, until it is thoroughly tested. However, I would suggest that 
the secretaries' annual reports, as now required, be dispensed with, 
and that it be made a part of the duty of each secretary to forward 
to the county superintendent a copy of the annual settlement with 
the sheriff and all the term reports from the teachers. From these 
the county superintendent can make his report with less trouble and 
more accuracy than from the annual reports from most secretaries, and 
at the same time save ten dollars to each district, making an annual 
saving of over three thousand dollars for the State.

1 have delayed my annaal report until this time, on account of some 
of the secretaries failing to make their reports as required bylaw, 
and have not the data now from which to make a complete financial 
report ; however, it is as correct as my best efforts can make it from 
the reports sent me. In closing this my report to the state depart- 
ment, it is a pleasure to be able to remark that our schools have im- 
proved greatly in the few past years. More interest is manifested by 
parents than formerly, greater desire for school accommodations, both 
as to ease of access and conveniences of houses. And much of this 
has been gained by a rigid course of examinations of teachers, raising 
the standard for a first grade to something near what was designed 
by the framers of the law. This has disappointed some applicants 
but has been of great sefvice to the schools, and should this require- 
ment be pursued in the future, our schools will soon compare favora- 
bly with any in the state or states. We have as good native intellect 
as can be found, and only needs cultivation to give to our state its 
true position in the family of states. As the results of our last insti- 
tute are fresh in my mind, I desire to mention it in this report. The 
Institute was conducted by Maj. J. S. Rudd, it was very successful, cer- 
tainly the best we have ever had in the county; nearly all the teachers 
were present and took a great interest in the work. I desire favora- 
bly to mention the names of R. S. Turk and Geo, [H. Moffett, who at- 
tended the institute, and each delivered very fine lectures before the 
institute.

I have the honor herewith to submit to you the an Dual report of 
the condition of the free schools of Eandolph county tor the scholas- 
tic year ending June 30th, 1881. 

The financial part of this report shows that the total receipts for 
all purposes during the year amounted to $9,439.31. The total ex- 
penditures for building purposes amounted to $1,682.28, and for 
teachers, $5,355.52, making the total expenditures for all purposes 
$7,037.80, and leaving a balance to the crsdit of the several districts 
aggregating $2,401.51, $1,570.56 of which belongs to the building fond, 
and $830.95 to the teachers' fund. The average salary of teachers 
was $22.95. The cost of education per pupil, based on actual attend- 
ance, was $4.00, and the average time taught in each sub-district 8.92 
months ; but had the school year continued until the 31st of August, 
as heretofore, the average would have been something over four 
months, as there are several schools still in operation^ 

Sixty-two schools have been tanght in the county during the year. 
The attendance will compare favorably with that of any previous 
year. The teachers have labored faithfully and honestly in the per- 
formance of their duties, and the rapid advancement of their pupils 
throughout the county has been the result. Several new school 
houses are in course of erection in the county. Two in Roaring 
Creek district and one in Dry Fork district are nearly completed ; 
and fluttonsville, Middle Fork and Mingo districts are each building 
two. There is no longer an existing doubt but what the efficient 
management of our school officers, the zealous labors of our teachers, 
the intelligence and studiousness of our pupils, and the hearty co- 
operation of our patrons, will render the free school system of West 
Virginia eminently successful and make our mountain State compare, 
in point of literature, favorably with any in the Union. 

I believe I have no changes to suggest in the school law. The 
great fault in our Legislature has been to make too many changes, 
and one of the principal barriers to the practical workings of the 
school law in this State is the multiplicity of changes it has under- 
gone. Lot us r^t until we become acquainted with the one we now 
have.

KITCHIB COUNTY.— Geo. W. Lowther, Sup't 

Id BubmittiDg my fourth and last annual report of the free schools of 
Eitchie county, I am sorry that I am not able to give more satisfac- 
tion in detail of the work done during the past year. But as the 
county superintendent has had very little connection with the school 
for the past two years, it is not expected that he can give a very sat- 
isfactory account of the wor^. 

In three districts, the schools were kept open four months as 
heretofore, but in Grant district, a term of six months was provided 
according to law. This was certainly a step in the right direction, 
but the work so well begun was not properly carried out, the people 
were not favorably impressed, and this year they fall back to a four 
months term. On account of good wages and long terms, there was 
a rush of teachers to this district and unfortunately, the best teachers 
thinking their services would be called for, failed to receive employ- 
ment. Many of the schools were taught by young, inexperienced 
teachers, and with such long terms are not satisfactory. During the 
present month (August) an institute was held at Harrisville, with 
an enrollment of one hundred and four teachers and an average daily 
attendance of ninety seven. All or nearly all were interested in the 
work and doubtless much good was done. There is more enthusiasm 
among the teachers, and wo expect better work during the year. 

Your attention has already been called to the changes most needed 
in the law, by other superintendents and myself in former reports. 
But I will speak again of one in particular — that of having a county 
board of education instead of district boards. This would generalize 
the school funds, equalize the taxes, make uniform the teachers' wa- 
ges throughout the coanty, and in most cases, insure correct reports, 
all of which are certainly desirable and which can be attained in no 
other way. But our schools need something more than legislation. 
The best law possible can never accomplish the desired results in 
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school work withoat intoiligent, well educated, thoroughly drilled 
teachers. It is true that to have all our schools taught by such teachers 
would incur some additional expense, but it should be remembered 
that poor teachers are dear at any price, and that it cannot be called 
economy, to trifle with, uad waste the intellect of the rising genera- 
tion for the sake of a few dollars. We need a more efficient system 
of training schools, at least we need more teachers who are especially 
trained for their profession. So long as the majority of our schools 
are taught by boys and girls who are not half taught themselves, our 
grand system of public instruction will be little else than a name. I 
have not done all that might have been done for th^ schools of this 
county during my term of office. But we hope for better supervision 
and more abundant success in coming years. I now take my leave 
officially, as an unworthy and to too great an extent an incompetent 
superintendent, but by no means do I bid adieu to the noble cause I 
have so poorly represented during the past four years. I shall be 
ready and willing at all times to co-operate with the friends of edu- 
cation in trying to build up our public schools.

I have the honor of submitting to you my second annual report of 
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flohools for this county, which, I think, you will find, in the main, 
correct I think we are still making some progress in educational 
matters. The condition of our finances has, I think, improved con- 
siderably within the past year, and is still improving. 

I have been making every reasonable effort, during the past year, 
to increase the efficiency of our schools, to secure better teachers and 
to secure an increase of teacher's salaries, which, together with a 
higher standard of examinations, has, I am glad to say, proved, to 
some extent at least, very successfal. 

The new school law meets with the general approbation of the 
people of this county, and will, I think, do much to increase the 
* popularity as well as the efficiency of our free schools. There is 
still room, however, for improvement. I think twenty days should 
constitute a school month. I can see no necessity for the approving 
of teachers' contracts by the boards of education. Neither can I see 
any utility in the monthly reports. The secretaries do not use them 
in making their annual reports, and I cannot see that they are of 
any more use than ho much brown paper, unless it be to harrass 
teachers. I like the present form for county superintendents' re- 
ports, and would suggest that the secretaries' reports be gotten up 
m the same form and be made to correspond to the same. 

This report closes my labors as superintendent of schools in this 
county, and although it is with feelings of regret that I sever my 
official connection with the people and the various school officers of 
the county, whom I shall ever hold in grateful remembrance for the 
kindness and courtesy shown me, still I am glad to know that my 
successor, Mr. H. Coier, into whose hands the work now falls, is em- 
inently fitted for the position and will spare no effort to advance the 
educational interests of the county, and I hope he may be able un- 
der the present law to accomplish much more good for the educa- 
tional system of our county than I have been able to accomplish 
within the narrow limits prescribed by the law during my term of 
office.

T have endeavored to make this report as accurate as I could. Two 
of my secretaries sent in very imperfect reports. I revised and cor- 
rected them as best I could, after having sent them back for correc- 
tion. 

If you discover any mistakes in the addition, or any other inaccu- 
racies that you can correct, please do so. 

WRITTEN REPORT. 

"What thy hands find to do, do it with thy might." The Di- 
vine injunction uttered in the long ago, seems not to be dis- 
regarded by the teachers of our public schools, among whom seems td 
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be a spirit of friendly emulation, each believing he should eat no 
man's bread for naught — is laboring to bring the school under his 
charge to the highest degree of excellence possible, with the facilities 
at hand, of which there is a keenly felt want. Very few of our schools 
are furnished with any apparatus whatever, without which no teacher 
can more successfully perform his duty, than can the warrior without 
arms. A.9 no nation would think of going to war without arming her 
soldiery with all the munitions of the most modern iraprbvemont, 
with which to deal out death and destruction. Much more import- 
ant iw it that he to whom is intrusted the preparation of the youth 
lor the various duties of life, be furnished all the necessary appurte- 
nances therefor. We would earnestly urge upon the boards of edu- 
cation of each district, to furnish each school house with all the ne- 
cessary apparatus for the teachers' duties ; which could be done at a 
cost not exceeding fifty dollars to each school, and the benefit result- 
ing to the pupils in one term, would amply repay the outlay. Some 
of the schools however, are supplied, let the rest follow their example. 

INSTITUTES. 

The institute held in our county last Juno, under the supervision 
of Prof. U. S. Fleming, was in every particular, a success, and the 
benefit resulting from these institutes to the teacher, is becoming 
more perceptible daily. We commend the legislature for the wisdom 
displayed in providing these means of improvement in our state, and 
we hope they will be more liberally supported. 

NORMAL SCHOOLS. 

We hope it may be the pleasure of the legislature at its next meet- 
ing to make liberal appropriations for the support of our Normal 
Schools, and thereby give to the teachers of our state the facilities 
for securing that degree of training necessary to make them efficient, 
and to prepare them to elevate the standard of education to a higher 
degree of excellence. 

The schools of Taylor county are in good condition. The teaohers 
have labored earnestly and faithfully for the past two years.

TYLER COUI^TY,— A. B. Wilson, Sup't. 

The progress of the schools in this county for the past year has 
been fair. Tbe means of obtaining correct information of the stand- 
ing of each school in the county are more limited than they weire 
under the law requiring the county superintendent to visit each 
school in his county and note its progress, and more limited than it 
will be under the present school la .v, which makes it the duty of the 
county superintendent to visit each school in his county while it is in 
session and observe its progress and the methods of instruction em- 
ployed by the teacher. However, so far as I have been able to learn, 
the schools generally have been successfully tauo^ht. Our institute, 
which was held at Sistersville, beginning August 1st, and conducted 
by Prof. T. C. Miller, was well attended. A new interest in the sub- 
ject of education seemed to be awakened among the teachers, and all 
went away from the institute with a feeling of better preparation 
for school work, and with higher ideals of the duties devolving upon 
them as teachers. Prof. Wade's graduating system for country 
schools was discussed by the teachers, and an earnest desire mani- 
fested that it might be carried into effect in this county. The fol- 
lowing resolution with regard to the graduating system was adopted 
by the institute : 

Resolved^ That we fully approve of Prof. Wade's graduating sys- 
tem, and will do all in our power to obtain for it a favorable recogni- 
tion in our county. 

Though we are able to report 90me progress in this ooantf in 
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school interests, yet the advance is not so marked as could bo desired. 
The prospect, however, is hopeful. The people generally are becom- 
ing more interested in the subject of education, and the teachers are 
being stirred up to more vigorous eflPorts in their work. One of the 
main difficulties in the way of the progress of the schools is that the 
boards of education in some of the districts of the county have re- 
daoed teachers' wages to so low a rate that those who would make 
teaching a profession are not paid enough to justify th"em to qualify 
themselves for the work, and those that are the best prepared will 
be compelled to leave the profession and seek employment in other 
pursuitrt. This is to be regretted. Our best teachers should be en- 
couraged to lemain in the profession. We need more good teachers 
— teachers qualified by bettor educational attainments, by long expe- 
rience and by earnest devotion to their work.

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was made by the pupils, yet, permit me to say, our schools do not af- 
ford the opportunities to the youthful miud they should. Of course 
they are far ahead of what they were a few years ago, yet they should 
be raised to a higher standard than at present. In order to do this, 
it might be well, if our legislature would change the routine of study 
by adding some of the ^Natural Sciences. This would uudoubtedly 
inspire the teacher and pupils with new zeal, and result in great and 
lasting good to the schools. We, as a state, as a people, are advan- 
cing rapidly in other causes; then why should not our common 
schools receive more attention that they may not fall behind, but go 
hand in hand with the other good works of the state? If our schools 
would offer stronger inducements to the children, much more good 
would be accomplished. As a means of strengthening these induce- 
ments, the adoption of Prof. A. L. Wade's graduating system, would 
be well. Wo shall endeavor to introduce it in the county ; and I be- 
lieve the time is approximating when all the counties of this Btate 
will adopt it.

WEBSTER COUNTY.— N. W. Clipton, Suft 

I do not desire to add many remarks in concluding this my fifth 
annual report of the free schools of Webster county. The delay in 
my report was occasioned by the sheriff failing to have the delin- 
quent list approved at the regular term of court in June, and conse- 
quently could not make the required settlements with the district 
boards until the last of August. The blanks I received for the sec- 
retaries' reports were the old forms, and when I came to make out 
my report I found them deficient, so that to get my report anything 
like approximating correctness (which I think it is) caused no little 
time and trouble. It is impossible to give the amount of "orders 
unpaid," as there has been an existing indebtedness for several years. 

As I did not visit the schools last winter, I cannot say much about 
their progress ; but I seriously fear they were not what might have 
been reasonably expected, as the average, daily attendance was so 
unusually small. I think that when a teacher fails to have the re- 
quired thirty-five per cent., and the trustees dismiss him, the board 
of education ought not be permitted to overrule the action of the 
trustees and say to the teacher, " Go ahead, whether your pupils at- 
tend or not." Perhaps the severity of the weather, as well as the 
uncomfortable school houses, has something to do with the small at- 
tendance. 

Our institute was in session iour days and a half — from the 22d to 
the 26lh of August last — and was conducted by Prof. J. L. Smith, of 
Summerville. The ajttendance was good and the exercises practical 
and instructive. A series of resolutions, concerning certain changes 
in our school law, passed unanimously at the close of the session and 
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ordered to be published. Having failed of such pablication, I will 
insert them in my report : 

W HERBAS, The school law of West Virginia is silent as to the num- 
ber of hours that should constitute a school day, 

Resolved^ That it is the sen^o of this institute, that the legislature 
should enact a law fixing the hour for opening school in the morn- 
ing, and the number and length of rcccsi^cs, and the hour for closing 
school in the evening. 

Whereas, The teachers are required, as the law now is, to attend 
the institute without compensation, and as the scliiool month consists 
of twenty-two days, 

Resolved^ That it is the opinion of this institute that the school 
month should consist of but twenty days. 

Resolved, That the low salaries paid to teachers in most of the 
counties of this State are detrimental to the free school system. 

Resolved, That it is the opi-nion of this institute, that the salary of 
a teacher holding a number one certificate should not, in any case, 
be less than twenty-five dollars per month. 

I have learned by observation and experience that the fewer 
changes made in the school law from time to time the better. How- 
ever, a change in the time for holding the teachers' institutes is very 
important. The laboring class of teachers (which is nearly all in coun- 
ties like this, where the term of school is short and remuneration 
limited,) cannot attend the institute in May or June, and conse- 
quently must be driven from the field with none to fill their places. 
I would suggest that the time be changed back to July and August, or 
that the time be left to the option of the county superintendent and 
teachers. *

The following is the " plan of organization and course of study" 
adopted by the board of education of Wheeling, W. Va. : 

1st. Each election district or part thereof of the district of Wheel- 
ing shall bo a sub-district, and each sub-district shall be known by 
the name of its election dii^trict, thus: Washington sub-district, Clay 
sub-district, Centre sub-district, Ritchie sub-district, idadison sub- 
district, Union sub-district, Webster sub-district, 

2d. The highest or most advanced department of each of the 
schools shall bo called a grammar school and shall receive the name 
of the sub-district in which it is located; thus, Washington gram- 
mar school. Clay grammar school, etc., etc. 

3d. All the subordinate departments in each of the aforesaid sub- 
district schools shall constitute a primary school, to be known by tbe 
name of the sub-district, thus : Washington primary school. Clay 
primary school, etc., etc. Each primary school shall have four divis- 
ions, to be regulated by the proficiency of the pupils, which shall be 
known as division A, division B, division C, division D ; each divis- 
ion may, however, have as many grades or sections as in tbe opinion 
of the superintendent the circumstances may require; the grades in 
all cases to be regulated by the proficiency of the pupils in the division. 
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4tfa. The following brancbos sball be tatigbt in tbe girammar 
Bcbools of tbe district and establisbed as tbe grammar sebooi course 
of study: 

QBAMMAB QBADB — FIBST TBAB. 

First Term — Arithmetic, mental and written; grammar, United 
States bistory, continued ; reading, spelling, writing, declamation and 
composition. 

Second Term — Aritbmetic, mental and written ; grammar. United 
States bistory text-book completed, physiology, reading, spelling, 
writing, declamation and composition. 

Third Term — Arithmetic, mental and written; grammar, bistory 
readings outside of text- book a, physiology, reading, spelling, writing, 
composition and declamation. 

SECOND TEAB. 

First Term — Written arithmetic, grammar, algebra, physiology, 
reading, spelling, writing, declamation, composition. 

Second Term — Written arithmetic, grammar, algebra, philosophy, 
reading, spelling, writing, declamation, composition. 

Third Term — Written arithmetic, grammar, algebra, philosophy, 
reading, spelling, writing, declamation, composition. 

THIBD TEAB. 

First Term — Algebra completed, rhetoric, chemistry, philosophy, 
reading, spelling, writing, declamation, composition. 

Second Term — Khotoric, chemistry, physical geography, literature 
(Westlake's common school), reading, spelling, writing, declamation, 
composition. 

Third Term — Khetoric, chemistry, literature (Westlake's common 
school), physical geography, reading, spelling, writing, declamation 
and composition. 

FOUBTH YEAB. 

First Term — Physical geography, literature weekly lessons with- 
out text-book ; geometry, reading, spelling, writing, declamation and 
composition. G-eneral review. 

Second Term — Physical geography, literature weekly without text- 
book ; geometry, science of government, reading, writing, spelling, 
declamation and composition. General review. 

Third Term — Geometry, completion of four books; literature, 
weekly without text-book; reading, writing*, spelling, declamation 
and composition. General review. 

In the primary schools the following sball be the course of study 
in the several divisions : 

DIVISION A. 

Heading and Spelling — Fourth reader completed, the pupils to de- 
fine and spell the principal words contained in their reading lessons, 
the uses of the punctuation and rhetorical marks to be learned. 
There shall be careful drill in accent, emphasis, inflection, articula- 
tion, pitcb, tone, movement. There shall be at least ope lesaon per

week in reading outsido of the text book in sach books and papers 
as may be sup^gcstod by the board. Daily drills in spelling from 
Watson's spoiler. 

TTrtYm^— Pupils shall bo taught to writo words and sentences 
neatly aod legibly. 

Geography — Pupils shall bo taught to answer the leading qacstions 
in MilcholTs Intermediate geography; exercises on the globe and 
map driiwing. 

ueneral ixerctfes— The work of this grade shall consist of conver- 
satioDS on trocs, diflferont kinds — fruit, shade, forest ; flowers, wild 
and cultivated, a few of the different kinds; grain, the diflbrent 
kinds raided in tho vicinity of Wheeling. Gravity, floating and 
sinking of solids; mognctic, electric, ca))illary atlractions. Light- 
ning, tho bollow8, tho common pump, and such other scientific sub* 
jects as may be suggested to tho teachers, with such illustrations as 
are practicable. 

Language and Composition — Tho course in division B, continued. 
The pupil shall also be required to write letters, stories from mem- 
ory, billft, receipts, checks, notes, according to models given by teach- 
ers. Teachcru' guide, ^Hhings taught." Pupils shall also bo taught 
to distinguish and define the partu of speech, to distinguish the sub- 
ject and predicate of simple sentences; objects of verbs and preposi- 
tions ; the distinction between transitive and intransitive verbs, ''Ele- 
mentary Lessons in Engli8h" to bo used as a text- book. 

Arithmetic — In mental arithmetic pupils shall be taught to analyse 
and solve readily the examples found in the first three sections of the 
Brook's normal mental arithmetic and other similar examples, and 
in written arithmetic tho principles of tho fundamental rules, giving 
especial attention to notation and enumeration ; denominate num- 
bers, common and decimal fractions and proportion ; practical ques- 
tions in interest and percentage to be taught by the teacher without 
the use of textbook by the pupil. 

Drawing — Exercises in drawing curves of different kinds, circles, 
ovals, ellipse, spiral and scroll. ' 

History — Biographical lessons from United States history. 

Declamation and recitation every week throughout the year. Se- 
lections, to be recited in concert and individually. 

[Remarks.— All subjects must be kept thoroughly reviewed. 
Throughout all tho grades teachers are expected to combine object, 
language and composition lessons so that they may form a harmo- 
nious whole, thereby enabling the pupil to observe, to compare, to 
combine and to express his ideas in a correct and pleasing style. 
They are not expected to do the work of the pupil, but to teach the 
pupil to think for himself.] 

DIVISION B. 

Reading and Spelling — Third reader completod and fourth reader 
commenced; pupils to spell the principal words of tho lesson and to 
name and explain the punctuation marks; strict attention to be 
given to accent, emphasis and pronunciation ; the meaning of words 
to be learned ; pupils to bo questioned upon subjects introduced in 
the lessons ; to practice reading at sight from such supplementary 
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reading as may bo suggested by tho board ; daily drill in spelling 
from VValscn's speller. 

Writing — Pupils sball be taught to write all tho letters and to com- 
bine them in tho formation of words and sentences. 

Geography — Pupils shall be taught to answer all the leading qaes- 
tions in MilchelTs geography, second part. There shall he exercises 
on tho globe, showing the form and motions of the earth, the equator, 
meridians, parallels and zones, the general outlines of the continents 
and oceans and their relative situations; general lessons from maps 
of the hemispheres and United Slates. 

General Exercises — Olject Lessons --Tho work in this grade shall 
consist first, of descriptions of animals, plants and minerals; second, 
reproduction of stories; third, description of picture**; fourth, writ- 
ing of letters; fifteen minute conversations on the five senpe-^; on 
domestic and wild animals ; different trade*^ and occupations of men ; 
tho seasons and peculiarities of each. Teachers guide ** Things 
Taught.'' 

Language and Composition — Course in division C continued, tho pu- 
pilrt to be taught to express in their own language, by moans of com- 
positions, what they know; material to be the reading and object 
lessons. They shall be given a correct idea of what a sentence is 
and of the difference between a statement, an inquiry and a com- 
mand. They shall bo taught the use of capitals, punctuation marks, 
forming compound from simple sentences, etc. ^'Elementary Lessons 
in English," by Whitney and Knox, to be used as a text-book. Eec- 
itations of seteotions suited to this grade. 

Arithmetic — Pupils shall be taught to solve the leading mental ex- 
amples found in "Brook's normal primary," and other similar exam- 
ples, and in written arithmetic, integers, notation and numeration, 
addition, subtraction, simple examples in multiplication and division, 
decimals, relation of tenths, hundioJr^ and thousands to units: nota- 
tion, numeration, addition and subtraction of decimals; United 
Stales currency; the units, with their relations to each other, nota- 
tion, numeration, addition and subtraction of the same. Practical 
questions by tho teacher. Lessons on inch, loot, yard, gill, pint, 
quart and gallon, with visible illustrations. 

Drawing — Pupils drawing on siate and blackboard, teachers on 
blackboards, figures composed of squares, rectangles, parallelograms 
and such other ti^jcures as may be suggested to the teachers. 

Declamation every week throughout tho year. 

[Remarks — All subjects to be kept thoroughly reviewed. The pu- 
pils should be required to give an oral abstract of their reading lessons 
and the subjects in written arithmetic to a large extent shall be 
taught by tho teachers without tho use of a text-book by tho pupils.] 

DIVISION 0. 

^ Reading and Spelling — Third reader; as the pupils become able to 
practice reading at sight, from such books, magazines and papers 
suitable for supplementary reading, as may bo suggested by tho 
board; tho pupils to define and spell the different words found in 
thoir reading lessons and to give tho namos and uses of tho punctua- 
tion marks ; daily drill in spelling from Watson's primary speller* 
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Writing — Primary writing books ; papils will also nso lead pencil 
and paper ; daily drill. 

Geography- Oral ; city, county and state ; papils to be taught the 
U80 of tbo raap of West Virginia, the idea of the situation of places 
relative to each other, and to the points of the compass. 

General Exercises — Object lessons ; the exercises of division D re- 
peated, with fuller and more complete description of objects; subject 
matter and teachers' guide the same; fifteen miuute conversations 
on fruits and flowers, color in connection with the two; the human 
body and its different members, such as head, face, skull, trunk, arm, 
hand, etc. 

Language and Composition — Course for division D continued, and as 
the pupils acquire facility in writing to give short descriptions of 
things, places, events and persons ; material to be the object and 
reading lessons; pupils also to be taught the use of capitals at the 
beginning of proper names and the first words of sentences, the pro- 
noun I as a capital letter, the proper use of a and an and this and 
that, with singular and plural forms; mispronunciation of words 
and errors of syntax to bo carefully corrected by the teacher; indi- 
vidual recitations to be practiced so far as possible ; recitations of poe- 
try suited to this grade. 

Arithmetic — Pupils shall be taught the addition, subtraction, multi- 
plication and division tables; to solve plain mental examples involv- 
ing a knowledge of these tables; to write upon the slate and black- 
board the Arabic characters or figures, and all the numbers from one 
to one thousand ; the United States coins as high as one dollar; the 
idea of two halves, one-half, three-thirds, two-thirds, one-third, four- 
fourths, three-fourths, two-fourths, one-fourth to be developed ; the 
significance of inch, foot, yard to be learned. It shall be the aim of 
the teacher to lead the pupils to acquire the greatest possible accu- 
racy and facility in the operations of this course. 

-DraM?iVi^— Pupils draw on tbe slate and blackboard, teachers on 
blackboard, first, straight and curved lines and their combinations; 
second, copying easy figures from the blackboard. 

[Remarks. — In this as in the preceding grade it shall be the aim 
of the teacher to form habits of attention and careful observation ; 
to use the blackboard, and to make the object lessons as interesting 
as possible. All subjects to be thoroughly reviewed.] 

DIVISION D. 

Beading and Spelling — Primer, first and second readers. The pu- 
pils to spell the words contained in their reading lessons ; to give the 
elementary sounds of the language; to number their lessons by the 
Eoman numerals, and the pages of their books by the figures; to 
give the names of the days and the months of the year. 

Writing — Systematic drill on a few of the simpler elements atd 
letters on blackboard and slate' from copies made by teacher on black- 
board. 

Geography — Oral instruction, city and county. 

General Exerdses—Objoct lessons, teachers' guide, book entitled 
^'Things Taught" Fifteen minute daily conversations about the chil- 
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dren's playthings, difforeot objects in tho school room, what they can 
sec, bear, taste, smeH, feel, do ; neatness of person, order, cheerfalness, 
duties of a child to bis parents, etc.; colors, red, yellow and blue ; 
learn to tell time on tho clock. 

Language and Composition — The pupils to be taught to express in 
their own language what they know, material to be the reading and 
object lessons ; mispronunciation of words and errors of syntax to 
be carefully corrected by teachers ; individual recitation to be prac- 
ticed as far as possible ; recitation of poetry suited to this grade. 

Arithmetic — Simple exorcises in addition and subtraction; illustra- 
tion by means of objects. 

Drawing — Pupils draw on the slate and the blackboard, teachers on 
blackboard, horizontal, vertical, oblique and parallel lines, acute an- 
gles and triangles. 

[Rebiarks. — This is tho grade for oral and blackboard instruction, 
and tho teacher is expected to use the blackboard and such charts for 
teaching object lessons as are suggested by tho board. All objects to 
be thoroughly reviewed.] 

No person shall be employed to teach in any school of this district 
who shall not first have obtained from the examining committee a 
certificate of qualification for the division in which said person in- 
tends to teach. Teachers for division D, primary school, shall sus- 
tain an examination in the common English branches, viz: Orthog- 
raphy, reading, penmanship, arithmetic, English grammar and geog- 
raphy. For divisions C and B, in United States history, in addition 
to the common English. For division A, in both United States His- 
tory and anatomy and physiology, in addition to the common English 
course. Teachers in the grammar schools shall undergo an examina- 
tion in all the branches of studios named for said schools.

Sir: 

I have the honor to make to you the Nineteenth Annual Eeport ol 
the Department of Free Schools of the State for the School Year be- 
ginning July 1, 1881, and ending June 30, 1882. 

I have prepared a Summary of School Statistics comparing the 
aggregates with the same items in my first report. The Eeports of 
the County Superintendents are in many instances more than ordi- 
narily interesting. The Tables of Statistics show several items not 
heretofore contained in the Repons from this Department. 

The statistical and financial reports of one or two counties are in- 
complete. The two cities. Wheeling and Marti nsburg, have only 
partial reports. With these exceptions the school oflficers have made 
full and generally accurate reports. 

I ask your attention to the following suggestions and recommen- 
dations : 

FORMER recommendations. 

No provision has yet been made for the "Removal of school offi- 
cers;" filling "Vacancies;" looking to the introduction in country 
schools of a course of " Graded Instruction ;" " Uniformity of Exam- 
inations ;" increasing the pay and duties ot "County Superinten- 
dents ;" reforming the present method of granting " Teachers* Cer- 
tificates ;" providing for county " Superintendents' Convention ;" 
increasing the appropriation for county *' Institutes ;" and other sug- 
gestions made in my last report. All of these subjects deserve atten- 
tion ; and to them, with such additions and modifications, as a year 
of active experience may now suggest, together with a few other 
recommendations, I deem important^ I call attention. 

BOHOOL LAW. 

Generally speaking, our school law is very efficient and adequate 
to most all the various needs of our different Qommunities. 
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AMENDMENTS. 

The amendments made by the Legislature at its adjourned session 
have received the approval of the great majority of the people so 
far as I am able to learn. 

FURTHER AMENDMENTS SUGGESTED. 

The Supreme Court of Appeals of the State recently decided, in a 
case brought before it from Tylor county, that the provision in sec- 
tion 41 of the school law providing for 

MORE THAN POUR MONTHS SCHOOL, 

requires, in case any district should vote for a longer term than four 
months under said section, that said vote shall be taken annually 
thereafter if more than four months school is desired. (See syllabus 
of the opinion of the Court in the appendix to this report.) In quite 
a number of counties it has been the rule for several years that the 
schools shall continue more than four months. This law should be so 
amended as to provide that when any district shall have voted to 
continue the schools of the district more than four months, that that 
vote shall be instruction to the Board of Education in fixing the 
number of months and the rate of levy until the Board sees proper 
to submit the question again or a respectable number of the residents 
of the district petition the Board to again submit the question to the 
voters. It is not desirable to be annually voting on a question that 
the communities have long since settled among themselves. 

FIVE MONTHS TERM. 

I regard the time as having arrived when the law should require 
five months term of school instead of four months as now provided 
by law. 

A careful examination of the statistics in regard to the length of 
the term now taught will develop the fact that six counties now con- 
tinue their schools an average term of five months or more (120 days 
or more) ; that ten counties continue their schools an average term 
of one hundred days or more and less than one hundred and twenty 
days ; that sixteen counties continue their schools four months or 
more (eighty-eight days) and less than one hundred days ; that thir- 
teen counties continue their schools an average term of eighty days 
or more and less than eighty-eight days; and that only nine counties 
continue their schools an average term of less than eighty days. The 
general average length of the school term in the State is four months 
and one half, or ninety-nine days ; and if we were to count twenty 
days to the month, the general average term lacks but one day of be- 
ing five months now. With the rapid development of the vast mate- 
rial wealth of the State now going on the rate of taxation will not 
be materially increased to secure to the children the additional month 
of school. The necessity for a longer term is agreed by all persons 
who carefully think of the question. The additional itmoaot of 
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money necessary to continue the schools another month will produce 
nearly twice as much advancement as the same amount spent for the 
first month of the term. It takes time to educate. 

SCHOOL MONTH. 

The teachers of the State, and many other persons who take inter- 
est in our school affairs, think that the school month should consist 
of twenty days instead of twenty-two days. If the teachers were 
paid an additional compensation for the two extra days it could make 
no difference to thera, and the two extra days adds considerably to 
the now too short term of school, but the teachers and others who 
have examined the question, claim that the teacher is paid no more 
for the " twenty-two day month *' than for the " twenty day month," 
and with the present very low rate of salary to require twenty-two 
days for a month is discouraging to the teachers. 

NON-ATTENDANCE, 

The statistics show a healthy increased per centage of enrollment 
and average daily attendance based on the enumeration but a slight 
falling off in the average daily attendance based on enrollment. This 
latter is accounted for to some extent in the unusually wet winter 
causii^g the numerous streams frequently to be dangerous for the 
children to cross. Such a season also produces more than the aver- 
age amount of sickness. There were, however, a very large number 
of children who did not enter school at all. In casting about for in- 
ducements to secure a more general attendance, 

SCHOOL BANNERS 

have been suggested, and in two counties at least, Monongalia and Bar- 
bour, through the enterprise of the County Superintendents and others, 
of these counties, School Banners have been introduced. The plan of 
introducing and awarding banners is as follows : A School Banner is 
offered in the county for the district making the " Highest per cent 
of Attendance " based on enumeration. A banner is also offered in 
each district for the " Highest per cent Attendance " made by any 
school based on the enumeration. All great public and private en- 
terprises, whether religious, political, benevolent, military or social, 
have their banners. Why not enlist this sentiment of "following 
the flag," which seems universal in all orders of life, and especially 
among young people, in the great business of securing the attend- 
ance of children at school ? I have given my hearty co-operation to 
this move and have promised that if it succeeds well and becomes 
general I shall offer a State School Banner to be awarded the county 
showing the " Highest per cent, of Attendance " based on enumera- 
tion. 

TEACHERS* EXAMINATIONS. 

In some localities complaint has been made concerning an amend- 
ment made at the adjourned session of the Legislature providing for 
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a miuimum per cent, lobe made in each branch before a certificate 
may bo granted. I think the complaint will cease after this year. 
Most of the teachers and school officers that I have hoard from on 
the subject approve it. There is a class of teachers, however, that 
justly complain, perhaps, of this provision. I refer to those teachers 
who teach in the primary grades of graded and high schools. Thes« 
have no occasion to teach the advanced portions of arithmetic, gram- 
mar, etc, and being wholly occupied and devoted to their duties with, 
not unfrequently, from sixty to one hundred and twenty pupils for the 
greater portion of the year, they sometimes fail to obtain as high 
grade of certificate as they deserve on an examination prepared for 
teachers of ungraded schools, thus being deprived of five or ten dollars 
per month of the low wages usually paid. To remedy this I suggest that 
a provision be inserted in the law providing extra examinations for 
this class of teachers or an additional grade of certificate, to be 
known as " primary certificates." The former plan is perhaps pref- 
erable. 

Another addition to this law would, I think, save the teachers con- 
siderable expense and at the same time add materially to the effi- 
ciency of the present law, viz : To provide that the Board of Exam- 
iners shall hold one of the regular examinations for teachers during 
the week the institute is held in the county, examining in one or two 
studies each day, taking one hour or one and a half hours each day. 
The teachers who chose to avail themselves of this opportunity to be 
examined would save making a second trip to the place of examina- 
tion, and have the work divided into several parts, so that each day 
the teacher would go to the work rested and in condition to do bet- 
ter work than is possible under the present method of remaining ton 
or twelve hours under the highest mental excitement and frequently 
almost exhausted physical powers. Examinations should not be made 
easier, but they certainly should be divested of pain to the applicant 
as far as possible. As the law now requires the teacher to attend the 
Institute, this would be an additional inducement to attend and take 
an interest in the Institute work. Such a provision need not inter- 
fere with other examinations to be held as now provided by law. 
This provision if made would meet some objections to both the Ex- 
amination and Institute laws; 

A COURSE OF STUDY. 

To what I said in my report on this subject last year under the 
head of *^ Graded Instruction " I desire to add that since that time a 
number of counties through their superintendents and teachers have 
taken steps to introduce a course of study in their common schools — 
notably Monongalia, Marion, Preston, Barbour, Mineral, Roane, 
Brooke and Wayne counties. 

Public opinion has reached a very healthy condition on this sub- 
ject, and I regard the present as a most favorable time to begin the 
work of grading and classifying the work of the country schools by 
some well matured and general plan. Any one who knows how fre- 
quently the teacher is changed in our common schools must be aware 
that much valuable time is necessarily wasted by the new teacher — 
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and there is a new one in many cases every year-rin ascertaining 
where the pupils belong and whether what ihey have gone over has 
been well taught. Frequently the pupils are ^* turned back " and by 
the time they reach the place from which ihey were turn-ed back, the 
four months term is gone and the children " turned out" till another 
new teacher travels much the same road. The result is that many 
pupils become discouraged, lose interest, waste their time, and the 
school is a failure. Such schools are not numerous in this State, yet 
there are far too many that approach this result too nearly. A rem- 
edy for much of this is found in giving the pupils a just amount of 
work to be accomplished in a given time. It is true no exact amount 
of work may be measured out, but an average term's work can be 
prescribed. Such a measure would become the standard to measure 
the teacher's ability to get good results; and, the pupils would be 
stimulated to complete the work, if for no other reason than the pro- 
motion it would bring. There are many other reasons for a course' of 
study for our common schools. Perhaps it is not necessary to have 
legislation upon the subject until the schools have more generally 
adopted the plan. Meantime I recommend that the course of study 
prepared and introduced into each county be printed at public ex- 
pense. 

DISTRICT SECRETARIES. 

These very important officials in our school economy are very une- 
qually paid for their services. The law provides a maximum rate of 
fifteen dollars per year for their salaries and a maximum fee of ten 
dollars for making the annual report required by law. In some dis- 
tricts there are forty schools, while in others there are but two or 
three teachers employed, yet under the present provision the sec 
retary of the one district may receive the same salary and the same 
fee for his report as the other. I recommend that the rate of salary 
and the fee for the report be graded in proportion to the number of 
teachers employed in the district, beginning with a minimum of ten 
dollars where there are less than six teachers employed and reach a 
maximum of fifty dollars whore there are more than thirty teachers 
employed. A similar provision should be made in regard to the an- 
nual report beginning with a minimum of five dollars where there 
are less than ten teachers employed and reaching a maximum 
of fifteen dollars where there are more than thirty teachers em- 
ployed. The salary and fee for the report to be paid by order of the 
county superintendent after an examination of the secretary's books, 
etc., and the receipt of a correct annual report as required by the 
present law. 

TEXT BOOKS. 

In accordance with an act passed at the adjourned session of the 
Legislature providing for a change in the retail price of certain class 
books, viz : McGuffoy's Speller and McGuffey's New Eclectic First 
and Third Headers, I entered into a contract with the publishers as 
provided in said act, they waving all right to charge more at whole- 
sale than under their former contract, thus giving the local dealer the 
full benefit of the increased price. (See contract and Appendix to this 
Report.) 
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NEW REVISED BOOKS. 

I called your attention in my report last year to the anomalous 
condition of our law on the subject of the school readers. Daring the 
year the question frequently arose as to what the true construction 
of this matter should bo. I submitted the question to the Attorney 
General and received the following response : 

Office Attorney General, 
Charleston, W. Ya. 

May 28, 1882, 

Hon. B. L. Butcher, State Superintendent Free Schools: 

Dear Sir — Your letter of the 3d inst., asking my official opinion 
touching several questions of law, is at hand. * * * with 
reference to your third question, which is as follows : 

"Am I authorized to enter into a contract with the publishers of the 
revised edition of McGuffey's Readers, for the supply at wholesale 
rates, of that edition to our merchants, &c., while we have a contract 
for an older edition of the same book, with the same publishers?*' 

If I am correctly informed the book contracted for in 1879, and 
which contract is still in force, is entitled "McGuffey's New Eclectic 
Readers," while the law, acts 1881, provides, as did the acts of 1879 
and 1872 and 1873 provide, for the use of "McGuffey's New Revised 
Readers." This being the case, I see no objection to your changing 
the CO ii tract of 1879, you and the publishers both being willing and 
agreeing thereto, to the extent of having for use in the future, the 
book mentioned in the statute, in lieu of the one mentioned in the 
contract. 1 do not think, however, that you can change the contract 
so as to get a book not in the statute.

I thereupon entered into a contract with the publishers of the New 
Revised Readers for their supply at wholesale, retail and exchange 
rates for old books, as provided in the act requiring contracts fixing 
the price of school books. This contract and the one before men- 
tioned each expire at the time the general or first contract expires, 
to-wit : June 30, 1884. 

This contract provides that such schools as desire it may use the 
revised books, not making it obligatory to do so. This solation of 
the difficulty referred to in my last report seems to satisfy all con- 
cerned. See contract in the Appendix to this Report. 

BOOK CONTRACTS. 

The contracts for the supply of school books expire June 80, 1884. 
The present law has but few objections. The only one perhaps worth 
corsidering is that the retail dealers living in the interior of the 
State sometimes fail to keep a stock of books, claiming that the profit, 
sixteen and two-thirds per cent., does not pay them to do so. This 
objection is in a large measure overcome by the facilities afforded by 
the United States mails which reach the remotest points. The })ub- 
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lishers send the books by mail prepaid at the same rate the retail 
dealer sells them. No law that could be devised perhaps would be 
free from objection from some one, and I therefore recommend that 
the same provision be continued. 

COUNTY SUPERINTENDENTS. 

The salaries of these officers are less than they can afford to work 
for to give their full time during the school year. To remedy this I 
recommend that a provision be inserted in the law allowing the Pres- 
idents of the Boards of Education of the different districts, at their 
annual meeting in June for the purpose of confirming the appoint- 
ment of members of the Examining Board, to fix an additional 
sum to the salary of the Superintendent according to the num- 
ber of schools in the county, to be paid out of the teachers 
or building fund of the respective districts in proportion to the 
number of teachers employed in each. A minimum and maximum 
sum should perhaps be fixed for the several counties, in propor- 
tion to the number of teachers employed in each. If authoriiy could 
then be given the State Superintendent to call meetings, at least an- 
nually, of the Superintendents to have them discuss the methods of 
performing their duties and adopt plans of work, more uniformity, 
enthusiasm, emulation, intelligent work, and general advancement in 
educational work would result, than is now possible with the. itin- 
erant, individual, irresponsible way the work is necessarily done. 
The Superintendents themselves are awake to this fact. The three 
meetings 1 have held of this kind, although the attendance was 
small in each case, owing to the small salaries received by the Su- 
perintendents, has borne immediate results in most of the counties 
represented by their Superintendents at the meetings. I am sure 
such a provision would produce valuable results at small cost. 
Either the traveling expenses of the Superintendents should be paid 
or they should be paid at a sufficient rate of mileage to pay such ex- 
penses. 

INSTITUTES. 

The Teachers* Institutes in the past year have been very gratify- 
ing in their results. The attendance was good and the instructors 
were earnest and faithful workers. This department of the school 
work deserves much of the credit of the general and healthy im- 
provement going forward in our schools. 

The appropriation for this purpose will necessarily have to be in- 
creased as the general agent of the Peabody Education Fund cannot 
aid us in this work as largely as heretofore. I recommend that the 
appropriation be increased to one thousand dollars. The balance can 
be paid out of the Peabody Fund so generously given from time to 
time. 

Tne question of compulsory attendance by the teachers at the In- 
stitute has been a theme for frequent discussions among the teachers 
and people during the past two years. The present provision ex- 
cluding the teacher from examination and therefore from teaching 
for failure to attend the Institute without a sufficient excuse is re- 
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garded by somo of our best oducational men as unreasonably severe 
and often deprives the people of good teachers. 

The following resolution was adopted at the Superintendents' Con- 
vention recently held in the city of Charleston: 

Resolved, That in the opinion of the Superintendents and Teachers 
now attending this Convention, the Institute is a most efficient 
agency in the preparation of teachers for the work of the school 
room ; and that every teacher who fails to attend such Institute is 
depriving the pupils who come under his charge of the benefits that 
might have accrued to them. But, as it is not advisable to exclude 
from the profession those who fail to attend these Institutes, we are 
of the opinion that the provision of section 30 of the school law re- 
lating to the compulsory attendance of teachers at Institutes, should 
be amended so as to allow teachers a reasonable compensation for 
their attendance upon such Institutes, and imposing a fine of equal or 
double the amount for failure to attend. Such compensation to be 
added to or fine deducted from the salary of the teacher. Under our 
present system of four months schools and at the rate of wages now 
paid teachers, the inducements held out to them are so small, that it 
will be impossible to supply the demand for teachers if the law, as it 
now stands, be enforced. 

This resolution formulates the objections and proposes a remedy, 
which if it can be made to work in practice without too much ma- 
chinery, would prove most satisfactory to the people of the State. 

LITERARY TRAINING IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

Many of our leading teachers have recently introduced a general 
exercise in their schools, occupying perhaps fifteen minutes per day, 
in which the whole school engages in studying and committing to 
memory some gem of American literature, the teacher incidentally 
giving historic, biographic, and other information concerning the au- 
thor of the gem selected, and the sentiment conveyed by it. The 
pupils are also called upon to give information that they may have 
gathered in their home readings. The gem is committed to memory 
by the whole school, so that every boy and girl can recite it, and give 
the name of the author; thus storing up the grand sentiments of 
patriotism, integrity, reverence, kindness, industry, perseverance, 
&c., in most choice language. The stimulating effect upon the general 
conduct of the pupils is marked. The plan was inaugurated some 
few years ai^co in the public schools of Cincinnati, Ohio, by Dr. John 
B. Peaslee, Superintendent of the city schools, and has been brought 
to great perfection and universal approval there, as well as in many 
other schools. I have given this movement my hearty co-operation, 
as I regard it a most important aid to teachers and school officers in 
discharging their obligations to the pupil, parent and public under 
the following provision of the school law of the State : 

'^GENERAL DUTIES OF TEACHERS AND SCHOOL OFFICERS. 

Ail teachers, boards of education, and other school officers are here- 
by charged with the duty of providing that moral training for the 
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yonth of this State which will contribate to socariog good behavior 
and mannerB, and furnish the state with exemplary citizeDS."(SeotioD 
32.) 

PEABODY 60H0LARSHIPS. 

During the past year the general agent of the trustees of the Pea- 
body Education Fund, Dr. J. L. M. Gurry, informed me that this State 
was entitled to six Scholarships in the Nashville (Peabody) Normal 
School at Nashville Tenn., worth to those receiving them $200 per 
year, or $25 per month for the eight school months. The course of 
study of the institution covers two years. I gave notice in various wavs 
to the teacbers and people of this provision. I divided the state into dis- 
tricts according to the Congressional districts, assigning a scholar- 
ship to each district and two to the State at large. After receiving a 
number of applications from the First and Second districts I ap- 
pointed a time and place fora competitive examination in each of 
these districts. The examiners in the First district awarded the 
scholarship to Eva Miller, of Wheeling, Ohio chanty, and the 
examiners in the Second district reported a tie between two of the 
applicants. I appointed one, W. H. Copeman of Preston county, for 
the district scholarship, and the other, M. M. Eoss of Marion county, 
to one of the scholarships from the State at large. These three per- 
sons are now in the Nashville school. The other three places are 
yet vacant. 

COLORED TEACHERS. 

The colored people of the State have expressed much satisfaction 
concerning the provision inserted in the school law by the last Leg- 
islature, providing for paying the tuition of a number of their young 
teachers in some suitable school for normal training, referred to at 
length in my report last year. Several intelligent young teachers 
from the different sections of the State have availed themselves of 
the provision and have been reported to me diligent and exemplary 
in their conduct at school. 

BUILDINa FUND. 

I 

» 

A numbed of members of Boards of Education and tax-payers have 
complained i to me within the past year, of the restriction placed upon 
boards in the matter of borrowing money to build school houses. XJd- 
der the present law, the boards are required to levy at a rate sufficient 
in one yeaij to produce a fund large enough to build the house, or houses 
to be builti besides providing for the current expenses of the schools. 
The maximum rate prescribed by law is frequently reached, and yet 
not enougp money is raised to do the work ; the result is, that a large 
sum of mojpey is allowed to rest in the sheriff's bands for a year or more, 
until anotper levy is laid, the proceeds of which, together with the bal- 
ance froml the last year, perchance may be sufHcieDt to erect the build- 
ing desireid. Such financiering is not judicious. I recommend that 
the provijfaion allowing the boards to borrow a limited amount for 
such purposes be restored. 
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GENERAL 8GH00L FUND. 

The amount of this fund distributed amon^ the school districts 
of the State, was greater this year than over before in the history of 
the State, by seyeral thousand dollars. This fund arises from the 
capitation tax, the State levy of ten cents on the one hundred dollars 
valuation of all property, and the interest on the School Fund. Ail 
of these sources of revenue are increasing, and this fund will continue 
to increase in the same ratio. 

THE SCHOOL FUND. 

This fund 'has materially increased in the past two years. It is in« 
vested in interest bearing National, State, City and County securi- 
ties, as will appear from the table exhibiiing this fund. The interest 
in each case has been promptly paid when due. 

SCHOOL JOURNAL. 

This educational power has been of great service to this depart- 
ment, in the past year. I have made use ef its pages frequently in 
making announcements, appointments, decisions, &c., from this office, 
together with such opinions as have been given by the Attorney 
General. 

REFORM SCHOOL. 

My attention has been called to this subject from the frequent cases 
of youthful criminals that have come to my notice in the past year. 
I have no well defined plan to propose, but bring the subject to your 
attention that a start may be made in this direction, :fccogmzingthat 
such questions are matters of growth ; and, until tb\^ir necessity is 
manifidst, no action will bo taken. ^ 

CENTRE SCHOOL BUILDINQ, WHEELING. 

This building represented in the cut accompanying th s report, was 
completed last spring, and is an ornament to the city if Wheel in jSf 
an honor to its enterprising Board of Education, and a nost valuable 
addition to the school facilities of the city. It cost nearly forty thous- 
and dollars, and is finished throughout in good style, beit> well heat- 
ed and ventilated. 

HON. J. L. M. CURRY. 

This distinguished gentleman,^ who is the General Aent of the 
Trustees of the Peabody Education Fund, visited the Site at my 
invitation while the Legislature was in session last year. The House 
of Delegates, on motion of the Hon. William A. Quarrier, cKanawha 
county, asked him to deliver an address before it, on th subject of 
Education, in the Hall of the House. The Senate was i^ited and 
attended in a body. Dr. Curry was introduced by the Sj^ker, and 
responded in a most eloquent and timely address. 
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CONCLUSION. 

The general approval, the cordial welcome, and generous aid given 
the educational work by the members of all professions and calling 
during the past year, has been very gratifying to those engaged in 
such work ; and has greatly encouraged me in my efforts to increase 
the efficiency of our school system. The newspapers and thephysi- 
cians have generally been very efficient in their aid. A large num- 
ber of newspapers have given the teachers a column each week, to be 
edited by the County Superintendent or some of the teachers; others 
have given generously of their space for all educational news. The 
physicians have given valuable aid by instructing our teachers in 
school hygiene and other important subjects. There has been man- 
ifest progress in the right direction. We are far from the results 
that must and will be attained, but we have reason to be encouraged, 
for the work already accomplished. I have the honor to be.

Value of School Property.

BAEBOUE COUNTY— W. D. Zinn, Sup't 

I hereby submit my first annual report as County Superintendent 
of Free Schools of Barbour county. 

In reviewing the past year's work I realize that we have not retro- 
graded, neither have we stood still. 

The Institute conducted by Prof. A, L. Wade last August infused 
new life into the teachers who have gone out into nearly all the 
schools. In my annual visits I found the teachers working earnestly 
and faithfully for the advancement of their pupils. Everyone seemed 
to be using his utmost endeavors to secure a good attendance, and 
almost all were succeeding well. I found in two or three schools 
every child in the district between the age of six and twenty-one 
years. But, despite the efforts of the teachers, there are some districts 
where the parents cannot be induced to send their children. This 
arises partly, perhaps, from a want of means to properly clothe them 
for the winter. 

From conversations with teachers, I learn that in many schools 
much time is lost by children for want of books. The parents of some 
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of oar bright pupils are too poor to farnish them needed books and 
stationery. What is the best remedy for this evil? is a grave ques- 
tion, but there should be a remedy. 

Tbeie has always been a great prejudice against lady teachers in 
this county ; but I am glad to say that some of the best disciplined 
schools I found were taught by ladies, and I found that nearly all of 
them were subscribers to some educational journal. 

All our schools are in need of apparatus, and there is not a single 
school library in the county. I hope the time is not distant when we 
will have at least an Unabridged Dictionary in every school Most 
of our school houses are sadly lacking in attractiveness, especially in 
their surroundings. Few of them are enclosed, and consequently no 
shade trees h^ve been planted and no efforts have been made to beau- 
tify the lots. 

I held five district Institutes last winter^ which were attended by 
nearly all the teachers of the districts. We also had two contests 
which were the means of awakening much interest in the schools. 

This county was well supplied with select schools last spring. We 
had five, taught by Messrs. Jas. S. Cornwell, D. W. Shaw, B. D. Gall, 
S. S. Talbott and myself. At these five schools were an attendance of 
140 pupils, a large majority of whom were teachers or those prepar- 
ing to teach this year. Besides these we had a number of primary 
schools. Prof Cornwell is endeavoring to establish an academy at 
Philippi, which would be of great benefit to the county. 

I must not forget to note the fact that we have introduced Prof. 
Wade*s Graduating System, which in the language of some of our best 
teachers, ^^did more for the advancement of the schools than anything 
ever taken up before." I give it as my opinion, based upon observa- 
tion, that the schools of the last year have been in a healthier condi- 
tion than ever before. Yet notwithstanding the industry and 
enthusiasm manifested by our teachers, some of our boards continue 
to put the wages down just as low as the law will allow. They seem 
to misinterpret the action of the Legislature in fixing a minimum 
salary. I have been trying to bring about a uniformity of salaries in 
the several districts, but have not succeeded as yet. 

I cannot close without expressing my appreciation of the teachers 
and school officers. Especially would 1 refer to the secretaries of 
Valley, Union, Cove, Philippi, Philippi Ind., and Pleasant, as giving 
the most accurate reports I have ever seen. It is my opinion that 
the secretaries do more work for less money than any other officers 
in the State. Their salaries ought to be doubled. 1 do not see the 
propriety of paying them two different salaries. Why not consolidate 
the salaries for transacting the business and making the annual 
report, and make one salary ? 

I think much work would be saved if the building fund and teach- 
ers' fund were made one school fund. They both are intended to 
defray the expenses of the schools. Then why have two separate 
funds ? 

I shall close by returning to you my sincere thanks for the many 
favors dnripg the past year.

I have the honor herewith to submit to you my second annual re- 
port. Tardiness, perhaps negligence would better express it, upon the 
part of one or two secretaries, in connection with the fact that the re- 
ports of two more have been delayed by settlement, or rather non- 
settlement with the sheriff, has rendered it impossible for me to send 
my report at an earlier date. Notwithstanding the fact that the re- 
ports made by some of the teachers to the secretaries are incomplete 
and incorrect, it affords me groat pleasure to be able to say that the 
school year just closed has been one of more than usual prosperity in 
our county. We have had, generally, competent and energetic teach- 
ers, who were faithful and persevering, though poorly remunerated 
for their services. I attribute the success of the past year, to a very 
great extent at least, to the fact that our teachers for the most part 
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are natives, or steady settlers, and are not of that roving class who 
stray from place to place, remaining scarcely long enough to become 
acquainted, and who are by no means pleasantly remembered by shop- 
keeper or host. 

Another very important and effectnal means of bringing about the 
success of our school system is our "Teachers' Institutes," which have 
been ably conducted for us during the past two years by Prof. T. C. 
Miller, of Fairmont. These Institutes have been well attended and 
the good efiPects wrought through them upon our teachers have been 
very visible. As an evidence of this I refer to the list of applicants 
who were examined immediately at the close of our Institute, when, 
though the examination was more difScult than usual, the grades at- 
tained were higher, a great majority receiving No. 1 ; comparatively 
few No. 2 ; and but one or two No. 3 certificates. Again, our people 
have doiie away with that prejudice which so long existed against our 
"Free School System," and a better class of men are being placed upon 
our boards of education and appointed as trustees. 

The school oflScersof every class in the several districts of the coun- 
ty have performed their duties well, with little or no pay, and wecon- 
fidently look to the not distant future when our county, and indeed 
our "Little Mountain State" will be classed as among the foremost 
in the cause of education. 

For the statistical, financial and other important features of tho re- 
port, I respectfully refer you to the preceding pages, where each will 
be found in its proper place. 

Allow me, sir, to express my kind feeling for you for the prompt 
and courteous manner in which business has been dispatched from 
your oflSco.

In closing this, my third annnal report to the School Department, 
it is a pleasure to be able to remark that our schools in this county 
are improving rapidly. Our teachers labor under many disadvan- 
tages, comparatively, with other counties. Salaries are uncommonly 
low, yet, being filled with heroic enthusiasm, our teachers are making 
very fair success. The Institute held at Boone Court House, in 
August, conducted by Prof. W. J. Kenny, has certainly done much 
to encourage the drooping spirits of teachers. Prof. Kenny will long 
be remembered by the teachers of Boone county. This county is 
doing a good business in the way of paying teachers when their 
schools are closed. Our Sheriff, Mr. Wm. G. Smoot, and Deputy, 
John R. Smoot, are prompt in paying. 

I think there should be some changes in our present school law : 
1. The money for the pay of teachers should all be a State tax, and 
there should be a uniform system of teachers' examinations, and also 
a uniform salary set for teachers, throughout the State. There 
should be but two grades of certificates — Nos. 1 and 2. The secre- 
taries have been considerably behind in sending in their reports, and 
in consequence my report has been delayed. I did not receive the 
proper blanks for making ray annual report until the late mail; 
however I trust this will meet with your approval, although there 
are some little discrepancies that wore impossible for me to remedy. 
Our Board of Education are keeping their accounts and settlements 
square up with the Sheriff. We are out of debt and have a surplus. 
I am grateful to you for the friendly manner in which you impart 
instruction and give advice when trouble arises.

BEAXTOJS COUNTY— Jos. A. Pierson, Sup't 

I have the honor of submitting my first annual report of the condi- 
tion and works of free schools in Braxton county, for the school year 
ending June 30, 1882. The Secretaries of the Boards of Education 
all reported, thus enabling me to make my report in due form, except 
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some of them were a little late in reporting, though generally prompt, 
for which they deserve credit. Their reports, though containing 
several small errors, which I have been able to correct, are, I believe, 
as fall in every particular, as with the data they could command, it 
was possible to make them. Financially, our Boards of Education 
govern aud control our schools with economy and general satisfac- 
tion to the people. I am highly gratified to know, or to be able to 
state, that there has been great improvement in our schools daring 
the past year, with an upward tendency for the future. The cause of 
education in our county is steadily advancing, and we believe the 
hearts of our people to-day are more firmly united to our public 
schools than they ever were before, from the fact there has been a 
great revolution among teachers. The time has come in our county 
that the trustees have to look after the teachers and not the teachers 
the schools. It is acknowledged on almost every hand that a system 
of free education has wrought for us as a county a chain of the noblest 
results, which. could not otherwise have been obtained. So convincing 
in their favor has been our experience, in connection with the schools, 
that there remains among us but a few actual enemies to the system ; 
and the time I apprehend is not fur distant when all will have be- 
come its true friends. The people are becoming reconciled, in conse- 
quence of conceived heavy taxes, and the murmuring has almost 
ceased to be heard among us. The people are comprehending, as 
never before, that the education of the young and rising generation 
is a debt we owe to society. May the time soon come when not a 
single individual shall fail to feel the full weight of the obligation he 
is under to foster and support our free educational institutions. We 
had taught in our county last year eighty-eight schools, distributed 
over the county, and kept in operation four months, except the Inde- 
pendent district of Sutton, which run for six months. I visited near- 
ly all of them, and would have visited all of them had it not been for 
the inclemency of the weather, high water, etc. I found them all 
doing well, or as well as could be expected. We have in our county 
enrolled 3,748 youths, who are entitled to the privileges of free 
schools. 

Otter District. — In this district there are enumerated 881 pupils, 
and 695 enrolled in school, with an average daily attendance of 427, 
there being twenty-five schools run at a total cost of $2,082.97. The 
average cost of education per scholar in this district is $3.18, with a 
per cent of nearly eighty attending school. No. 1 teachers were al- 
lowed $24, No. 2 $22, and No. 3 $19 per month. 

Birch District — This district sustained seventeen schools, with an 
enumeration of 800, an enrollment of 483, and an average daily at- 
tendance of 334. Total expenses of the schools in this district were 
$1,181.95, about 65 per cent, attending school, and the cost per 
scholar was $1.03. First grade certificate received $22 ; second, $20, 
and third, $18 per month. 

Salt Lick, — Salt Lick district run fourteen schools, the enumeration 
of the district being 602, with an enrollment of 481, and the average 
daily attendance was 275. About 80 per cent of the enumeration at- 
tend the schools, and the average cost per pupil was $2.38. Total 
expenses of schools were $1,434.80. No. 1 teachers received $25 ; No. 
2, $22, and No. 3, $20 per month. 
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Kanawha, — Kanawha district sustained or carried on eighteen 
schools, with an enumeration of 741, an enrollment of 565, and an av- 
erage daily attendance of 360, seventy-six per cent, of enumeration 
attending school. Total expenses of schools in this district were 
$1,838.38; cost per education of pupil, $2.68. No. 1 received $23; 
No. 2, $20, and No. 3, $19 per month. 

Holly. — In Holly district there were thirteen schools taught, the 
enumeration in the district was 573, with an enrollment of 372, and 
an average daily attendance of 297. Total expenses of the schools in 
this district were $953.44, about 65 per cent, attending school; cost 
per education of pupil was $1.66. No. 1 received $22 ; No. 2, $20, and 
No. 3, $16 per month. 

The Independent District of Sutton, — There is but one school house 
in this district, it being an indifferent house for an independent and 
populous district. It has but two rooms, one for the small pupils, 
and one for the advanced ones. There is enumerated in the district 
151 pupils, with an enrollment of 93, and an average daily attendance 
of 61. The total expenses of the school in this district were $451.04. 
Cost per pupil, $2.98. The principal of the school received $40, and 
the assibtant $30 per month. 

There are twenty-seven frame and fifty-six log houses in the county 
and about five more will be completed during the coming year. 

The total disbursements and expenditures of the county during the 
year was $8,663.08 for the teachers' fund, and for the building fund it 
was $3,983.49. Balance in the treasury for teachers* fund, $951.76; 
balance in the building fund, $731.33. 

I think the remuneration is too small for the welfare and promo- 
tion of the free school system of the State. If the wages* were better, 
as a matter of course we would have better schools, and better and 
more qualified teachers. It was a gratification to me to know that 
the Legislature came to the relief of the teachers. It was the right 
step in the right direction. If they had said that no No. 1 teacher 
should have less than $30, instead of $25, per month, it would had a 
tendency to incite teachers to work harder, and induce them to pre- 
pare themselves more thoroughly for the great workof educating the 
young. 

Teachers^ Institute. — There was held at Button, commencing August 
14 and ending August 19, 1882, a Teachers' Institute, which proved 
a grand success. The attendance was very good, especially the night 
sessions. The citizens for miles around attended, which has never 
been the case in the county before, surpassing the most sanguine 
expectations, and all who attended realized that it was to them an 
occasion of much profit. The Institute was conducted by Prof. A. L. 
Wade, as you are aware, and his lively, plain, practical way of con- 
ducting an Institute won for him the best opinions of all who were 
present. We were also much gratified in having the privilege of 
listening to the eloquence of Prof. Stephens of Buchanan Academy, 
upon the historical events of our country. 

I feel warranted in saying that our schools are in a better condition 
at present than they have ever been before, from the* fact that there 
is better satisfaction and feeling among the people toward the system 
of free education. The rising generation are beyond a doubt friends 
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of the public schools, and the older element, in which is centered the 
main opposition, is disappearing, and there is continual increasing 
estimation of the merits of the teachers, which will soon be appre- 
ciated by the masses of the people. We feel like congratulating the 
citizens of the coming age and the perfected system of education.

BROOKE COUNTY— Geo. W. Russell, Sup't 

I herewith submit my first annual report of the common schools 
of Brooke county for the school year ending June 30, 1882. The sta- 
tistical and financial reports are as accurate and complete as possible 
from the material furnished by the Secretaries of the Boards of Edu- 
cation. Some of the permanent registers' and trustees* annnal re- 
ports were very Indifferently kept, and should not have been received. 
Some excuse may be found in late date at which supplies of blanks 
were received, especially the permanent registers, and the difficulty of 
keeping them properly. This excuse will not exist this year, as the 
reports are simplified, are now ready and most of the teachers will 
have tue benefit of last year's experience. 

I have visited all of the schools of the county, observed closely the 
actual work performed therein, the conditions of the buildings and 
grounds, and the attention and support given by the trustees and pa- 
trons, and, to be candid, I must say that I was disappointed. Prob- 
ably I expected too much, as it is so common to speak glowingly of 
"our common schools" and of **our noble band of teachers" that I 
thought it was simply unembelished truth. I found some of the 
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teachers incompetent, not because their certificates misrepresented 
their ability so far as conld be tested by the usual examinations, but 
because they have mistaken their calling and are not suited for the 
profession either by natural disposition or their habits of life. Some 
are making the profession a stepping-stone to some other vocation, 
while others are teaching merely to put in the winter and get their 
pay, but are not depending upon their success or reputation in teach- 
ing, as something else is their real vocation, with which their minds 
are occupied even while they are engaged in teaching. Their period- 
icals, books, conversation and associations indicate that they are not, 
and never intend to be, professional teachers. This class of teachers 
has no greater interest in the educational work of the county or State 
than merely to be able to get a certificate and to know enough of 
school law to draw their salaries. They oppose associations, institutes, 
educational periodicals, &c., as the less the progress made the safer 
they are in their position. I am glad to report but few of this class 
in Brooke county, and they are being forced by the growth of popular 
education to either " come in " or "go out." We have enough good 
material in the county to make the work successful in the future, if 
properly organized and encouraged by|the people. The people are the 
sovereigns in education as well as in politics. The stream cannot 
rise higher than the fountain, and the lever by which education is to 
become the great power in the future is the lever that will move the 
parents and the tax-payers to take the interest in the subject that its 
importance demands. 

The Institute conducted by Prof. A. L. Wade was well attended, 
and appeared to awake considerable interest among the teachers and 
people. Some of the teachers really enjoyed it, and the conductor's 
work was highly appreciated. We believe the institutes, when prop- 
erly conducted, are doin^ better work for the amount of capital in- 
vested than the Normal Schools. They bring some of the best work 
of the Normal Schools to the great body of actual teachers, while 
the Normal Schools mould the raw material and place it in the mar- 
ket, where it may or may not be used for the benefit of the State. I 
believe there is general satisfaction with the Institute arrangement 
as it now is. 

A Teachers' Association has been organized, officers elected, com- 
mittees appointed and work outlined for the winter. I believe this 
is the first organization of the kind in this county, and I hope it may 
become a permanent institution and be a blessing to both teachers 
and patrons. A graduating system has been adopted by the Associa- 
tion and will be presented to the schools, boards of education and the 
people, and its claims urged upon them as soon as possible. 

The Wellsburg Graded and High School is, as it should be, the 
brightest educational light in the county, and with proper and care- 
ful management will become one of the model schools of the State. 

The examinations since the Institute have been very strict and im- 
partial. The new provision requiring the applicant to attain a certain 
per cent in each branch to obtain certain grades of certificates is ap- 
proved by our best teachers, but caught many unprepared for the new 
requirements. We think the law requiring a yearly examination of 
No. 1 teachers is unjust and should be modified^ also the school month 

2 
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shonld be changed to twenty days. For reasons so often repeated, it 
is unnecessary to repeat them here. Above all, give us a new list of 
text books, carefully selected by oompetent, impartial and practical 
teachers. 

Is there not danger that the very liberal salaries paid the County 
Superintendents will arouse the ire of the tax-payer and lead to seri- 
ous difSculties in the future?

The annual report of free schools of the county of Cabell for the 
school year ending June 30, 1882, is hereby submitted with no small 
degree of pride, for throughout its columns it bespeaks improvement; 
the attendance, interest and improvements made are very commend- 
able. Our teachers are fully alive to the work and the cause goes 
nobly on. 

We had a splendid Institute this year, with a good attendance of 
teachers who never refused to perform any duty imposed upon them, 
and we were favored with lectures on educational topics by Judge L 
J. McGinnis, Bev. Mr. Mercer and other distinguished citizens of 
Guyandotte. Prof W. J. Kenny deserves much praise for the able 
manner in which he conducted our Institute. 

Grant district has had all its school houses dressed out in new coats 
of paint and will build another new one this Fall. 

Guyandotte district will build a double brick school house at St. 
Cloud, below Huntington. 

The city of Huntington will make additions to its present commo- 
dious houses. So we are trying to keep pace with the times. 

In regard to our school law, it seems to me that there shonld be 
some legislation in favor of the experienced teacher. The salary for 
each grade should be fixed to suit the new beginner and not less than 
one dollar nor more than three dollars should be added for each year's 
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experience up to and inclnding the fifth year, when the maximum 
price shoald be reached and hold. As it is, the boy or girl with no 
experience or tact whatever commands the same salary as the person 
who has devoted his life to the work, which is not right, bat is ruin- 
ous to the profession and tends largely to hinder the progress of our 
free school system. 

It should be made the duty of the County Superintendent to at- 
tend and aid in the annual settlement between the sheriff and the 
boards of education, for which service he should be paid out of the 
building fund five dollars for each settlement. As it is, so many mis- 
takes creep in, and if the sheriff is so disposed he can very often take 
advantage of the persons that constitute the board on account of his 
experience and the lack of experience on the part of the board. This 
is a gate that should be closed, and with this plan there propably 
would be fewer mistakes and then you might expect to get something 
like true reports of the workings of the school system. 

Non-attendance is something that should be grappled. It might 
be a good plan to charge each parent or guardian, as soon as the fund 
is ascertained, with his jpro rata part and let him satisfy the claim 
with attendance at school or refund one-half the amount after deduct- 
ing his school tax, to the district fund, unless he should have a suffi- 
cient reason to justify the Board of Education in releasing him from 
the claim. We would then have fifty per cent, attendance at school 
or get back a part of our money. 

Anything that tends to good and meets the wants of the rising gen- 
eration meets our warmest approbation.

I have the honor of making my annual report of the free schools of 
Calhoan county for the year ending June 30th, 1882. 

Our last Institute was a success, even an improvement on former 
ones. As my report has heen delayed, and I have visited several 
schools, I can add that the teachers are practicing what was there 
taught. 

We have eleven frame houses, the remainder being logs, mostly of 
an inferior class, and some are nothing but cabins; but I am pleased 
to note that the era of building log houses is at an end. Neat, comfort- 
able and substantial frame houses will speedily take the place of the 
log houses now in use. The Secretary of the Board of Education 
of Centre district voices the sentiments of the people of the county 
when he says : " We need fine school buildings in this district. It is 
the intention of the Board of Education to commence building the 
same one by one until all are completed.'' Sherman district built one 
frame house this year. Lee district is building one and will build 
three more, and Washington district will build three the present year. 
We have better teachers than houses, but neither are what they 
should and must be ; yet it is very gratifying to note the change for 
the better. I have been asked to recommend the repeal of the law 
requiring teachers not to fall below a certain per cent, in any branch 
examined upon. That it falls heavily upon some good teachers I 
doubt not, but whether or not it would be for the general good, I am 
not prepared to say. 

The presidents of the boards of education should be paid for their 
services and compelled to meet and appoint examiners at the proper 
time. They have been neglecting it heretofore. 

As we are not prepared, perhaps, for free text books, and our mer- 
chants fail to keep them, I would suggest that the Board of Educa- 
tion appropriate money out of the building fund to furnish said 
books •; the secretary give bond, keep and sell said books at a price 
fixed by law and the proceeds go to the building fund. 

Last, but not least, I would urge an increase in the State levy for 
school purposes and the districts be required to make a levy that will 
enable the schools to be kept open for six months in the year.

We need a High School taught next summer 
at the Court House, and I am talking the matter up everywhere I go. 
The present system of examining teachers works well. The law 
requiring Superintendents to visit the schools is in favor of the 
system. The main and principal trouble in our schools is neighbor- 
hood factions. This displays itself in opposing the teacher in every 
way conceivable. We think teachers should be qualified in every 
sense of the word, and then when employed should not be interrupted 
by vicious persons.

Id submitting this, my first annaal report of the condition of the 
free Schools of Doddridge county for the year ending June 30th, 1882, 
it gives me pleasure to be able to say that the report is nearly full 
and is correct, I believe, in nearly every particular. 

Our schools are in a healthy, prosperous condition, and oar teach- 
ers are progressive and industrious, nearly all natives of our own coun- 
ty, and in scholarly attainments, will compare favorably with the 
teachers of more favored counties. 

The Institute for this year, conducted by Prof. T. C. Miller, of 
Fairmont, was a success in every way. Good, practical methods of 
teaching children were so clearly demonstrated that our teachers be- 
came enthused with a dosire to adopt bettor methods and do better 
teaching. The enrollment exceeded the number of teachers required 
in the county by about twenty-five. 

The late amendment to the school law requiring teachers to make 
a specified per cent on each branch upon which they are examined is 
creating much dissatisfaction among teachers at present. Teachers 
are asking for easier examinations next year. The Board of Exam- 
iners refuse to make the new law a dead-letter by lowering the stan- 
dard of examinations, and ask the Boards of Education to increase the 
salaries of teachers so they may teach on lower grades, if need be. The 
salaries for the ensuing year have not been increased, however, and 
the present outlook indicates a scarcity of teachers for next year. 
Notwithstanding the fact that some of our best teachers are leaving 
the profession for want of better pay, our Boards of Education are* so 
extravagantly liberal as to allow the sheriff" five per cent commission 
instead of the three per cent specified by law, and in some cases he is 
allowed two and a half per cent extra for prompt payment, making 
seven and a half per cent commission in some districts for receiving 
and disbursing school moneys. 

Although the present law concerning teachers' institutes is efficient 
in securing good attendance, yet it is not at all satisfactory. It would 
be better to compel teachers to attend an Institute or allow a specified 
reduction to be made from their salaries. A uniform system of ex- 
aminations throughout the State would undoubtedly be a permanent 
improvement upon the present method, and would give bettor satis- 
faction to teachers. The school law should recognize in some way the 
importance of a regular course of study for our common schools from 
which pupils could graduate with honor. We are endeavoring to 
grade the schools of this county, and hope to have next year a small 
class in each district able to pass a creditable examination in the com- 
mon school course. Each pupil passing the examination will receive 
an honorary certificate.

FAYETTE COUNTY— Bbnj. Bibb, Sup't 

I herewith submit my third anoual report of the condition of the 
free schools of Fayette county. The report is not so full as I could 
wish it, some items called for not having been reported to me by the 
secretaries. The failure of the secretaries to make full reports seemed 
to arise, chiefly, from the failure of trustees, and in some instances, 
the failure of teachers, to make complete reports to them. Compara- 
tively few of the trustees of this county reported to the secretaries at 
all. Henq^ that part of my report, the data for which should have 
been furnished by the trustees, has been taken from my notes, made 
when visiting schools. 

Several of the schools of the county did not close until after the ex- 
piration of the school year, and consequently they are not reported 
this year. This will account, to some extent, for the small attend- 
ance shown in this report, particularly in Falls district. 

Owing to high water and sickness, I did not succeed in visiting all 
of the schools of the county. Those that I did visit I found very dis- 
similar in efficiency. About one-half of them did nobly. Theremainder 
of them were not so efficient as they should have been. It is worthy 
of remark, that in all instances where I found the teacher active and 
enthusiastic, I found the pupils busy, interested and making rapid 
progress; while, if the teacher was dull and listless, the pupils were 
correspondingly the same. 

Our Boards of Education have some serious difficulties to combat

in this county. Some districts are so sparsely settled that in order 
that all the children may have an opportunity to attend school, it is 
often necessary to form sub-districts containing but few pupils. This 
multiplying of sub-districts make the expenses of the district for run- 
ning the schools so heavy that it is necessary to levy a high tax and 
fix the salaries of the teachers at low figures. In order to obviate 
this difficulty, and place the poorer counties nearer on an equality 
with the wealthy counties, I would recommend the increase of the 
State school tax. 

A marked improvement, in the character of the school houses, hae 
been made in this county within the last few years. None but frame 
houses are now built, and in every instance I require them to be built 
in such a manner as to secure proper heating and ventilation. The 
seats, however, particularly in the older class of houses, are often 
bad. There is also a sad lack of apparatus throughout the county. 

Altogether the educational outlook here is hopeful. There seems 
to be a general awakening among the people concerning educational 
matters, and a willingness to submit to higher taxation than that 
which they now bear, if they can thereby secure better schools. Many 
of our teachers, too, are growing more devoted each year to the work 
of their profession, and seem to realize, more fully, the height, the 
depth, and the breadth of the work in which they are engaged. 

1 find great difficulty in getting a quorum of the Presidents of the 
Boards of Education together, to appoint examiners and suggest that 
the law be changed so as to allow them a reasonable compensation 
for the time spent by them in the performance of this duty.

LINCOLN COUNTY— Morris Griffith, Sup't 

I herewith submit my first annual report. My report has been de- 
layed on account of the failure of the district secretaries to send in 
their reports. They are all in now, but several of them are very im- 
perfect. I have been compelled to go to some of them personally 
and get such information as would enable me to make this report. 
There are eight school districts in the county, as follows: Carroll, 
Duvall, Washington, Union, Jefferson, Sheridan, Laurel Hill and 
Hart's Creek. Carroll, Union, Washington and Sheridan, had each 
four months' school ; the other four had three months only. The reason 
for short terms in these four districts, was want of sufficient funds 
to run them longer. In the eight districts, there are in all sixty-six 
schools. Of those, sixty-one were taught, the other five were not, on 
account of scarcity of teachers and low salaries. I would say here 
that low salaries is one of the greatest drawbacks to our free school 
system. Our best talent for teaching is compelled to seek employ- 
ment in other professions. A great many are leaving the school- 
room and retiring to the farm, because they can realize more money 
in that way. 

The attendance was not so good as it might have been, owing in a 
great measure to the continued high water. 

There were two graded schools taught in this county this year, one 
at Hamlin by Prof. Chesterman, and the other at Guffillisville, by 
Prof. McCallister; both were attended by a number of the young 
teachers. One Institute was hold at Hamlin, hy Prof. Chesterman,

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which was well attended and was pronoanced by the teachers, the 
best ever held in our county, I failed to visit all the schools on ac- 
count of high water and imppassable roads. Amon^ those I visited 
I found some that were doing well ; scholars and teachers seemed to 
be alive, while in the others the interest seemed to be very poor. 
I would suggest twenty days to the month as being better than the 
present month of twenty-two days, and think some sort of compnlso- 
ry law out to be passed.

I take pleasure in forwarding to you my third annual report for 
the school year ending June 30, 1882, which has been delayed by 
having to return some of my secretaries' reports for correction. 

There are in Logan county six districts and seventy-eight sub- 
districts. There are in this county eighty one school houses, three 
of which are rented. We have had seventy-three schools ("with a 
pretty fair attendance) with an average of throe months lacking a 
small fraction. There are eight schools that have not been taught 
for the lack of teachers to commence in due time. Some of them were 
commenced, but on account of low wages and small attendance they 
were discontinued till this year. Everything is quiet in regard to the 
free school system. All would be well satisfied if it was made a State 
system. The Boards of Education have all laid the levy to the ex- 
tent of the law for tuition purposes, and up to this date we have ex- 
amined sixty teachers, and think we will be able to run all our 
schools this year.

I hereby transmit to you my annual report as County Superintend- 
ent of Free Schools for Marion county for the school year ending 
June 30, 1882. 

I am glad to find by comparing my report with those preceding, 
that our schools and teachers are progressing finely. While our 
teachers complain of rigid examinations, they are encouraged by the 
boards of education raising their salaries. My report does not ap- 
pear very favorable on the part of teachers as regards school journals, 
however, it is as the secretaries made it to me. If we could enumer- 
ate the present number who take journals we would find the number 
more than double. 

Many of our young teachers attended the Normal School at Fair- 
mont last summer and will be better prepared for their work the 
coming school year. 

Our teachers will meet in October to form a "Teachers* Mutual Im- 
provement Association," so you can infer that they mean to improve 
and need encouragement. 

Ifibraries. — Prof Thomas C. Miller, with the aid of the Board of 
Education of Fairmont Independent District, is securing an exten- 
sive library and lot of apparatus, which adds much to his famous 
school. Prof. Wm. Gray has by groat energy started a library at 
Palatine school, which promises to be a success. Now as these are 
having good results, we can safely say that many others will be start- 
ed ere long. 

Houses, — Our school houses are being repaired until they are better 
adapted to school purposes. Last year there were two houses erected, 
one at Farmington at a cost of 81,300, the other in Paw-paw district 
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at & cost ot 8425. Thoro will bo four school bonseB oreoted daring the 
present school your. 

Institutes. — Wo have had two lostitutoB this snmmer coDdnoted at 
FAirmont and Worth iogtoti, the former by Prof. A. L. Wade, the lat- 
ter by Prof. James B. Fowlor, both of which were very sacceesfuL 
Uany good methods were advanced, somo of which we have no doubt 
will be pot in praclieo. 

Id this GODDOction we might say that wo had quite n representation 
in the appointmont of Inslituto instructors by the State Saperintend- 
ent, viz: Profs. Miller, Fleming, Fowlor, Martin and Cox, all of whom 
are good instructors and eiicoessfal teachers. 

Visits. — I visitod all the schools within Marion connty last winter 
and as a genera! thing found them doing woll. The attendance of 
some of our schools was very small on account of sickness, bat in the 
main did good work. Thoro wore, including my own, five tbonsaod 
and twonty-four visits to our schools, which speaks well for our county 
and shows that general intorost is manife^ited on the part of our 
Boards ot Education, trustees and patrons. 

Examinations. — I hold eight examinations for the benefit of those 
who had completed the "free school branches." Sixty-one pupils 
pBBBOd the examination and wore awarded Free School Certificates or 
Diplomas. 

Non attendance. — Thoro wore, according to the last onnmorationi 
6,091 youths between Ibo ages of C and 21 years. According to soc- 
retarios' reports, the average daily attendanco is 3,170; thos leaving 
2,921 not in nttoDdancc; again, wo find the total enrollment to be 
4,791, leaving 1,340 who are not within a school house for inetrne- 
tions. Thoro surely ought to be some way of bringing those pnplla 
into school and not allow thom to grow up in ignorance. Where is 
the fault? 

Subscription Schools. — There wore twelve schools extended three 
months by subscription, thus indicating that our school term is too 
short. 

High School. — There is one High School at Fairmont, taught by 
Prof. Miller, in which many ot the higher branches are heard, and a 
regular course ot study laid out. Some few scholars complete this 
corriculura of studies each year, and are awarded diplomas. 

Graded Schools. — There aro five schools run under tho restrictions 
of graded schools, and two in which two teachers are employed.

My induction into office was accompanied by an appeal, under lat- 
ter part of section 9, school law 1881, from the action of the Board of 
Education of Liberty district as to the location of a certain school 
houBe, the sob-district having been heretofore divided. I heard said 
appeal, and the grounds thereof being b}^ me considered good, I re- 
versed the action of board and made a location. Sometime after- 
wards I concluded I had exceeded the authority conferred by law, be- 
cause statute law must be construed strictly, and only the powers di- 
rectly conferred can be acted upon. 

In the time intervening between my location and reversal of the 
same I learned that said Board of Education had issued orders in ex- 
cess, to the sum of several hundred dollars of their credit by balance 
in sheriff's hands, and amount of levy ; I accordingly called a meeting 
to, discuss this point and others raised. One of the members of this 
Board .of Education had moved from the district, and the vacancy 
filled by my appointment. The member appointed by me, and ono 
of the other members, attended the called meeting, and the discussion 
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led to the reBignation of the member elected at the last school elec- 
tioD ; and in a few days thereafter the other elected member resigo- 
ed, so that the present Board of Education is one wholly of appoint- 
ment. The appointees are conducting the business in conformity to 
law, have levied sufficient to build one good school house, pay off all 
debts, and continue the school four months. By an examination of 
the financial part of this report, you will notice that this district is 
the only one in debt. 

In Washington district I was asked by the Board in writing to lo- 
cate a school house site, under section 34 ; after due notice to the cit- 
izens of the sub-district, I located in conformity to the wishes of the 
majority of the interested citizens present, and in a few days there- 
after I was appealed to under section 9, Acts 1881. I refused to 
grant the appeal. Counsel was employed and a mandamus issued, 
but never served, owing to the contestants gaining their points by 
the informality of the records of the Board of Education. 

In Meade district I was asked to approve the sale of a school house. 
After careful consideration, and in view of the fact that the great 
majority of the scholars would be accommodated better by a change 
of site, I approved the sale. The board then located and the owner 
of the land on two different occasions applied for an injunction, but 
has so far failed, and the Board of Education are waiting the approv- 
al of the award of the appraisers. It is hoped this school house will 
be built yet in time for this coming school term. 

Passing from the foregoing unpleasant duties, I come to those of a 
much more agreeable character, viz : visitation. 

I made 120 visitations and was highly gratified to find the progress 
wrought in the last decade The plans of teaching used by our ad- 
vanced educators are adopted readily by the teachers of Marshall 
county. There is not a teacher of standing in this county but sub- 
scribes for one or more educational journals. Whenever possible I 
solicited the school officers to accompany me to their respective 
schools, and join in a short address to the scholars. In all my visita- 
tions I never found even one person, whether acquainted or not, who 
refused me entertainment. The proverbial Virginia hospitality is 
deeply rooted in this county. 

On the day appointed for the election of assistant examiners I 
called a morning session to consider the general school interests of 
this county. This session was so pleasant that the president of 
Washington district moved that another meeting be called on* the 
second Saturday thereafter, which was carried unanimously. At this 
called meeting quite a good representation of various members of the 
several Boards of Education was present. School architecture, furni- 
ture, teachers' wages and the examination of teachers were the prin- 
cipal subjects of discussion, and I am happy to say that the present 
law requiring a certain per cent to obtain a certificate, met with gen- 
eral approval, and an advance in teachers' salaries of at least ten per 
cent was the result, with the promise that if the Board of Examiners 
performed the duties required by law, an advance next year could be 
reasonably expected. I hope that the interest in education may 
continue to increase, and the benefits enuring from a thoroughly 
trained mind be appreciated and sought after by all.

Old blanks were distributed early in 
the year which did not conform to the requirements of the new ones 
issued from your oflSce, and from which this report was expected to 
have been made. Hence many things of importance have been alto- 
gether omitted, or if expressed, have been guessed at, so as to make 
the report as full as possible. 

The financial report shows a healthy cofdition in the use of the 
school money of the county worthy of commendation. The day of 
an unwise economy has passed away from our people in the matter 
of schools and school affairs, and a liberal hand is now extended to 
foster and build up an efficient system of education among our peo- 
ple. Improved buildings, with all the modern reforms in school fur- 
niture, are superseding the old log houses of a former age, and a few 
years more will witness the consummation of the wishes of the most 
ardent lover of popular education in the improvement of all that in- 
terest the schools of this county. The teachers of Mason county 
need no word of praise from me. As a class, they are well worthy 
the high position they occupy. Earnest, studious, well qualified, the 
schools under their charge are prosperous, the people pleased, and an 
atmosphere of pleasing content seems to pervade the whole school 
work of the county.

to progress in oar scbools is irregular attendance of pupils; coupled 
with this are tardiness, non-co-operation of parents, negligence of 
school oflScers, etc. The schools of the county are pretty well clas- 
sified, yet there are exceptions. The daily programme in one school 
indicated thirty-two recitations, with an enrollment of eighteen pu- 
pils. Suggestions were offered in many instances, and a change of 
the programme was admitted to be beneficial. Two graded schools 
are maintained in the county, one in New Cumberland of six depart- 
ments, and one in Fairview of four. All the schools were visited 
once and part of them twice. One half day or nearly that length of 
time was devoted to each school. The plan for taking notes when 
visiting schools, as suggested by ex-Buperintondent Smart, of Indiana, 
was adopted, and it was found quite satisfactory. 

Houses, — By reference to the statistical part of this report it will 
be found, that few if any of the houses are well supplied with appa- 
ratus, and not many with the necessary surface of blackboard. Ex- 
perience teaches that each school room should have at least one hun- 
dred (100) square feet of good smooth blackboard surface. Many of 
the houses are poorly lighted, the windows being small and few in 
number, but many of them will be improved. Every school room in 
the county is provided with patent desks and seats, for which the 
several Boards of Education should be complimented. 

G^rownds.r— Many of the school houses have not sufficient grounds. 
Ex]:>erience again teaches that at least one half acre is not too much 
for a play ground. Many handsome grounds, naturally, are permit- 
ted to remain open to the commons. If suitable fences were built 
around the school property the enterprise manifested in many schools 
warrant that the necessary shade trees and other improvements would 
soon follow. 

Teachers. — From observation in the school room and information 
obtained out of it, truly it may be said that much good work was 
done by the majority of teachers. Not all holding No. 1 certificates 
made themselves felt by their excellent work, yet the teacher should 
not always be blamed. Some difficulty was experienced in securing 
a supply of teachers. The reason for this can be fathomed. One of 
the greatest needs of the schools is thoroughly qualified^ earnest and 
experienced teachers. Too many of us seem to think " scbools were 
made for the teachers," instead of recognizing " Teachers should be 
made for the schools." More attention should be given by the teach- 
ers to the laws of hygiene. A school room should be kept faultless- 
ly clean, well ventilated and thoroughly aired during the recesses. 

Institutes and Examinations. — The Institute and one of the stated 
examinations for the school year have been reported by my prede- 
cessor. Many complaints are made by teachers as to the time of 
holding the Institute. It is claimed that it should be held near the 
middle of the school session ; then th^ are tiioroughly involved |u 
their work. Also, many object to the law requiring applicant to 
attend Institute before they can be admitted to examinations, yet it 
is difficult to see what could be substituted to insure their attendance. 

Conclusion. — I tender many thanks to those who co-operated with 
me, especially to the school department, for favors received, and to 
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the preaB of the couDty for place in their coiumns to edaoational mat- 
ters, and to school officers, teachers and citizens for their kindness and 
hospitality.

H.J report has been delayed becafise tbe secretary of Goal district 
did not report until the 18th of September, giving as a reason for his 
delay continued ill health. Incompleteness in some items arises from 
the fact, as the secretaries claim, that their reports did not reach them 
till late, and the teachers having failed to report to them it was im- 
possible to secure the information. 

School Visitation. — It was infpossiblo for me to reach all the schools 
during the winter on account of the condition of the roads and an- 
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fordable streams of water. I visited one hundred and eight different 
hoases, and one hundred and twenty-three teachers when their 
schools were in session. Most of the schools were doing well at the 
time I was present. As to the value of visitation, I am in doubt 

It seems like scattering seed by the wayside. If the knowledge 
obtained is used in grading the teachers on the art of teaching, val- 
uable results may follow. 

Teachers, — Frequent changes of teachers is a sad drawback to the 
schools. Each community has its permanent physician, merchant, 
minister, blacksmith, shoemaker, tinker and maid of all work, but 
too many do not know from one year to the next, who will teach 
their children, and often do not seem to care to know. The teachers 
themselves do not labor for permanence as they ought, and the fact 
is, some of them like to tramp. 

Examinations. — The plea that frequent examinations are necessary 
to prevent teachers from becoming " rusty '* is absurd. We do not 
use it in regard to any other profession. Certificates, after a com- 
plete and thorough examination, should be permanent, and not re- 
voked without legal cause. The revoking of State Gertificntes, Nor- 
mal Diplomas, &c., was it seems a broach of contract on the part 
of the State. I would suggest that after three years successful teach- 
ing, to be certified by the Board of Education, on a thorough exam- 
ination, issue a permanent certificate, good in the county issued dur- 
ing the good behavior of the holder. The issuing of State Certifi- 
cates is of doubtful utility. Frequent changes in the school law have 
a tendency to bring it into disrespect. Any change made should be 
carefully considered and allowed to remain on the itatute book 
long enough to test its practical working. 

The Outlook, — This county having invested in school property near 
$60,000, and an annual expenditure of over $25,000, the people re- 
gard the school system as a permanent institution, and are building 
better houses, putting in l^etter furniture, demanding a higher stand- 
ard of qualifications on the part of the teachers and better teaching.

^Re-examined. 

JACKSON COUNTY— W. P Kebwood, Sup't. 

I have the pleasure to transmit herewith my first annual report of 
the schools in the county of Jackson for the school year ending June 
30, 1882. And while it is true the free school system has not accom- 
plished all for which it was intended, yet the year's work is not with- 
out its improvements in the county of Jackson. We have many 
earnest and ardent friends and supporters of education in this county 
and but little opposition, if any. 

The various Boards of Education in the county have taken unusual 
interest in the performance of their official duties, which contributes 
largely to the success of the free school system and to popular educa- 
tion, K)r a salary too inadequate to the work which some have to per- 
form. 1 do not believe the salary of the members of the Board of 
Education should be fixed by other than by actual and necessary 
work performed. Also, the salary of flecretary should be regulated 
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iQr the number of sub-districts in the district in which he serves. As 
a rule the secretaries have rendered good service, although some of 
their reports were very imperfect in financial statements. I believe 
there should not be so frequent changes in the office of secretary. 
Our oldest and most ezperieocod secretaries make far better and more 
excellent reports. 

Many trustees visted the schools as required by law, and were 
faithful and prompt in attending to the various duties devolved upon 
them, while quite a number of trustees in the county were very slack 
in visiting. 

As a general thing the financial condition of the schools of my 
county if as good, and perhaps better, than it has been for some years 
past, with the exception' of one district (Eipley) which failed to levy 
for the necessary amount to pay the teachers (on account of not hav- 
ing in due tim^ the statement of the State School Fund, which was 
before my term began); but the levy this year is sufficient to run the 
schools four months and meet the indebtedness. I have made quite 
an effort in my financial statement to have a good report, yet it is 
not absolutely correct, although it is as good as I can get it and I 
think very nearly correct. 

This year is noted for great harmony, peace and quietude. Which 
prevails among the teachers, patrons and school officials throughout 
the county. We have as a whole an excellent class of teachers in 
this county, who deserve great credit for the rapid strides which they 
have made in the acquisition of knowledge preparatory to the great 
work of the teacher. 

In conclusion, I desire to say we had two of the most interesting, 
wide awake and instructive Institutes e^er held in the county. The 
able and efficient manner in which Prof A, L. Wade conducted them 
gave great impetus to school work and inspired the teachers with 
new life and energy for the work of coming years. So that the out- 
look for the future relative to the schools in Jackson is very favora- 
ble ; yet this flattering prospect of the future depends very much on 
the teachers' salary, which is very discouraging in some districts, on 
account of which some of our best teachers have quit the profession. 
I believe there should be more uniformity in the salary of teachers in 
the county. It ought to be the same throughout each county. 

Teachers and grades of their certificates not reported. 

JBFFBESON COUNTY— John Hess, SupH. 

My report has been delayed far beyond my wishes. From the data 
furnished me by the district secretaries I found it impossible to make 
a strictly correct one. 

I visited every school in the county once and a few of them twice, 
and found nearly ail of them in a satisfactory condition. I believe 
that a large majority of our teachers labored faithfully and conscien- 
tiously in the discharge of their duties and gave general satisfaction 
to the patrons. Some fourteen of our white teachers employed were 
graduates of Shepherd Normal School, and all of our colored teachers 
received their education in the Normal Department of Storer College. 

A graded school was opened at Shepherdstown in October last and 
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was in a flonrishiDg condition until some time in March, when scarlet 
fever made its appearance in the town and nearly broke np the school, 
redacing the average daily attendance from 141 in February to 31 in 
May. As the epidemic lingered about the town for some length of 
time the school never regained its former prosperity. This school is 
in charge of Mr. T. W, Latimer, a popular and experienced teacher, 
as principal, with two able assistants. From the interest taken in 
this school by Mr. G. W. Beltzhoover and other prominent citizens of 
Shepherdstown it cannot fail to be a success. We should have sev- 
eral other graded schools in this county. 

I had no statistical report of the colored pupils in Harper's Ferry 
district, owing to the fact that they were transferred to the Primary 
Department of Storer College for tuition, and there was, it seems, no 
record kept of the number enrolled, tbeir attendance, &c. The cost 
to the district for the tuition of these pupils for the session was only $4U). 

My report shows that the sum of $11,870 was appropriated for the 
payment of the salaries of our white teachers, $3,100 for the payment 
of the salaries of our colored tsachers. 

No new school bouses were built during the past year, but throe 
are now being erected and will be ready K>r use in a few weeks. 

The greatest drawback on our schools is the irregularity of attend- 
ance. Can no remedy be devised to arrest this hindrance to the effi- 
ciency of our schools ? 

I believe that if the patrons of our schools and others who ought to 
feel an interest in their success, especially ministers of the Gospel, 
could be induced to visit and spend an hour or two occasionally in 
the schools located near them, not to oritioise, but to encourage and 
stimulate both teacher and pupils in their labors, the amount of good 
that might thereby be accomplished would be incalculable. 

I shall make no suggestions as to changes in our school law ; per^ 
haps it had better be left as it is at present.

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KANAWHA COUNTY— J. S. Walkib, Sup't 

I hereirith transmit the report of Kanawha county schools for the 
year ending June 30, 1882. 1 have delayed it some time in order to 
admit amendments in the reports of secretaries, and to supply data 
not found in the records of my predecessor, Mr. Connor. From the 
information I have gained from the various secretaries' reports I 
judge that the districts are in a better condition financially, all hav- 
ing paid their ihdebtedness and some- having a balance in the treas- 
ury. This has been done in part at the expense of the teachers by 
degrading their salaries below what competent teachers should re- 
ceive. I Judge from Mr. Connor's record of his visits to the schools 
that he considered them in only an average condition of prosperity. 
He had instituted some measures looking to this advancement, and 
be devoted his whole time and energies to the enforcement of those 
measures. It is to be regretted that he did not live to see the fruits 
of his labors. 

I would suggest that the surplus fund accruing from examinations 
be devoted to defraying the expenses of District Institutes, thus in- 
ducing the teachers to lend their assistance in diminishing the num- 
ber of examinations and enabling the County Superintendent to de- 
vote more time to visiting schools and holding District Institutes, 
which he is now prevented from doing by examinations. Also as to 
changing the annual examinations to the months of March and April, 
allowing the certificates to be good for the ensuing school year, thus 
giving the teachers the more immediate benefit of their labor, and 
allowing the County Superintendent to test the nature and efficiency 
of that labor. 

There are about one hundred and thirty-five teachers in Kanawha 
county. I send you the names and grades of sixty-six teachers. One 
stub book contains seventy stubs that were not filled out, therefore I 
have DO means of knowing to whom the certificates were granted.

1 think some plan should be devised for securing the appointment, 
yearly, of a Board of Examiners. The present plan does not appear 
to work well. Presidents of boards are careless about meeting. This 
year I called the attention of the different presidents of lyoards to the 
matter, asking them to attend to it, and but one responded ; oonse- 

iiaontly, the old board holds over. The same thing has occureed be^ 
ore. 

I would also suggest that to secure uniformity in examinations 
throughout the State, that all questions for examinations emanate 
fVom the State Department. Also, that a change be made, whereby 
})roieiAHiional teachers who grade No. I from year to year, be exempt- 
ed Irom examination yearly. 

Allow me, before closing this report, to congratulate West Virginia 
(in the poasessioQ of a live, active and energetic State Superintendent, 
uuil to urge upon (^ounty superintendents throughout the State to 
give him their active and hearty co-operation. Superintendent's Con- 
veu lions, State and County Institutes, Teachers* Associations and Ed- 
uoatioual meetings for the people in each county will bring our State 
to the fluent in time.

Our teuchera rendered satisfaction to the school officers and patrons, 
ikUii the year has been one of general prosperity to the schools. 

Out of the sixty-eight teachers licensed to teach, sixty-four are res- 
idents of the State, and sixty one of the county. Thus you see, that 
wu are nearly supplying the schools with our own county teachers. 
Home of our best home teachers taught two schools. 

The Institute at Franklin last August, conducted by Prof. F. H. 
Orago, of Wheeling city schools, was well attended, there being for* 
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ty-five onrolled, with an average daily attendaDce of forty-three. 
Mnch interest was manifested by the teachers who were present, and 
I am certain that a groat good has been dono them as a body of 
teachers. Sixty-six teachers are regular subscribers to educational 
papers. 

The Boards of Education arc gradually doing away with the old 
pioneer log houses and building frame houses in their stead. They 
built five this year, and have four already under contract for 1882-3.

I have the honor of transmitting to you my annual report, ending 
Jane 30, 1882. I am sorry that I am so late in presenting the same, 
bat my secretaries were slow in sending their reports to me. Then 
some of them had to be returned for correction. This all took time. 

There are evidonces of gradual and continued progress in the edu- 
cational interest of Pleasants county, though it may not be so clearly 
seen in the results of a single year's work, yet when we review the 
past eight or ten years, the improvement is clearly apparent. 

Our Institute this year was well attended. The teachers exhibited 
both ability and enthusiasm, yet we have a few who seem satisfied 
with very meager attainments; but we have also many who "covet 
earnestly the best gifts,'' and are striving to become well qualified to 
teach. 

It is perfectly natural that experienced and successful teachers 
should desire some substantial recognition of their ability, and when 
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tbey see that the coDsideration of the trifliog sum of from two to 
three dollars per moDtb decides the case ia favor of inexperience, it 
is not surprising that so many of our teachers turn from the profes- 
sion of teaching and seek other avocations in life. 

We hope the time will soon come when the Boards of Education 
will cease to weigh dollars and cents against useful knowledge. 

It is too often the case that the cheapest teacher is employed and 
the result is a very cheap school. 

I do not believe that teachers should bo compelled to teach twenty- 
two days and attend Instituto. It is perfectly right to compel all 
who wish to teach to attend Institute, deducting two days from ev- 
ery month, leaving twenty days to be taught for a month.

The schools of Pocahontas county are generally in a good condi- 
tion. I visited thorn last winter and found thorn in a prosperous con- 
dition, except in a few instances where difficulties had occurred and 
marred the peace and prosperity of the school. I spent a short timo 
in each school, except four, which I did not got to visit, noting the 
attention to study, manner of recitation and general behavior of pu- 
pils, and making such suggestions to teachers as 1 deemed most nec- 
essary. Teachers* method of conducting schools was also noted. At 
a great many schools I made remarks to the pupils with an 
effort to impress thorn with the absolute necessity of diligence in 
study and correctness in conduct, if they would be benefitted. Dar- 
ing the past year I have made the teachers' examinations tolerably 
rigid, yet practical as possible. By those means I have driven a great 
many inefficient teachers from the field. 1 am aiming to lilt up and 
bear higher the educational standard of the teachers of Pocahontas 
county. I wish to have it distinctly understood, that we have no 
room here in tho schools for lazy, listless or loitering ones who do 
nothing else, during a season, and so teach. But wo encourage and 
welcome all who come to us with hand and heart prepared and de* 
voted to the self-denying service.

In transmitting to you my first annual report of the condition of 
the free schools of Preston county, for the school year ending on June 
80th 1882, permit me to make the following observations. Daring 
the four years prior to my election as County Superintendent of this 
county, daring which I had been a resident of this county, I had, 
both as a teacher and citizen, watched with no ordinary interest the 
working of the free school system as best I could. From wbat I saw 
during fhis time, 1 was satisfied there were mistakes in tbe manage- 
ment of the system as far as my observation extended. It was for 
this reason then, that I accepted the office of County Superintendent 
for one term, that I might see all the schools of my county in their 
actual every day working condition, and meet the public sentiment 
surrounding them and then from the personal knowledge thus gain- 
ed, shape a course or policy best suited to the permanent improve- 
ment and bettor management of our free schools. 

During the past winter, in pursuance of the law and with a deter- 
mined purpose to see all I could of the schools, I traveled some six 
hundred miles visiting, with a few exceptions, all the schools of my 
county, and holding during the evenings, educational meetings 
throughout most of the county. I visited on an average from two to 
three schools per day and bad the house crowded full in most instan- 
ces at the educational meeting in the evening, and in this way 1 was 
brought into actual contact with all the factors of the free school sys- 
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tem, and obtained a pretty clear idea of the present condition of our 
schools. 

While I found that a liberal and generous public sentiment had 
opened the public treasury of both county and state, supplying the 
county with 136 comfortable school houses, in which 151 teachers 
were teaching the 5,900 youth enrolled out of the 6,674 enumerated in 
the county as between the ages of six and twenty-one years,)and while 
I found that a great and benevolent work was going on, and much 
being done to advance the great work of popular education, yet I am 
compelled to admit that from my observations during the past year, 
my deliberate conclusion is that the money invested, and the vital 
interests involved ought to render our common schools more efficient 
than they are at present. The responsibility for this misdirection, 
rests to some extent upon all the factors in the system, and while the 
defects in detail are many, they arise principally from three sources, 
viz : 

1. No plan and inducement is presented and offered by which the 
youth of our county and State may follow and be induced to receive 
an education in all the common school branches as provided by the 
school law of the State. 

2. Inefficient teaching. 

3. A failure on the part of parents to recognize and perform their 
important work of co-operation with the teacher in the every day 
school work. 

In the first instance : Section 11 of the school law of the State guar- 
antees to every boy and girl of our State, a thorough training in Or- 
thography, Heading, Penmanship, Arithmetic, English Grammar, 
History, Geography and such other branchas as the Board of Edu- 
cation may direct. Until our youth receive a thorough instruction 
in all these branches, the tax-payer and patron will never get any- 
thing like an adequate return for the money used for free school pur- 
poses. By a careful examination of the schools of my county during 
my visits to them during the past winter, I found as a rule that pupils 
were studying one branch to the exclusion of all the rest, and in a ma- 
jority of cases I found Arithmetic to be that branch. Sometimes I 
found two and may be three branches in which interest was mani- 
fested while recitations were had in the others merely as a^atter of 
course. 1 was impressed with this every day during my visits to the 
schools and was forced to feel that our common schools, instead of 
giving our children a thorough education in all the branches deemed 
necessary by the school law and the leading educators of our land, 
was merely giving them a lopsided education in one, two, or three 
branches. 

This defect must be remedied and the children educated not accord- 
ing ib their own whim or fancy, but according to law and common 
sense. We must take the direction of what the child shall study out of 
the hands of the incompetent parent and child, and place it in the hands 
of the competent and learned educator. To do this, a regular course of 
study comprehending all the branches prescribed by the school au- 
thorities should be arranged, and the schools be required to follow 
the same. This course of study should be divided into several grades 
and should prescribe what branches or parts of branches should be 
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Studied in each grade. The reasons in favor of this plan are many, 
the principal ones being that it will tend to develop the child's mind 
in the proper order of development ; that it will systematize the whole 
school work so as to double the teachers' working powers ; that it will 
add great interest and enthusiasm to the pupil's wants, and that it 
will tend to give to the youth of our country a good common school 
education in all the common school branches. 

The completion of this course by the pupil, should result in a gra- 
duation under Mr. Wade's Graduating system for common schools. 

In the second instance : We all must admit that we have a great 
deal of very inefScient teaching done throughout our State each year 
and so long as this continues a radical defect is at work in the sys- 
tem, producing the worst results. I have carefully watched this mat- 
ter in my county, and I am fully convinced that the only satisfactory 
solution of this great problem in our free school system lies in the 
proper adjustment of the matter of teachers' salaries. 

While a fair, just and equitable relation between the tax-payer and 
teacher is most desirable, yet in but few instances has it been reach- 
ed in West Virginia. It is my positive conviction, that if Boards of 
Education ever expect to build up a class of competent and skilled 
teachers, they must offer such a salary for such teaching as will en- 
courage those who have aptness and tact for the profession to con- 
tinue in it, and thus in time become proficient in it. High salaries 
should be offered for efficient teaching, and low salaries for inferior 
teaching, and then with the proper re/g^ular examinations of teachers, 
in which a qualification to teach shall count as much to determine 
the teacher's grade as his qualification in the branches. This will ac- 
complish the desired result. 

We cannot at this time pay teachers of our country schools enough 
for four month's teaching to keep them during the whole year, but 
we want a policy that will encourage the man or woman who has 
some other business for the summer, but who is qualified for it, and 
will teach one of our country schools during the winter season. As 
a rule in the past, our teachers continue to teach but some two or 
three winters, and then engage at some more lucrative calling, and 
new and inexperienced teachers then take their places. Just so long 
as this continues to be the case, we will continue to have inexperi- 
enced and incompetent teachers to control our schools. This we 
must break up by a course which will encourage the country school 
teacher of aptness and successful experience, and drive out the incom- 
petent. The course we suggest we believe will do it. 

As to the third instance: Wo have found but little of that hearty 
and intelligent co-operation of parent with teacher that is so import- 
ant to successful school work. We believe this can be secured by the 
means of a discussion of these reciprocal duties in educational meet- 
ings, in which you can get the teachers, school officers and parents 
together. 

As to the school law of the State, it is my positive conviction that 
no material changes should be made in it for the next few years, but 
that some minor and incidental changes and additions might be made 
to more nearly carry out the general design of the present law. 

1. I believe that the compulsory portion of our Institute law should 
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be 80 changed as to add a certain amount to the salary of the teacher 
who attends the Institute, and to deduct a certain amount from the 
salary of the teacher who does npt so attend. 

2. That a committee appointed by and under the supervision of the 
State Superintendent of Free Schools should prescribe a ^'Course of 
Study*' for the common schools of the State. 

3. That wo should have '' A '* class certificates for teachers of 
schools where branches outside common school branches are taught ; 
"B" class for the certificates provided for under the existing law. And 
"C class certificates for primary teachers in the graded schools of our 
larger owns. 

4. That the compensation of County Superintendents should be in- 
creased. 

The financial and statistical portion of the foregoing report is in- 
complete from the fact that I could not get correct reports from the 
secretaries of the Boards .of Education. 

Teachers and Grades of their Certificates not reported. 

PUTNAM COUNTY— E. H. Tucker, Sup't. 

I herewith hand in my third annual report of schools in Putnam 
county. The report is necessarily incomplete, owing to the fact that 
some teachers did not report fully to the secretaries, and also the 
secretaries* books being in such a crude condition that a complete 
report cannot bo obtained. The sheriff's commission is placed in Build- 
ing Fund account, as that is the fund that is chargeable with it. I 
can offer no suggestion as regards our school law, except that the 
Legislature let the law stand as it is, until the teachers and people 
can become acquainted with it.

I herewith transmit my first annual report for your consideration. 
It is impossible for me to got as correct a report as I would wish. 
Oar schools are in a more prosperous condition now than ever before, 
the teachers are better qualified to perform their work, yet there is 
always something wanting. When visiting the schools I find a great 
many children only supplied with one old spelling book half torn to 

E locos, and a number of houses without black boards and many 
ouses in a bad condition. 
We need something to stir up an enthusiasm among our school 
patrons and school officers, so they will take a deeper interest in the 
cause of education. We regard the trustee system and Board of Ed- 
ncaiion as favorable to the cause, although the Boards of Education 
should not have the power to appoint secretaries, for this reason: 
there are so many incompetent ones who are not qualified to trans- 
act the business. The better plan would be if they were elected by 
a majority of voters in their respective districts, and the law should 
set forth as to their qualifications, etc. We believe that the free 
school system would bo more perfect if it were possible to do away 
with the district levies and make it an entire State fund. By this 
means it would enable the poor and thinly settled counties to run 
from five to ten months' school, as the case may require. Under the 
present system we only get from two to four months and have to 
extend the levy to the limit of the law to do that; in consequence, 
numbers of poor children will grow up in ignorance. We hope God 
will speed the day when Congress shail have passed a law appropri- 
ating a portion of the public money to States or parts of States 
where it is mostly needed. This would be better than the " Harbor 
Bill,*' and equal if not greater than the pension law.

It is gratifying t3 observe that notwithstanding the niggardly sum 
they receive for their labor, the teachers of this county are making 
every effort to better qualify themselves for their work. 

A teachers' association has been organized; this cannot fail to have 
beneficial results. The meeting and exchanging views with those 
who are engaged in the same work cannot be otherwise than pro- 
ductive of much good. 

The members of any profession would derive mutual benefit from 
meetings and interviews. This is particularly true with teachers ; 
they cannot fail to obtain new information or be confirmed in some 
old plan or method. Another great auxiliary in the preparation of 
our teachers, for their high important and responsible duties is the 
organization of a Teachers' Circulating Library. Every teacher who 
would hope te become eminent in his profession should peruse all 
works calculated to increase his general and professional knowledge. 
Oar teachers are becoming aware of this fact and are becoming well 
qualified and well trained in school government and the modern 
methods of teaching. 

Oar schools for the last year have been steadily progressing, but 
not with the rapidity we should do3ire; but when we view ourselves 
with surrounding counties we feel that we are keeping pace with 
them. In point of buildings we are obliterating the last of the "old 
log cabins'' and have supplied their places with better buildings. Yet 
wo feel that our educational interests do not receive that attention 
their importance demands, nor yet do we see any short cut by whioh 
to avail ourselves of a more rapid system of obtaining a more special 
interest in this branch of industry. Gould wo supply our schools 
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with profoBsional teachers, we could then hope to see our desires 
much more rapidly fulfilled; but to obtain those professional teach- 
ers is the trouble. Talent is sure to seek the most lucrative profes- 
sion, hence, as a rule, we employ not the best material, but that of a 
second rate, so to speak, with which to supply our schools; and our 
opinion is, such will be the case until the services of teachers are 
better appreciated and they command a competency equal to that of 
other professions. When we have reached this point our educational 
interests will not be a drag as now, but the opposite — ^will be such as 
to add glory to our great State and her institutions.

Our school year for 1882 has just closed, and in submitting this 
my first annual report, I regret very much that it is not so full and 
complete as I had hoped. I am glad to report that the school work 
for the year is marked with progress. We had in operation 102 
schools with 107 teachers employed and in the conduct of these 
schools, we have constantly borne in mind that the great problem 
in public instruction is to do the best thing for the masses of chil- 
dren who receive all their mental training in our common schools. 

Of the 4,786 pupils now in the schools of our county, but a very 
small per cent will ever attain to any higher degree of education 
than that afforded in these schools, hence the great importance of 
thorough work upon the part of the teacher. And just here allow 
me to add that during the past winter our teachers as a body (some 
few excepted) showed their skill in the art to a decided advantage. 

In my visits to these schools I aimed to learn the real wants of 
each and note just the kind of work the teacher was doing. 

I visited 92 schools ; out of this number I found five teachers that 
were simply keeping school, and ought to have been dismissed ; the 
remaining eighty-seven I would mark good <^n4 ^ry good,

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The wants of our schoolB «re many, but I haTe not qpaoe to par- 
ticnlariae. The meet eaflential of all is, a more hearty eo-operatioD 
upon the part of parents and achool officers. WiU not the trustees 
and patrons of oar schools oome np a little stronger to the support 
of the teacher in the coming year ? The question is with them. 

It is gratifying to note however, the kindly interest manifested by 
the patrons of the schools in some localities and I foand it a rule that 
where the parents visited the schools and gave the teacher encour- 
agement and assisted in a measure by kind words and having their 
children attend regularly, that school was a success in every particu- 
lar. I find too that where teachers are thus encouraged, they are 
awake to any improvement in methods of imparting knowledge ; 
more attention is given to instruction and less to mere hearing of 
lessons ; the perfection and development of an idea is esteemed of 
more importance than recitation. Another good feature in the work 
of some of our teachers is, that they aim to store the minds of the 
children with general intelligence. Many of them are taking some 
educational journal and the good they glean from these papers, they 
put into practice in the school room. I like this idea, and hope the 
teachers will in the future do all they can to encourage our boys and 
girls to keep posted in the current news of the times and be wide 
awake to what is going on around them. To aid in this I would sug^ 
gest that each school in the county would Bobscribe for its county 
papers during the session of school and devote a portion of each 
week to the reading of the same in the school room ; it will cost but 
a trifle and will repay you an hundred fold. Give me a boy that 
gets hungry for a newspaper and I will go his security for future 
useAilnees. 

Another want of the school room which is keenly felt, is more ap- 
paratus. It is an astonishing fact that throughout our whole county 
the only evidence of anything in this line is here and there a few 
maps, and many of them with their &ces to the wall, as though 
ashamed of their age, or the fact that they are not just what 
they seem. How long this state of things may continue is not now 
known, but being founded on the great principles of economy will 
perhaps remain undisturbed in some localities. Some of our boards 
of education however admit this great want and will do something 
in the present year toward supplying this need. 

Another matter that 'should be carefully guarded by our boards is 
the location of new buildings. Heretofore in a very large number 
of cases the authorities seem to have had an eye special to saving 
ground. Too many of our school buildings are located on low, wet 
ground and the necessary consequence a general mud-hole during the 
whole session of school and the health of the children much endangered. 
Some of the rooms are just upon the ''banks of the brooklet," 
and were I to give you a little of my experience in my visits to the 
schools last winter, you would simply observe '' Is it possible ?" We 
believe it good economy to suggest that our Boards of Education 
should see to it in the future, that nice, dry locations for new build- 
ings may be had with at least a half or three-fourths of an acre of 
ground, and as opportunity affords have the same neatly fenced and 
the grounds beautified with ornamental shade trees. And in this 
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connection I want to urge upon the respective boards the importance 
of acquiring perfect titles to all the school sites in your respective 
districts and have your deeds to the same recorded and filed with 
your secretary. I am indebted to Henry Fordham, Esq., secretary 
of the Board of Grant district, for much light upon this subject. 
Quoting from his written report, he says, " that out of thirty -one 
school houses in Grant, only seventeen deeds can be found, and there 
is nothing in his office showing any title to the remaining fourteen 
and no record of the boundaries of grounds." Should not some step 
be taken to eradicate this evil 7 

A prominent event in the school year just closed was the teachers 
and school officers' re-union, held at Harrisville May 24th, 25th and 
26th. While the attendance was not so large as we had expected, 
yet the interest taken upon the part of those present, both at the 
day and evening sessions was much beyond our expectations. An 
executive committee was appointed at this meeting, a part of whose 
business it will be to make extensive arrangements for the next an- 
nual meeting, and if possible arouse sufficient interest in the school 
work to bring all the officers and teachers together at the next an- 
nual meeting. We want, and need to become better acquainted with 
each other. The better we are acquainted and the more we feel in 
common in the general work of *' teaching the young idea how to 
shoot,'' the more harmonious will be our schools and the more good 
will we see in our system of public instruction. 

AMENDMENTS. 

I am not in favor of constantly patching at the school law. There 
has been too much patch work already — but you will please bear 
with me while I offer just a few suggestions in this direction. 

1st. Wipe the board of examiners off the face of the statute. Give 
the county superintendent full control of this matter. The idea of 
a county superintendent spending forty or fifty days in visiting one 
hundred schools, noting specially the teacher's wprk and obtaining a 
better practical knowledge of his fitness for the profession than could 
be in any other way obtained, then on examination day his judgment 
of the matter altogether thwarted by two figure heads under the 
name of boards of examiners, is simply preposterous. Kequire the 
county superintendent to do this work and let him hold one public 
examination in each magisterial district in his county ; this would 
aid much in bringing the school work nearer to the homes of our 
people. 

2d. I am in favor of compiling the teachers' register and various 
reports into book-form and have the books so made, that each will 
contain sufficient blanks to last a school — say five years or terms. 
Let each book be numbered correspondingly with the schools of each 
district and as each teacher completes his term of school, he shall 
turn over his report to the secretary of the board of education of the 
district in which said school is taught and the same preserved for the ' 
next term and so on for the five years or terms, but before we do this 
we insist that twenty days instead of twenty-two be made to constitute 
the school month. This seems to us to be common sense and would 
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save much trouble and "vexation of spirit/' and I am firmly of the 
belief that it would meet the approval of the mases. If it were* not that 
I am nowacountysaperinteDdentl would add that I think it would 
be very wise and judicious in the Legislature to increase the salary 
of said office, so that the superintendent could devote the timo and 
attention to this work that it so much needs. In a word I am really 
of the opinion that the greatest barrier to the rapid progress ot the 
common school system of this State, is it is too much starved.

Ton will find my report incomplete, if not incorrect. Owing to 
the nnsettled condition of affairs with onr sheriffs, the secretaries 
were unable to make complete reports. Oar former sheriff being re- 
moved from office and asking time, was granted it by the Legislature, 
hence no settlement has been made. The present incumbent, owing 
to the above stated fact, could not make his report ; our delinquent 
columns are therefore almost invariably blank, with m^ny other 
items which would have aided in making a complete report. 

Notwithstanding, the financial report as far as made balances, with 
a single exception (column 126), where there is a discrepancy of 98 
cents due the sheriff, the cause of which, from the reports, cannot be 
ascertained. In the district of Walton, you will see from this report, 
in column number 118, that the entire amount charged to the sheriff 
is considered as being due the district, there being no settlement made 
with the sheriff for the year 1881, and so reported by the secretary of 
said district. 

Our secretaries have been very much embarrassed from the fact 
that the ^'Permanent Eegister" does not correspond in items with the

" Secretary's AnnualjEeport." Thus they have mixed up their re- 

forts so that Ifcannot understand them and they cannot explain. 
hopel^thatMn the future you will see toit'^that the "Teacher's Per- 
manent Eegi8ter,"/'Secretary's Annual Keport," and the "Superin- 
tendent's Annual EeporV' will correspond with each other in items, 
thus removing]one"oi the'great'hindrances to^the^correctness of my 
report. 

The .fschool^interest"'of^,'Eoane county i[f or J'thelpast year has been 
much better than it was during the preceding one. You will observe 
that the per cent of attendance was small , the cause of which may 
be assigned to the fact that]we^hadj|a^great^deal*of high water during 
the past winter, which hindered the attendance. 

There has been but little improvement in the way of new build- 
ings the past year ; in some of the districts owing to the embarrass- 
ment of the financiaraffairs*;;in other8,^owing to the improvements 
of old buildings in way of repairs. Steps are being taken as fast as 
means|j[can be commanded to place a^good'building, with the neces- 
sary furniture and apparatus, in every district in the county. Al- 
ready many new buildings are under contract. Thus the future out- 
look is not only flattering, but quite inviting. When completed, one 
of the great impediments to /^efficient '^school work in this interior 
county will have been removed. 

One of our great needs is efficient teachers, which trouble, we are 
glad to say, is fading as fast as an interest can be built up among the 
aspirants to this position in the very efficient Normal Schools of our 
State. However, we are proud to say that a goodly number of our 
teachers have been^attending^^the Normal Schools and other good 
schools during the^fpast year. We anticipate a larger attendance 
from our county the coming year than attended during the past. 
This anticipation is based, in part, on the measure enacted by our 
last Legislature, requiring more general thoroughness on the part of 
the teachers, which act meets our approbation. The wages of our 
teachers heretofore have been so meager that they were unable to 
supply themselves with good school journals, which trouble we hope 
will be removed in the future ; yet out of the mere pittance many of 
the teachers have subscribed^for^and become readers of much excel- 
lent school literature. 

The effect of the -present year will surely show the Boards of Edu- 
cation their folly in asking efficient teachers* to labor for such sala- 
ries, for many of our most efficient teachers have, for the want of liv- 
ing salaries, been driven to other vocations more lucrative. 

The Institute conducted by Prof. A. L. Wade did much toward in- 
creasing co-operation between teachers and patrons in our county, 
thus showing the effect of having the right man in the right place, 
and will, we trust, remove finally one of the great embarrassments 
of our school work.

I cannot claim tLat my report is correct in all respects. It is 
nearly so as I coald make it from the data upon which it is based. 
The Boards of Bdaoation which came into office at the be^nning of 
the year, saw fit to elect new secretaries, the resolt being that I have bat 
one or two reports that can be regarded as correct. One district has 
made no final settlement with the sheriff np to this date, another only 
a partial^ settlement, so that the financial statement is necessarily 
incomplete. 

Taken altogether the past scholastic year has been one of some 
snooess in this coonty. However, we hope to make better improve* 
ments the coming year than before. We have never had a Teachers' 
Institute which has been conducted with any practical benefit to the 
teachers. The salaries of teachers are very low ; in one district only 
$19 for number one teachers, and in three districts, the schools only 
ran three and three and a half months daring the year. Arrange- 
ments are now made for a successful Institute. 

The salaries of teachers are increased, the Board of Education of 
each district having laid the levies for four months as the law re- 
quires, and every sub-district in the county will have by the com- 
mencement of the winter session, a good, comfortable school house 
within its limits, and within a convenient distance of almost any 
child in the county. 

The Noraial Schools are doing a good work for our county ; the 
number of teachers from these schools now employed being twenty- 
seven, and they are our best teachers. 

The greateat btfrier to tbe suc^eea of the sehool system in oar 
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oounty, has been the finanoial condition of the districts, some of them 
having been in debt, and in some cases, the out-going sheriffs indebt- 
ed to the districts, in which latter case, suits have been promptly 
prosecuted, and now every district in the couDty is out of debt or 
nearly so. We now look forward to a rapid and satisfactory advance- 
ment of the system in our county.

In collecting from my note book the material for this, my first re- 
port, it is not merely an idle form, when we congratulate toe friends 
of "Popular Education" upon the healthful growth of the cause dur- 
ing the last year. 

Whilst our school buildings are not what is desired by any means, 
and there is a deficiency in the apparatus of almost all kinds in some 
few localities, school-rooms are left in many instances unbeautified 
in the least degree, and many things are left undone that could be done 
at a trifiing cost, to make rooms more cheerful, healthful and attrac- 
tive ; still there is an increased desire (and I know it to bo healthful) to 
have our school buildings more commodious, better furnished^ and 
built after more approved architectural plans. The financial condi- 
tion of the several districts is encouraging, showing that their affairs 
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have been managed with economy and skill ; also the harden of sup- 
porting schools, and the erection of school buildings, have beon cheer- 
fully and promptly attended to. 

Whilst I am pleased to report favorably in the main, as to the man- 
agement and general progrebs of the schools of our county, it is nev- 
ertheless true, (and painfully so,) that there are many obstacles in 
the way of free school education, that are glaring wrongs, or at least 
mistakes for which there is no apology. We would consider a per- 
son a fit subject for the law to take hold of, if he were to starve his 
child, and more mischief is done by starving the mind than by fam- 
ishing the body. We should recognize the claim of the humblest 
child to an education, (as that which it cannot neglect without detri- 
ment to itself and injury to a human soul,) by providing schools of 
sufficient length of term, and teachers of required ability. A State 
or county may not by act or omission, doom a single child to igno- 
rance, and its consequent evils. The free schools in a large degree 
must furnish the education for the poor ; hence they cannot vote for 
a four month's school, and thereby deprive themselves of the surest 
source of thrift — an education. The old proverb of, " Penny wise 
and pound foolish,'' fitly characterizes the short sighted policy adopted 
in some sections, of allowing indigence to perpetuate ignorance, and 
in turn, ignorance to pepetuate indigence. 

Self- protection is a fundamental law^of society. Education is the 
universal right, duty and interest of man. 

Obstacles in the way of Education, — I. School term too short. 

2. Unsuitable school houses too^numerous. 

3. Irregular attendance, indifference and truancy. 

4. The salaries of teachers /,too low toj be profitable to school or 
teacher. 

5. Often the selection of school officers, that neither have time, 
ability nor interest. 4 

6. Compelling Boards of Education to hire teachers, and pay them 
according to grade of certificate, instead of their true value as 
teachers. 

Measures that would promote the cause of Education — 1. An energetic, 
live Board of Education — a board that is not afraid to meet the res- 
ponsibilities of the office with firmness, and that will, while properly 
jealous of the interests in pecuniary matters, provide amply for our 
schools. 

2. Longer school term, and such remuneration as will induce the 
best teaching talent to remain in the profession. 

3. A more hearty sympathy and co-operation of the intelligent 
public, &c«, &c. 

I find it next to an impossibility to correctly present my report to 
you. Have sent secretaries' reports back, have drawn on them for 
additional information, and still I now feel that our county is not 
going before the people, "in your report" with all due allowance that 
they should have. I conceive the fault rests first, with the teacher in 
not reporting in full as required by law ; second, in secretaries taking 
incomplete reports, and making no effort to supply that which he 
should have demanded of the teachers ; third, there are things too 
numerous, (at this time to mention), that work a great drawback- to 
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oar school system, and in fact they are at this time doing a great deal 
to hinder the fall development of the caase of popalar education.

The schools of Tyler county are well organized and taught. I have 
a good knowledge of the condition of the schools of the State, and I 
feel tree to say that the schools of this county will compare favorbly 
with the schools of any county. Our people with a very few ex- 
ceptions, contribute liberally of their money and influence to the sup- 
port and encouragement of our schools. The teachers are nearly all 
young ladies and gentlemen of cultured manners, pure morals and 
fair scholars. It is gratifying to notice the growing desire for learn- 
ing shown by the young people of the county. Our schools now 
reach nearly all the youths, and it is the rarest case where one 
reaches his majority without at some time having attended school. 
Many are not satisfied with the education afforded by the public 
schools, and attend schools of a higher grade away from home. We 
are sadly in need of a well regulated high school or academy in the 
county. The introduction of a large number of new and inexperienced 
teachers each year is much against the progress of the schools, but 
this must remain so until the people are able to have long terms, and 
pay good wages. The employment of more female teachers would 
tend to make teaching more of a profession. 

The Institutes held in the county recently, especially those held in 
the last two years, one by Prof. T. C. Miller in 1881, and one by Prof. 
B. F. Martin, Jr., have done much to stimulate our teachers to better 
and more earnest work. There is much to be done yet for education 
in the county, but the progress of the schools is satisfactory.

WAYNE COUNTY— S. W. Porter, Sup't. 

I herewith beg leave to sabmit my first annnal report of the statis- 
tical and financial condition of the schools of Wayne cotinty. I am 
late sending in my report on account of delay of secretaries. My 
report is as near correct as I can get from sach reports compiled as 
they are. The schools of Wayne county have been a success during 
the past year. Teachers are doing more efficient work than the year 
previous, and they are putting into practice the methods illustrated 
at the Institute. Low wages seem to be the stumbling stone to the 
free schools oi my county and the law compelling teachers to attend 
the Institutes. I think there should be a change in the law in re- 
gard to Institutes — not that I am opposed to them, for I think that 
is the best method of improving teachers. It is a good work and has 
produced good results in Wayne county. There are one hundred 
and one schools in Wayne county, all of which have comfortable log 
and frame buildings, except a few sub-districts. Butler district 
failed to report the enumeration. All the districts laid the levy re- 
quired by law. I visited all the schools, except a few which were 
out before I could reach them, from the fact that the schools were 
about half out before I came into office, and from other hindrances 
unavoidable.

WEBSTER COUNTY— N. W. Clifton, Sup't 

Owing to the bad weather and other canses I did not visit more 
than half the schools the past winter. I foand nearly all the schools 
in good condition — much better than at any previous time since my 
term of office commenced. Some of the schools were not taught for 
want of teachers. We fear the schools will not bo all supplied this year. 
Our examinations were more rigid than usual ; consequently most of 
the teachers who had been holding No. 1 certificates only got No. 2. 
Our examinations for the present school year show quite an improve- 
ment, intellectually, amongst our teachers. 

I found, when visiting the schools, many of the pupils had not 
taken up studies enough, whilst others were hurried through some 
branches too fast. Some were in the sixth reader who should have 
been in the third. Too much time was given to practical arithmetic, 
and not enough to language lessons, geography and history. You 
will reily discover this fact by referring to ''Studies Pursued." This 
was owing mostly, however, to a lack of books. There was not a 
merchant or book agent in the county who would bring on any school 
books. The same trouble still exists. The Legislature thought to les- 
sen the prices of school books; but in diminishing the price they dis- 
carded the books. I hope the next Legislature will not overlook 
that section of law. It should be changed in some way, so that we 
could get books. Many parents would buy books at almost any price, 
if they only could get them. . 

Our last Institute was a grand success. Prof. B. S. Morgan de- 
serves much credit for the able manner in which he conducted the 
exercises Almost every teacher subscribed for an educational journal. 

Following are some changes I think should be ma^e in the school 
law : It should provide for a uniform course of study in each county 
in the State ; that is, uniform throughout the State. Trustees should 
not be allowed to teach. It is sometimes the case that trustees will 
assist in employing themselves to teach certain schools, which is ob- 
jectionable to a majority of the patrons. The school month should 
consist of but twenty days, instead of twenty-two.

In this my third annual report I am pleased to make a favorable 
report concerning the progress of the schools in Wetzel county. Fi- 
nancially, the schools were never before in a better condition. All 
the districts, save one, report a considerable balance in the sheriff's 
bands after defraying the expenses of the schools for the current 
year. The mistaken idea of economy on a part of some of the 
school boards, have reduced the wages of teachers so low, that al- 
ready many of our best teachers are driven from the schools to seek 
more profitable employment elsewhere. During the scholastic year 
which has just closed, several new school houses have been erected 
throughout the county and several more will be built the present year. 
In the New Martinsville Independent District a large brick school 
house has been erected, which would 'lo credit to any town in the 
State. Also a large frame building has been erected at Burton dur- 
ing the last year. The former under the management of S. B. Hall 
and S. W. Martin and the latter with T, M. Haskins as principal, have 
done good work and gave general satisfaction to all their patrons. 
In conclusion allow me to add, that the free school system is working 
wonders in this county, and I think our teachers and schools will 
compare favorably with any in the State. All we want now is to 
make good use of the means provided, and we will soon be worthy 
to claim a high position amongst the now more favored sister States

We have eight " prompt secretaries ;" and one always prompt too 
bat his promptitude always is in being far behind time; and he hails 
from Burning Springs district. His report was returned to him the 
next day after it was handed me, and was resent Sept 26th for cor- 
rection. I was not behind with the rest of the report August 20th. 
I think some specific legal physic, worth about 950, ought to be com- 
pounded for secretaries of his stripe. Last year he reported a ''bal- 
ance on hand/' but on making this year's report I could not get him 
to report it. Yet he says "my salary was paid by the ex-sheriflT* and 
does not report the amount. He, and his father who is President, 
drew two orders to pay interest when the district was not in debt. 
If there is any remedy by which this can be recovered of them, I 
want to know it. 

The change of "dare not come below 50, 60, 75'' in examinations 
brought down considerable talk among the failing ones of no very 
amiable stamp. I do hope it will be well tried before the Legisla- 
ture tries to improve or repeal it. Tax for " Building Fund" will 
soon come down in Wirt, as most of our districts are about done 
building. It will cost quite a sum to correct the mistakes of a few 
of the Boards of Education in log houses and improper locations. 
A few will have to be enlarged. Our people are very nearly all school 
folk. A few are much opposed to tax for schools, but upon the 
whole, sir, we have much to be proud of — and we are.

WOOD COUNTY— Samuel T. Stapleton, Sup't 

I have the honor to transmit to you my annaal report of the con- 
dition of schools of Wood coanty, for tho year ending June 30th, A. 
D. 1882. I have endeavored to make my report as fall and as acca- 
rate as it is possible for me to do. I find it next to impossible to se- 
care reliable and accurate reports from the secretaries of the Boards 
of Education, for even the best of them are somewhat careless in the 
accumulation of such data as is necessary to secure a full and com- 
plete report. We cannot, however, expect much work done when the 
pay is small ; and for small pay we are almost certain to secure in- 
competent workmen. This is almost certain to be the case in the 
matter of public interest, when public servants are but poorly com- 
pensated for their services. Still it should be a matter of pride on 
the part of any one occupying a public position, to be faithful, if the 
service is undertaken. I would recommend as, at least, a partinl 
remedy for tardiness and incompetence on the part of the secretaries, 
that they be paid more liberal salaries, and then require promptness 
and accuracy. I have been compelled, because of delay on the part 
of the secretaries and their incomplete reports made to me, to not 
only return their reports for correction, but to go myself to their 
books and papers, and make out as best I could their reports. I do 
not suppose that my county is an exception in this respect, but pre- 
sume each county in the State is afflicted in much the same manner. 

An Institute was held in this county in compliance with the school 
law, and I am pleased to be able to report favorably of its work. The 
large number of teachers in attendance indicates a growing interest 
in such work as a means of improvement; and the effect upon the 
schools of this county is shown by the marked progress made in the 
work done in the schools. The instructor in our Institute, Prof. A. 
L. Purinton, did his work well, and to the satisfaction of, I believe, 
all teachers in attendance. I look upon institute work, when it is 
practical, as one of the best means that can be adopted for the pur- 
pose of encouraging teachers to be better prepared for their work. 

We are able to see in this county a marked improvement in the 
teachers work; and hoping to assist them in every way possible in 
their work, I, in compliance with the law governing my duties as 
County Superintendent, visited all the schools in my county, and am 
able to say from personal inspection of the work done, that those en- 
gaged in teaching the youth of this county, have been for the most 
part earnest workers for the cause of education ; and I believe have 
endeavored to so conduct the schools under their care, as to contrib- 
ute to furnishing the State with exemplary citizens. I am pleased 
to find upon investigation, that the better class of teachers favor a 
higher standard of scholarship for the profession. This is as it . 
should be, and reflects great credit upon a class of poorly paid public 
servants, who have in their hands the moulding of the characters of 
the future citizen, and management of our growing State. . 
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There are some parts of the school law of the State that might be 
improved by amendment. Still I am not certain that it is best to be 
continually changing the law governing the educational interests of 
the State, I may be permitted, however, to make one or two sugges- 
tions. I am of the opinion that the manner of electing members of 
the Board of Education, ought to be so modified or changed, so that 
a full board, of entirely new members would not be elected at the 
same time ; but let the president be elected for four years, and the 
commissioners for two years, one commissioner and the president 
would then always be so familiar with the work of the board, as to 
keep it uniform; one commissioner being elected every two years.

The finances of said dis- 
trict were in Hufs Creek and Clearfork districts, which will be re- 
ported in full next year. I have made the best report that I could 
out of what I had to report from. I went to ail of the districts 
where I had any chance to meet the school officers and was talking 
that the school matters had boon reported in such bad shape. The 
boards should see that their secretaries made a full report. The most 
of them said they were an independent body ; if they did wrong

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to sue them. I hope the next Legislature will pass ao act to remove 
any school officer who wilfally neglects the daties of his office. The 
secretaries of this county will not do their duty and the boards back 
them. If there is no chance to compell the boards to remove the 
secretaries who fail to keep their books so that a report can be made 
in good shape, there is no use to expect a good report from our 
county.

DECISIONS AND CONSTRUCTIONS. 



The following answers to questions addressed to the State Super- 
intendent have appeared from time to time in the Official Depart- 
ment of the West Virginia School Journal : 

BOARDS OF EDUCATION. 

A Board of Education has no authority to annul a teacher's certifi- 
cate for any cause. 

In case suitable persons cannot be induced to act as trustees for a 
school, the Board of education should take charge of it and do all that . 
is necessary to make it efficient. 

A board of education has no legal authority to close a school on ac- 
count of the attendance falling below 35 per cent. The trustees may 
do so. 

A Board of Education has authority to prescribe additional branches 
to those provided by law, and to require them to be taught. 

A board of education has no authority to continue the schools of a 
district, or any one of them, longer than four months, except by au- 
thority of the people, as prescribed in section 41, school law. 

Trustees should not bo appointed by the Board of Education for 
sub-districts in which high schools and graded schools are located. It 
is the duty of the Board of Education to manage all such schools. 
11 
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In case the land-owner, on whose land a school house is built by a 
Board of Edacation before a deed is deliTered therefor, refuses to 
make the deed, proceedings in a Conrtoi Eqoitj should be institntsd 
by the Board to compel the specific performance of the contract. 

A Board of Edacation has no authority to transfer pnpils. This 
is one of the prescribed duties of trustees. The trustees of a school 
may refuse to admit transferred pupils into a school if the extra 
number seriously interferes with the efficiency of the school. The 
person aggrieved by such a decision may appeal to the BoArd of Edu- 
cation for address. 

It is the duty of Boards of Education to levy for asulBcient amount 
of both teachers and building funds, to do all that is necessary to 
have all the schools in their respective districts taught four months 
in the year, unless such amount would require a levy of more than 
the maximum rates fixed by law. 

Boards of Education have no power to borrow money for any pur- 
pose. 

Where the County Court of a county changes the boundry lines of 
a district, or increases or diminishes the number of districts alter the 
annual levy has been laid for school purposes, and the salaries of 
teachers fixed in the respective di6tricts,and provides that such change 
or changes shall take effect before the end of the school year (June 
30), the schools and school officers should continue as if no change 
had been made, making settlements, &c., until the close of the year, 
when the changes ordered should be recognized. 

A Board of Edacation has no authority to close the schools of a 
district before the term of four months, required by law, and con- 
tracted to be taught by the teachers with the trustees has been finished, 
on account of lack of funds, if the rate of levy made was less than the 
rate permitted bv law. 

A Board of Education may be compelled by writ of mahdamug to 
levy at a sufficient rate to run the schools of a district four months if 
the people have directed by vote that the levy be made and the rate 
of levy does not exceed the limit prescribed by law. 

There is no authority for a Board of Edacation to make a difference 
in the rate of wages to those teachers who build the fires and sweep 
the school house and those who do not. Such a provision would not 
only be usurping the duties imposed by law upon the trustees, but 
would in fact be paying for sweeping the house and building fires 
. out of the teachers' fund, which is clearly prohibited. 

Members of Boards of Education of independent districts, where 
not otherwise specially provided, are entitled to pay (per diem) as 
provided in the general school law. 

A balance due the building fand should not bo taken by the Board 
to pay debts against the teachers' fund nor should money be taken 
from the teachers' fund to pay claims against the building fund. 

It is the duty of the Presidents and Secretaries of the Boards of 
Education to issue orders for money directed to be paid by the Board. 
If the boundary line of a district is changed by a County Court 
so that a school house located in one district is by the change includ- 
ed in another, the rate of wages and the term of time prescribed by 
the Board of Education having authority to do so, on the first Monday 
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of July preceding the order of the County Court, will remain in force 
and the wages be paid by the Board fixing them, until the end of the 
current school year, when the school and school property shall come 
under the care of the Board of the district whose territory has been 
increased. 

No basis has been prescribed by law for ascertaining the exact 
proportion of expenses that shall be paid by Boards of Education for 
transferred pupils. It seems fair to base the calculation upon the 
actual weekly attendance of the pupils, (counting attendance of any 
part of the week as a full week.) Thus if the school is in session 
twenty weeks with an attendance of thirty pupils, five of whom are 
transferred, the total weeks are six hundred, or one hundred for the 
transferred pupils and five hundred for the others. Suppose, however, 
that one transferred pupil attended but ten weeks and that five of 
the other pupils attended but ten weeks each, we have and actual 
weekly attendance of five hundred and forty, or ninety weeks for the 
transferred and four hundred and fifty weeks for those not transfer- 
red. Divide the cost of the school — say $243.00 — by the total weeks, 
five hundred and forty, and we have forty-five cents, which multipli- 
ed by ninety, the number of weeks of transferred pupils gives 
$40.50 the amount to be paid for the transferred pupils. This rule is 
based on the principle that the tuition of the pupil should be paid 
while he is a member of the school. 

It is one of the duties of the Boards of Education to require the 
teacher or teachers of each sub-district to take the enumeration. In 
case (where there are two or more teachers in the same sub-district) 
the teachers fail to divide the work among themselves the Board 
should direct the part to be performed by each. 

The Board of Education under section 11, may prescribe algebra 
and physical geography to be taught in the public schools of a dis- 
trict. 

The State School Fund is apportioned according to the number of 
youths of school age in each district, not sub-district. 

Boards of Education fix the term of school for the whole district. 
. The law plainly negatives the power of a Board of Education to 
incur a debt for any purpose ; but it does not prohibit a Board from 
doing all the necessary preliminary work, such as making estimates, 
receiving bids, etc., so as to be ready when the levy is made to close 
a contract. 

The sheriff is entitled to three per centum commission on the net 
amount of bis collections for Teachers' and Building Funds, that is 
the amount after deducting delinquents, exonerations, balance from 
last year and the State Fund. He is allowed no commission for dis- 
bursing any school money. 

The Board of Education has no authority to pass an order forbid- 
ding the citizens of a neighborhood to board the teacher free. 

There is no power to require the President or Board of Education 
to approve a teacher's contract. The approval of one or the other is 
necessary to its validity. 

When a new district has been formed by the County Court the 
question of the levy should be submitted to the voters at the next 
third Tuesday of May following. The County Court is the proper 
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authority to appoint tho election officers. In the absence of any offi- 
cers BO appointed a justice may qualify three citizens for the purpose. 

The Board of Education would not be warranted in giving one 
teacher of tho same grade of certificate a greater rate of salary than 
another because tho ono had to sacrifice some item of property to ac- 
cept the position, nor bocauso of the higher rate of board in one sub- 
district than another, nor because one school had a larger number of 
pupils attending it than another. 

Persons appointed members of Boards of Education hold until the 
next general election of school ofiicors. 

It is the duty of the Boards of Education to institute suits against 
ex-Sheriffs who fail to pay over promptly to their successors in office 
the balances found due the respective funds of the district. 

In the case of Summer schools where a pari of the term is finished 
in ono year and a part in the next, the financial condition of the dis- 
trict must bo reported just as it is without regard to what may or 
what may not be contracted for. In the estimate for the levy the 
amount of partially executed contracts and the balance on hand to 
pay them must be considered. The statistical report of such schools 
should be made in the year in which thoy close. 

In case the County Court change the boundaries or diminish the 
districts the Boards of Education continued in office should re-arrange 
tho sub district linos so as to conform to the new district lines, and 
appoint trustees for the new sub-districts, selecting the same persons 
heretofore appointed and for the samo term of office, as near as may 
be in each instance. 

Boards of Education have no right to allow sheriffs a greater rate 
of commission than is prescribed by law. They cannot donate any 
part of tho public funds for any purpose. 

There is no provision for apportioning to different seasons of the 
year the four days pay allowed a member of the Board of Education. 
In case ono member resigns after serving four days and a successDr 
is appointed, if claimed by them, each can get pay. 

11 officers of town corporations also act as the School Board fop 
the district, thoy are entitled to the same pay as district school ofii- 
cers of tho samo grade, provided thoy receive no compensation from 
the town corporation for their services. 

The school law contemplates that the financial affairs shall be 
closed up at the end of each year. 

" Additional branches " may be prescribed by the Board of Educa- 
tion of a district, but it must bo done before tho teacher's contract is 
made and approved to bind him to teach them. 

BOARDS OF EXAMINERS. 

Presidents of Independent School Districts should participate in 
the election of members of tho Board of Examiners. 

No more than two names should be proposed to tho Presidents of 
the Boards of Education at one time for members of the Board of 
Examiners. If either or both are rejected then another nomination 
should be made. 

A lady teacher may be selected as member of tho Board of Bzam- 
iners. 
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No person other than a teacher should be appointed a member of 
the Board of Examiners. 

All appointees must hold No. 1 certificates or their equiv- 
alents. The County Superintendent has the sole right to name can- 
didates to the Presidents for members of the Board of Examiners. 

The following excuses are deemed of sufficient importance in all de- 
partments of life and may bo regarded good for non-attendance at the 
Institutes: Sickness, death of a near relative and attendance at any 
court under summons. Frivilous and petty excuses should not be ac- 
cepted. 

Examination questions should be agreed upon by a majority of the 
members of the Board of Examiners and propounded by the Board, 
and the answers in each branch examined and graded by the Board. 
The law does not contemplate that the work shall be parceled out 
among the members of the Board so that each prepares questions and 
grades the answers without consultation with the other members. 

All school officers, including members of the Boards of Examiners, 
are required to take the oath prescribed by the Constitution, section 
5, Article IV. 

The Presidents of the Boards of Education have no authority to 
elect persons members of the Board of Examiners not nominated by 
the County Superintendent. If they do the election is a nullity. 

The offices of President of Board of Education and member of the 
Board of Examiners are incompatible. 

The term of office of members of the Board of Examiners begins 
on the 1st day of July and ends on the 30th of June of each year. 

There is no authority to examine teachers on a portion of the 
branches prescribed by law, at one examination and another portion 
at another time, or re-examine a teacher on a portion of the branches 
and re-grade his certificate granted at a former examination. 

The Board of Examiners has no authority to prohibit ateacheren- 
tering any examination if he or she is of ^^good moral character and 
not addicted to drunkenness,'* and has a certificate of attendance upon 
some Institute appointed by the State Superintendent, whether said 
teacher has before been examined once or oftener. The fee is the 
same for each examination. 

A teacher's certificate is good until the year for which it was 
granted expires. 

The Slate Superintendent has no authority to decide as to the va- 
lidity of an excuse for non-attendance at Institute. This power rests 
wholly with the Board of Examiners. 

No person may be employed to teach a public school who has not 
a teacher's certificate regularly issued within a year of the date at 
which he proposes to teach. Substitute teachers are permissible 
when the teacher is unavoidably absent, and then only with the con- 
sent of the school trustees. Substitutes should have certificates. It 
is not necessary for the trustees to make a contract with a substitute 
A teacher cannot engage a school, make a contract for it, then em- 
ploy a substitute and himself take another school. 

If a teacher obtains two certificates the same year, he may con- 
tract with the trustees on either, whether of the same or different 
grades; but he cannot combine two lower grades so as to raise his 
grade and thus obtain the higher grade wages, 



In CMe there is more money received from fees in one examination 
than pays the per diem of the members of the Board and the pabli- 
cation of notice, the residue may be ased to pay per diem of members 
of the Board in sabsequent examinations in the same year where the 
receipts are insufficient. 

Boards of Examiners have the right to limit the time to be occu- 
pied by the teachers in answering the questions of each branch. 

If the members of a Board of Examiners are sure a teacher received 
aid on examination tbeyshould deduct such a per ct)nt from the re- 
sults of the markings on the face of the papers as they believe was 
added by the aid received. 

It is the duty of the County Superintendent to preserve the manu- 
scripts of the teachers who were examined for at least one year from 
their date. 

Members of the Board of Examiners are liable to punishment for 
granting teachers* certificates unlawfully. 

A teacher's certificate is good only in the county where issued. 
Persons holding certificates from States or counties, other than the 
county in which they propose to teach, must be examined. 

It is the duty of the Board of Examiners to give a teacher who de- 
sires to teach in two different districts of the same county in the same 
year, two duplicate certificates, so the teacher may file a duplicate 
with the secretary of each district. 

The Secretary of an Institute has no authority to give a teacher a 
certificate of attendance although his roll is the evidence mainly re- 
lied on in making out the certificates. 

The State Superintendent has no revisory power over the work of 
Examining Boards. 

TVAOHEBS. 

The blank known as the term report, a summary of school statis- 
tics for the term, will not be used hereafter. See permanent register, 
new form 4. 

There are two sizes of the permanent school register, (form 4,) 
one for schools of five months or less, and one for schools of ten 
months or less. 

A teacher has no authority to admit or exclude pupils from a school, 
whether from the same or another sub-district, without the consent 
and direction of the trustees of the school. 

In making reports to the secretary, teachers should not count chil- 
dren of the sub-district not enrolled in the school — when a child is 
once enrolled he should be accounted for during the whole term, both 
before and after he is enrolled. 

A teacher has the right to punish pupils placed under her charge 
for infractions of the rules governing the school. But like the parent 
who has the right to enforce obedience, she is answerable for the 
abuse of the trust. 

Neither Boards of Education nor trustees have authority to employ 
a person to teach in the free schopls of the State unless such person 
presents a certificate in duplicate of his qualification to teach a school 
of the grade he apples for, obtained within a year of the date of such 
application. 
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When a contract is made by a teacher with the trustees of a school 
in proper form and the same is approved by the Board of Education 
or president thereof, the teacher has the legal ri^ht to execute the 
contract at the time and place specified thereivi. In case he is pre- 
vented from so doing by the action of his employers, he has a right 
of action for damages. 

The fact that a person conscientiously observes the seventh instead 
of the first day of the week as the Sabbath, is not just or legal ground 
for his dismissal as a teacher. 

A person who has reformed bis habits of becoming intoxicated and 
promises by word and act to deserve respectability hereafter, should 
be admitted to examination. If he does not make good his profes- 
sions, his certificate should be promptly revoked. 

Strictly construed, the law does not permit a County Board of Ex- 
aminers to grant a certificate to teach with a provision that the ap- 
plicant shall thereafter attend an Institute. 

It is pretty well settled doctrine, that the teacher's responsibility, 
and therefore his authority, does not begin until the child reaches the 
school-house or grounds. His responsibility and authority then con- 
tinue until the child reaches his father's gate or house. 

A teacher without a certificate cannot compel the Board of Educa- 
tion to pay for services rendered at the instance of trustees. 

A teacher is not entitled to a greater rate of salary.than that fixed 
for teachers of the same grade of certificate, because he teaches more 
hours per day than other teachers. 

If a teacher fails to have his contract approved before his school 
opens, he cannot, after service has been rendered, compel the Board 
to pay him if the Board or the President refuse to approve the con- 
tract. 

If a teacher contracts to teach a school to begin on a certain day, 
she is entitled- to pay for every school day she attends from that time 
on to the close of the terra, whether the pupils attend or not, unless 
she is dismissed or suspended for good cause. 

Teachers' certificates are good for twelve months from their date. 

The per cent, of attendance and absence should make 100 without 
the per cent, of non-membership. 

The reason items 5, 6, 9 and 13, of the monthly summaries, are di- 
rected not to be copied into the term summary (form 4), is that as 
these items are made out at the end of each month, they are not cor- 
rect for the term. For example : 

Suppose a school enrolls 80 pupils the first month, and the monthly 
summary for that month shows : '*Whole number days present," 500 ; 
"whole number days absent," 100, and "whole number days non- 
membership," 60. The second month the school enrolls 35 pupils, 
and the monthly summary shows : Whole number days present, 600 ; 
whole number days absent, 100, and whole number days non-mem- 
bership, 70. Term closes. (Two months are as good as ten for the 
example/) The term summary will show if the foregoing items are 
taken : Whole number days present, 1,100 ; whole number days ab- 
sent, 200, and whole number days non-membership, 130. But the 
term register shows that the five new pupils enrolled the second 
month were non-members for the entire first month, which necessar- 
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ily IncreaBes the non-membership of that month 5 times 22 days, or 
110 days. This mukes the non- membership for the first month 170, 
instead of 90. The true number days non-membership for the two 
months is 240, instead of 130. The reason for not taking the month- 
ly summaries as the basis for the term summary in these particular 
items, will be seen at once. 

A substitute teacher should have a certificate. 

The ri^ht of a member of the Board of Examiners to teach witbont 
examination is confined to the county in which such position is held. 

There is nothing in the school law prohibiting the appointment of 
a lady teacher to the position of member of the Board of Examiners. 

When only a few days of a school term run into the new year the 
school may be reported in the old year, but if a month or more of the 
school runs into the new year then it should all be reported in that 
year. 

The words "at the close of the term" in blanks providing for a re- 
port of the studies pursued and the number of pupils in each, limits 
the coant to the studies pursued by the pupils at school on the last 
day of the term and the studios of the members of the school that 
may be absent that day, but does not include the studies completed 
before that time. 

COUNTY SUPERINTENDENTS. 

There is no such thing known to the present school law as " pri- 
vate examinations." All examinations must be public and partici- 
pated in by at least two members of the Board of Examiners. 

It is the duty of the County Superintendent to issue orders for the 

Eay of members of the Boards of Education if satisfied the service 
as been rendered. 

A school house or a house used as such is a school, whether it has 
one or more teachers employed in it, if by the same authority. 

The publishers of the school books used in the free schools of the 
State are required by law to furnish a price list to the County Super- 
intendents of each county for every school thereof. 

If a majority of the Board of Examiners participate in the exam- 
ination of one teacher, if the examination was appointed by the 
County Superintendent, it is valid. 

The schools of independent districts, except Wheeling, should be 
visited by County Superintendents. 

When the first aflSdavit is sent in for salary of County Superin- 
tendent, the salary will bo paid thereafter during the year without 
further affidavit, unless the number of schools change in the mean- 
time. 

A County Superintendent has no authority to select a site for a 
school house. He can only act when the Board of Education fail to 
agree as to a location. 

There is no law or provision for furnishing County Superintend- 
ents with stationery. 

The secretary's annual report cannot be completed before the sher- 
iff's settlement with the Board of Education. County Superintend- 
ents should not issue orders for the pay of secretaries until they pre- 
sent correct and complete reports. The law provides this in declara- 
tory terms. 
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The office of County Saperintendent and that of Notary Public are 
not incompatible. 

When the people of a district fail to have an election for members 
of the Board of Education the County Superintendent should, when 
the time of the old members expire, fill their places by appointment. 

County Superintendents have no official authority over the ques- 
tion of the rate of wages to be paid in the several districts. Boards 
of Education fix the rate to be paid each ^rade, provided that they 
do not go below $25 per month for grade No. 1 ; 922 for No. 2 ; and 
918 for No. 3 certificates. 

County Superintendents have no authority as to the location of 
school houses, unless a Board of Education fail to agree. 

The last quarter of the salaries of the County Superintendents for 
the year ending June 30, 1882, was but for one month. The Super- 
intendents entered on their duties September 1, 1881, and the first 
year of the term closed June 30, being only ten months. The law 
providing for.the salaries of Superintendents provides certain amounts 
per annum, and ^' ratably for a shorter time.'' 

The County Superintendent should not pay the Secretaries until he 
has examined their books and found them correct ; nor pay for the 
Secretary's annual report until it is made and found to be correct. 

SCHOOLS. 

A child has a right to attend school in the sub-district where enu- 
merated. 

School should not be taught on Saturday 

The school month is composed of twonly-two days. No time Is 
allowed for attendance upon the Insiiluto. 

The 25th of December and the lf*t of January falling on Sunday 
are not counted as holidays in makin/x u)) tbo toaeber's report. 

The children of Indian parents huvo a right to attend the schools 
for white children, as the word " colored" in the constitutional pro- 
vision prohibiting white apd colored children from attending the same 
school is construed to refer to children of African descent. 

If a pupil of any public school becomes refractory and cannot by 
ordinary means be governed by the teacher, he should be reported to 
the trustees of the school or those acting in place of trustees; who 
should thereupon make prompt and careful investigation of the 
charges, and if the facts warrant it (and there is no reformatory means 
that may be expected to reclaim him), should be summarily expelled 
from the school. 

There is no means (except from private sources) to continue the 
schools of a district longer than a tax of fifty cents on the one hun- 
dred dollars together with the amount received from the State will 
continue them, unless specially provided. 

Persons over twenty-one years of ago and under six years of age 
have no right to attend the public schools free of tuition. One of 
the duties of trustees in examining the teacher's daily register is to 
detect the names of persons on it under or over school age. 

The present form of blanks docs not provide for reporting thQ 
attendance, etc., of pay pupils in the free sghOQl^^

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In case a Board of Education let a contract to a trustee, the trustee 
violates the law. 

If a Board of Education should rent a school bouse to a person for 
a residence, the renter would be responsible for damage done by him 
or those in bis control, to the property while he occupied it. 

When a child reaches its sixth birthday it has a right to enter 
school. After it passes its twenty-first birthday its right to attend 
expires. 

All schools that close after the end of the school year (June 30th) 
should be reported in the next year, although a part of the time of 
such school was taught in the former year. 

If any school opens after the first day of. April (the time required 
for the enumeration to be returned by the teacher), if the teacher so 
opening the school has not taken the enumeration and returned it, it 
is the duty of the County Superintendent to employ some one, as the 
law directs, to take the enumeration of that sub-district. The pay 
to such person would not be properly deducted from the teacher's 
salary, who opened the school after the time required for the enu- 
meration to be returned. 

An Independent School District is one created by special act of the 
Legislature. 

Peabody medals will not be given to any but public free schools. 

It is necessary to submit the question to the voters as to whether 
the schools of a district shall continue for a longer term than four 
months. 

If a sub-district for any cause fail to have a school in any year it 
cannot have a longer term than the other schools of the district in 
the following or a subsequent year. 

If a school opens so near the close of a school year that by contin- 
uing in session all the school days to the end of the year the terni 
will not be finished before the year closes, the remaining time, under 
the contract, may be completed in the new year. (In this case the 
school should be reported in the new year.) If the school open^ in 
ample time to finish before the close of the year, but suspends before 
the term is out, the time cannot be added to the next year's term. 

Election day is not a legal holiday. 

THE GENERAL 80HOOL FUND. 

The variations from year to year in the amount of the distributable 
State School Fund is caused by the irregularity in the promptness of 
paying in the revenue by the sheriffs. The apportionment for the year 
1881-2 was smaller than usual, on account of a change in the time of 
apportionment. It was made three months earlier for that year than 
it bad been theretofore, because of a change in the law, thus reduc- 
ing the collections for that year from twelve to nine months. 

The sheriff is not entitled to commission on the distributable State 
School Fund. 

SBORET ARIES. 

The office of Secretary of the Board of Education i9 held at the will 
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of the Board. The Secretary may be relieved at any time by the 
Board. 

WbeD a Secretary fails and refuses to perform the duties of his of- 
fice, and the Board will not remove him, the matter should be laid be- 
fore the Prosecuting attorney of the county, that it may be presented 
to the Grand Jury. 

Secretaries of Boards of Education make but one report per year to 
the Superintendent. The two blanks are sent to each Secretary that 
be may retain a copy of his report in his office. 

NORMAL SCHOOLS. 

Girls shall not be less than thirteen and boys not less than four- 
teen years of age before receiving appointments to any of the State 
Normal Schools. 

The number of persons who may receive appointments to the nor- 
mal schools of the State, is six hundred, divided among the counties 
according to population. 

The Peabody fund, given by the General Agent to this State, has 
been and will be used in aiding teachers' institutes and normal 
schools, as the instructions of the trustees of that fund are to use it to 
aid in the education of teachers. 

It is the practice to allow persons attending either of the State Nor- 
mal Schools, under appointment, to teach one term of school each 
year if desired, and yet hold the appointment. The same rule is 
held to be good in case of colored teachers attending school in the 
State Department of Storer College. 

TEXT-BOOKS. 

Appleton*s readers are not used in the free schools of this State, 
except in the city of Wheeling. 

The State Superintendent has no authority to appoint book agents 
or persons authorized to sell school books. Any one except school 
officers and teacbers may engage in the business. 

The State does not furnish school books on commission to persons 
to sell to pupils in the public schools. The publishers of any of the 
text-books used in the schools will send them postpaid to any address 
on receipt of retail price. 

A dealer in school books has no right to make a distinction in the 
price of school books where the pay tendered is "trade or "produce" 
instead of cash. He may refuse to pay the market price for the pro- 
duce, but the price of the book is fixed by contract. 

Maury's geographies are not the prescribed nor contract books for 
the free schools. They are used in the normal schools, by direction 
of the regents some years ago. Contracts were made for them for 
these schools. 

The school law has contained the words "McGuflfey's New Eevised 
Eeaders" since its first enactment. 

No new branches have been added to those heretofore prescribed by 
law. 

Any one who desires to do so, except teachers and school officers, 
may sell school books. The only restriction is as to price. 

The State Superintendent has no authority to famish outline maps. 
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The old First Reader and Spoiler are retailed at fifteen cents each 
instead of thirteen cents each. See acts of 1882. 

It is unlawful to use Vonablo'n United States History in the free 
schools of this State. Holmes' United States History is the author- 
ized text-book. 

SHERIFFS. 

The rate of sheriff's commission on the net proceeds of the district 
levy is 3 per cont. The law passed during the winter of 1882 does 
not apply to collections for the year 18«l-2. 

The sheriff has no right to rotiiso to collect the school funds. He 
may decline to act as sheriff, but if he undertake the duties of the of- 
fice and refuse to collect the school moneys, it would be the duty of 
the County Court to appoint another sheriff. 

Where error is discovered after a settlement has been made it may 
be corrected by proper legal proceedings. 

Boards of EJucalion have, no authority to pay a sheriff more com- 
mission than the law allows. 

The rate to be paid for advertising the delinquent lands, is a mat- 
ter between the sheriff and the publisher. The Boards of Education 
have no voice in it and must allow the sheriff credit for the propor- 
tionate amount when he presents the properly receipted voucher. 

The two and one-half per cent allowed by the sheriff to the prompt 
tax payor, f^hould be allowed the sheriff in turn by the Boards of Ed- 
ucation, ho presenting an itemized account with his affidavit append- 
ed as to its correctness. 

Ko book is j)rovidod by this office to record the settlements of 
school moneys in the respective counties. It is the duty of the clerks 
to provide such books and pay for them as they do for other record 
books. 

COLORED SCHOOLS. 

It is the duty of Boards of Education, under sections 17 and 18 of the 
School Law, to provide schools and school houses for the colored 
youths of school age. In case they neglect or refuse to properly 
provide for them, or set apart the proportion of the school fund 
for such colored youths, the Circuit Court would, upon proper com- 
plaint, order the Board to make provision for them. 

Persons of mixed blood or African descent are not allowed by our 
CoDStitation and laws to attend schools for white children. 

TRUSTEES. 

The trustees of each school regulate the time of opening and clo- 
sing its daily sessions. 

If the trustees employ a teacher who does not hold a certificate to 
teach, the Board of Education would not be warranted in paying for 
the services the teacher might render. 

The trustees of a school have authority arbitrarily to close a school 
against the consent and protest of the teacher, but, if they do so, the 
teacher may recover for her time as if the school had gone on. 

The trustees of a school have authority to contract with a teacher 
for the length of time and at the price per month, prescribed by the 
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Board of Education, and if the Board or President thereof approve 
the contract, the Board must provide for its payment. 

Eeligious and literary societies may be required to give security 
for the protection of school properly where trustees are asked to al- 
low the school house to be used for the meetings of such societies. 
The use of public school property for such purposes is a privilege, 
and not a right. 

A majority of the trustees govern in the decision of any question 
that may properly be decided by them. A Board of Education may 
review any decision made by the trustees on motion of one of its (the 
Board's) members, or upon the petition in writing of three or more 
tax-payers of the sub-district, except in the cases of expelling a pu- 
pil from a school and the appointment or removal of a teacher. These 
questions require complaint in writing, to be signed by a majority of 
the patrons of the school, before the board may take action. 

To ascertain whether a school may be closed under the "thirty-five 
per cent rule," "find the average daily attendance" (item 7, new 
form 5, monthly summary), by the rules given on the cover of the 
permanent register, and divide this amount, with two ciphers annexed, 
by total enumeration of white children (if the school be white) last 
made in the sub-district. If the school be for colored children, then 
by the total enumeration last made of colored children. If there be 
more than one school in the same sub-district, the dividend in each 
case should be the number assigned to the respective schools of the 
total enumeration. 

Trustees are not compelled to close the school if the per cent of 
"average daily attendance" is "less than thirty-five." They -^may" 
do so. If they do, the Board of Education may continue the school, 
but the Board has no authority to close a school for this cause. 

In case two sets of trustees are appointed for the same school those 
first appointed, if they have qualified within the time prescribed by 
law, are the legal officers. 

Pupils may be transferred to an adjoining sub-district in the same 
or an adjoining county, but not to a sub-district not adjoining. 

Trustees should make their annual report as prescribed in form 
No. 7, at the close of the year (June 30) whether the school closes 
then or not. 

The trustees of a school may allow religious exercises held in their 
school house. They may prescribe conditions, etc. They may re- 
fuse to allow the school house to be used for this purpose. In either 
case, on motion of any member of the Board of Education, or the pe- 
tition in writing of three taxpayers of the sub-district, the action of 
the trustees may be reviewed and reversed or affirmed. The County 
Superintendent has no authority in the matter. 

"Debating Societies" of a literary character, if conducted in a re- 
spectable manner, come within the meaning of the words " literary 
meetings," as used in the fifteenth section of the school law. 

If the trustees of a school refuse the use of a school house for relig- 
ious purposes, an appeal may be taken to the Board of Education. 
The decision of the Board is final, either for or against. They may 
absolutely exclude all denominations from the school house. 

The County Court has no authority to close a school for the pur- 
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pose of holding an election in a school bouse, or for any other par- 
pose. The trustees may direct the school to close, bat the teacher's 
time woald go on in sach a case. Elections shoald not be held in 
school houses at all. The property is often very materially damaged 
in this way. 

As decided by the Attorney-General trustees have sixty days in 
which to take the oath of oflSce, while members of the Board of Edu- 
cation are required to qualify within ten days after they are notified 
of their election.

Dbpatment of Free Sohools, State of West Virginia, 

Wheeling, May 27, 1882.

Moundsville, West Virginia: 
Dear Sir: — I have just returned from a two weeks' trip and find 
your letter. I know of no law to pay the assessors for extending the 
school levies, other than the general law providing for their salaries. 
Certainly the Board of Education has no authority to pay them out 
of any school money.

The following comments appeared in one of the daily papers con- 
cerning the foregoing letter : 

•* Now, if the above opinion or decision be in accordance with law, 
fully $1,000 of the school funds of this county (Marshall) have been paid 
to assessors unlawfully since the formation of the State and the adop- 
tion of the free school system. I presume that what is true of this 
county applies equally to the other counties of the State. If so, not less 
than $50,000 of the moneys levied for building school houses and 
keeping them in repair, and other purposes to which the building 
funds of the dififerent counties and school districts are applied, has 
been diverted from its intended use. The practice here has been to 
pay the assessors for extending the school levies on the assessor's 
books from S5 to $10 for each district, amounting in the aggregate to 
from $50 to $75 per year. This has been paid out of the building 
fund of the several districts." 

By reference to section 89 of chapter 12, Acts of 1881, the correct- 
ness of the foregoing decision will be confirmed. The following is 
an extract from the section : ''Every assessor shall be entitled to re- 
ceive, in consideration of his services, to be paid out of the county 
treasury, as other claims against the county are paid, such reasonable 
compensation as the County Court shall determine, not less than two 
hundred, and not more than two hundred and fifty dollars per an- 
num, and in addition thereto he shall be allowed a commission of 
three per centum on the amount of State and State school taxes as- 
sessed by him on the personal property of his county or assessment 
district, which allowance shall be in addition to the fees allowed in 
section 87 of this chapter, and shall be in full for all services per- 
formed under the provisions of this chapter, including the extension 
of the levies for State, free school, county and district purposes." 
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The fees allowed by section 87 are for entry of property on the 
books, &c. 

There is clearly no authority for the assessor to demund of any 
Board of Education any additional compensation. The assessor is not 
employed by the Boards of Education. He is a county and not a 
district officer. He must be paid by the body to whom he reports' 
his work, to-wit : the County Court.

teachers' certificates.

Hon, B, L. Butcher^ State Superintendent of Free Schools, Wheeling : 

My Dear Sir — ^Your letter of the 6th inst., containing the follow- 
ing questions, to-wit, "Can a person who has hold the office of county 
superintendent teach a school contracted for before his term of office 
expired without first obtaining a teacher's certificates in the ordinary 
way?" and second, ** Does the fact that the law retained the County 
Superintendent in office after this school year began affect the ques- 
tion ?'' for my written opinion is received. In reply I beg leave to 
say, in answer to your first question, that 1 am of opinion that a per- 
son who has held the office of County Superintendent cannot legally 
teach a free school contracted for before his term of office expired 
without having first obtained a teacher's certificate in the ordinary 
way. With reference to your second question, I am of the opinion 
that the first question is not affected by the law mentioned in the sec- 
ond question, and that a County Superintendent's rights to teach 
without examination lasts only so long as his right to contract to 
teach without such examination, to-wit: during the term of his 
office.

BUILDING fires AND SWEEPING SCHOOL HOUSE. 

State of West Virginia. 
Office of Attorney General, 
Charleston, April 1, 1882. 

Hon. B. L, Bvtcher, State Swpertendent Free Schools : 

Dear Sir : — I am in receipt of your letter of the 27th nit., asking 
my construction of that portion of section 32, chapter 15 of Acts 
1881, which says : *< It shall also be the duty of every School Trustee 
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to see that the school house is kept clean and in good order, and that 
fires, when necessary, are made and kept therein, bat no' expense 
shall be incurred therefor, to exceed fifty cents per week, and the 
amount thus expended shall be certified by the trustees to the Board 
of Education, and shall, if correct, be paid out of the building fund of 
the district." 

I am of opinion, that under the foregoing provision, trustees have 
the power to incur the expense therein provided for, and that where 
it is necessary, in order to comply with the requirements of said 
provision, they not only have the power but it is their imperative 
duty to incur the expense necessary to that end — not exceeding fifty 
cents per week. I am further of opinion, that upon a proper certifi- 
cate of the expenditure of such amount being furnished the Board of 
Education of the district in which such expenditure is made, it will 
be the duty of said Board to providefor the payment of the same out 
of the building fund in the district, provided, of course, the account is 
correct. 

The board of education can make no order by which this power or 
duty can be taken from the trustees. The law on this subject is ex- 
plicit, and contemplates a specific compliance therewith. 

There is no conflict between the above quoted provisions and other 
provisions of chapter 15, The board of education have the " power 
of revisal and correction" as to this provision, to the extent of seeing 
that the amount expended is correct, but not to the extent of nullify- 
ing a plain provision of law.

Hon, B, L. Butcher, State Superintendent Free Schools : 

Dear Sir: — Your letter of the 3d inst., asking my official opinion 
touching several questions of law, is at hand. In answer to your first 
question, which is as follows : 

<*In case a person elected or appointed to an office under the laws 
of this State fails to qualify within the time prescribed by law, does 
the person holding the office at the date of the election hold over or 
is there a vacancy?" 

I have to say that, by § 6, ch. 4, Acts 1881, it is provided : 
"If any person elected or appointed to an office fail to qualify with- 
in the time prescribed by law, the office shall bo declared vacant." 

This provision is not in conflict with § 2, ch. 42, Acts 1882, which 
provides that "The term of every officer shall continue until his suc- 
cessor is elected or appointed and qualified." This latter section be- 
ing intended to prevent an "interregnum in the administration of 
the office, and a proper discharge of the duties incident thereto." I 
am therefore of the opinion that there would be a vacancy in 
the case put by you. I am further of the opinion that this would 
be the case as well with reference to the President of the Board of 
Education as to other officers, and the foregoing answer to your first 
Question above quoted may therefore be applied to your second 
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question, which is as follows : **In case the officer is a President of 
the Board of EducatioD, does he hold over, in case the person elected 
his successor fails or refuses to qualify, within the time prescribed by 
by law, or does a vacancy occur?" 

With reference to your third question, which is as follows: "Am 
I authorized to enter into a contract with the publishers of the revis- 
ed edition of McGuffey's Headers, for the supply at wholesale rates, 
of that edition to our merchants, &c., while we have a contract for an 
older edition of the same book, with the same publishers?" 

If I am correctly informed the book contracted for in 1879, and 
which contract is still in force, is entitled "McGufiey's new eclectic 
readers, while the law. Acts 1881, provides, as did the Acts of 1879 
and 1872-73 provide, for the use of **McGuffoy's new revised readers,'* 
This being the case, I see no objection to your changing the contract 
of 1879, you and the publishers both being willing and agreeing 
thereto, to the extent of having for use in the future the book men- 
tioned in the statute, in lieu ot the one mentioned in the contract. I 
do not think, however, that you can change the contract so as to get 
a book not in the statute.

TEACHERS' SALARIES. • 

Charleston, September 7, 1882. 
Hon. B. L. Butcher^ State Sup't Free Schools, Wheeling, W. Va. : 

My Dear Sir — Upon my return home last eveningi found a letter 
from you asking my construction and answer to the following ques- 
tion, viz: 

" Have Boards of Education authority to fix the salaries of teach- 
ers of the respective grades at different rates in different sub-districts 
of the same district ; or shall all the grades be paid alike in all the 
sub districts?" 

Referring to page 7, amendments to School Law, containing, "An 
act to amend and re-onact section 6 of chapter 45 of the Code of West 
Virginia, as amended and re-enacted by chapter 15 of the Acts of 
one thousand eight hundred and eighty-one, concerning salaries," I 
find that the Boards of Education of the several districts are required 
to hold their first meeting for each school year on the first Monday 
in July. At this meeting they (the Board of Education) are required 
to determine the number of months school shall be held in the dis- 
trict, the number of teachers that may be employed in the several sub- 
districts and fix the salaries that shall be paid to the (said) teachers. 
In determining the salaries they (the Board of Education) shall have 
regard to the grade of teachers' certificates, fixing to each grade the 
salary that shall be paid to teachers of said grades in the several sub- 
districts. 

The law then fixes a minimum, below which the Board of Educa- 
tion cannot fix salaries of teachers having certificates of the respect- 
ive grades therein enumerated. It will be seen that the law fixes this 
minimum and fixes it for the guidance of the Board of Education. 
The Board of Education fixes the salaries of the teachers and the 
law says how they shall determine the salaries, viz: by having re- 
gard to the grade of the teachers' certificates, not to the number of 
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pupils to be taught by one teacher Id oxcess of those taught by 
another, not to the dl^oroaco of cost of llvmg in difforoQl sub dis- 
tricts, but simply to the teachers' certificates, fisins^ to oacih grade the 
salary that shall bo paid to teachers of said grades in the several sub- 
districts. It will be further observed tbat the miDimum above re- 
ferred to relates to all the sub-districts alike being governed alone by 
the grade — the holder of a No. 1 certificate, for instance, getting not 
less than $25.00, and this in one sub-district as well as another. It 
is further provided, that the trustees of the several sub-districts shall 
in no case transcend or diminish the salaries so fixed (by the Board of 
Education) in any contract they may make with teachers. 

I am therefore of the opinion tbat Boards of education have not 
the power mentioned in your question, and that teachers holding cer- 
tificates of the same grade must be paid the same salaries in all the 
different sub-districts within the same school district.

Dear Sir: — I am in receipt of your letter asking the following 
questions: 

1. Within what time are School OflScers, Trustees, Presidents and 
Commissioners of Boards of Education, required to take the oath of 
oflSce ? 

2. Is Chap. 60, Acts 1875, repealed by Chap. 4, sec. 7, Acts 1881 ? 

In answer lo your first question, I am of opinion that trustees, be- 
ing no longer elective oflSeors, come witbin the rule established by 
section 7, chapter 4, Acts 1881, and have sixty days after they have 
been duly declared appointed to the office within which to take the 
oath of office. See section 4 of chapter 15, Acts 1881. I am further 
of the opinion that Presidents and Commissioners of Boards of Edu- 
cation, they being still elective officers, (see section 2 of chapter 15 
Acts 1881) are subject to chapter 60 Acts 1875, and must therefore 
take their oath of office within ten days after their election as pre- 
scribed in said chapter. 

As to your second question, I am of the opinion that chapter 60 
Acts 1875 is not repealed by section 7 of chapter 4 Acts 1881. But 
tbat so far as it relates to trustees, it is imperative, those officers bo- 
ing no longer elective. 

It is however in full force and operative as to Presidents and Com- 
missioners of Boards of Education, they being still elective officers, 
and the requirements that they shall qualify within ten days not be- 
ing in conflict with section 7 chapter 5 Acts 1881, requiring all officers 
to qualify within sixty days from the time they are duly declared 
elected or appointed to office. If the Presidents and Commissioners 
qualify within the ten days spoken of in chapter 60, they are certainly 
within the time specified in section 7 of chapter 4 Acts 1881. 

Now, while it may have been and probably was ibQ ^^t^nUox^ of 
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the Legislature to pass a nniform^law as to all officers, yet as the law 
does not favor the repeal by implieatioD of the existing statute, but 
rather that they be harmonized whore that can be done, and both (the 
new and old statutes) left to stand ; and since there is no conflict or 
want of harmony in the two statutes referred to by you, I am of the 
opinion that they are both law.

DECISION OF THE SUPIIEBIE COURT OF APPEALS — MORE THAN FOUR MONTHS* 

SCHOOL. 

The syllabus of the decision in the case named below, is taken, by 
permission, from "Points Adjudicated," No. 11, prepared by Mr. O. S. 
Long, Clerk of the Supreme Court of Appeals. The opinion of the 
Court in the case was delivered by Judge Green : 
Barney Wells and othebs. Defendants in Error, 

vs. 
Board of Education of Lincoln District, Plaintiffs in Error. 

Decided August ID, 1882. 

1. If a vote be taken in a school district under section 41, chapler 
123, acts of 1872-3, page 408, or under section 41, chapter 15, acts of 
1881, pages 168 and 169, and a ranjorily of the vote is in favor of a 
specified number of months exceeding four, during which the public 
schools of the district are to be kept open in the year, such a vote au 
thorizos and requires the Board of Education to levy u tax sufficient" 
with the State's quota, to keep the public schools open for the speci-' 
fied time during the school year in which such vote is taken, but does 
not authorize them to levy such tax for the succeeding year, or for 
any future year, nor would they have such authority by such vote, 
though at the election of a new Board of Education in the succeeding 
Ma}', a majority of the voters of the district voted for a school levy; 
but such vote would only authorize and require the new Board of 
Education to keep open the public schools for four months in such 
succeeding year, and make a sufficient levy for that purpose, the levy 
not exceeding fifty cents on $100 of property in the district. 

2. If in such case the newly-elected Board of Education should 
make a levy to keep the public shools open for a period of more than 
four months in the year, in accordance with the vote taken in the 
preceding year, such levy is illegal, and upon a petition to supersede 
it under the act of 1875, chapter 72, page 153, the Circuit Court should 
supersede such levy as made contrary to law ; and in superseding it 
the Circuit Court must supersede and set aside such illegal levy en- 
tirely, and cannot supersede only such portion of it as is sufficient to 
keep the public schools open for the time exceeding four months. 

3. When a levy made by a school district is thus superseded, it is 
the. duty of the Board of Education at once to make a new levy ac- 
cording to law sufficient to keep the public schools open for only four 
months in the year. This new levy in lieu of an illegal levy which 
has been superseded by the Circuit Court, must be made by the 
Board of Education and cannot be made by the Circuit Court when it 
supersedes the illegal levy. 

4. But the Circuit Court has no authority under the act of 1875, 
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chapter 72, page 153, to sapersede euch illegal levy unless tbe tax- 
payers file their petition for that purpose within forty days after such 
illegal levy has been made.

CONTRACT FOR REVISED READERS. • 

Articles of agreement made and entered into this 7th day of Octo- 
ber, A. D. 1882, by and between B. L. Butcher, as State Superintend- 
ent of Free Schools for the State of West Virginia, under and by 
authority of the act of the Legcislature of said State, passed on the 
eighth (8th) day of March, 1879, entitled "An act to regulate the 

S rices of class books used in the Free Schools of the State," of the 
rst part, and Van Antwerp, Bragg & Co., of Cincinnati, Ohio, of the 
second part. Witnesseth : That 

Whereas, At the time the contract was made and entered into 
(May 13, 1879,) between W. K. Pendleton, State Superintendent of 
Free Schools, on the part of the State of West Virginia, and the said 
parties of the second part, concerning certain text books named in 
said contract, to-wit : "McGuffey's Now Revised Eclectic Readers'* 
described in the school law, were not published; and 

WnsuEAg, The said parties of the second part are now publishing 
McGuffey*8 New Revised Eclectic Readers, viz : McGuffoy*s New Re- 
vised First Eclectic Reader, McGuffey's New Revised Second Eclec- 
tic Reader, McGuffey's New Revised Third Eclectic Reader, McGuf- 
fey's New Revised Fourth Eclectic Reader, McG'iffey's New Revised 
Fifth Eclectic Reader, McGuffey's Now Revised Sixth Eclectic Reader 
mentioned in section fifty-eight (58) of the school law of West Vir- 
ginia, and, many school officers and teachers being desirous of the 
privilege of using said '-New Revised" edition instead of the "New** 
edition contracted for ; and the said party of the second part desir- 
ing to contract with said Superintendent of Free Schools to furnish 
their said publications above enumerated for the supply and use of 
the schools aforesaid, now, in consideration of the premises, the par- 
ties of the second part hereby agree to furnish from the date of this 
contract until the 1st day of July, 1884, said above described class- 
books in adequate quantities, and as needed from time to time for the 
supply of said schools, and in quality of paper, typography and bind- 
ing, equal to the samples contracted for, which said samples shall be 
left or deposited in the office of the State Superintendent of Free 
Schools; and the parties of the second part further agree and con- 
tract, that they will sell or have sold, to tbe pupils and patrons of the 
schools throughout the State, their said publications as described, at 
a special retail price, not to exceed the wholesale price now estab- 
lished and herein agreed upon, or any reduced wholesale price that 
may be hereafter established by said publishers or by other publish- 
ers of equally suitable books upon similar subjects, for the sale of 
their respective publications. And the said parties of the second 
part further agree, that they will furnish to any merchant or dealer 
who may desire to purchase, and to agents in each county of the 
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State, the said hereinbefore described pablications, for cash or its 
eqaivalent, at a discount of not less than sixteen and two-thirds (16§) 
per cent from the regular wholesale price horoio established, or from 
any reduced wholesale price which may be hereafter established in 
the manner hereinbefore provided for the sale of such class books; 
and they further agree, that their said wholesale prices shall not at 
any time exceed the lowest wholesale prices charged by the parties 
of the second part to any other State, firm or person. 

The following is the wholesale price this day agreed upon for each 
of said publications respectively, viz : 

McGuffey's New Eevisod First Eclectic Eoader, seventeen cents; 
McGuffey*fl Now Eovised Second Eclectic Keader, thirty cents ; Mc- 
Gruffoy's Now Koviscd Third Eclectic Eoader, forty-two cents; Mc- 
Guffey's New Eovised Fourth Eclectic Eeader, fifty cents ; McGuf- 
fey's New Eovised Fifth Eclectic Eeader, seventy-two cents ; McGuf- 
fey's New Eevised Sixth Eclectic Eoader, eighty-five cents. 

And it is further agreed that upon the requisition of the party of 
the first part, the State Superintendent of Free Schools, which is here 
made, the parties of the second part as^roe to publish for the informa- 
tion of County Superintendents, Boards of Education, and for general 
circulation, a full schedule of the contract prices agreed upon, speci- 
fying the said retail prices to the pupils and patrons of the schools, 
and the special wholesale prices to such merchants, agents and deal- 
ers as hereinbefore referred to, for each book prescribed in said 
schools, and to furnish to each County Superintendent so many cop- 
ies of said schedule of retail prices as may be not less than the aggre- 
gate number of school houses and places in the county where such 
books are sold ; and the parties of the second part hereby agree to 
print in letters on the back of each book sold under this contract the 
retail price thereof, as herein agreed upon. 

This contract is made for the purpose of allowing such schools as 
desire it to use the *'new revised" edition of McGuffey's Eeaders instead 
of the "new" edition, for which a contract was made May 13, 1879, 
which contract is still in full force and effect except so far as modified 
by this and another contract dated the 1st day of April, 1882, under 
an act "fixing the maximum retail price of certain school books." 

This contract and the one made April 1, 1882, expire June 30, 
1884, at the same time tho contract of May 13, 1879, for five years 
expires.

CONTEACT INCREASING RETAIL PRICE OF CERTAIN SCHOOL BOOKS. 

The following contract has been made in pursuance of the law 
quoted in the body of the instrument : 

" Whereas, The Legislature of West Virginia did, at the session 
thereof, held in the year 1882, pass the following act: 

" An Act, fixing the maxium retail price of certain shool books in 
use in the schools of this State. 

" Be it enacted by the Legislature of West Virginia : 
" 1. That until the present contract for the supply of school books 
for the use of schools in this Slate expires, the retail price at which 
certain books named therein shall be sold in this State shall be 
as follows: That is to say, McGuffoy's New Eclectic Spoiler not to 
exceed fifteen cents per copy; McGuffey's New Eclectic First Reader 
not to exceed fifteen cents per copy; McGruffey's New Eclectic Third 
Header not to exceed thirty-five cents per copy. This act shall not 
take effect until Messrs. Van Antwerp, Bragg & Co., themselves, or 
by their duly authorizod agents, shall file with the State Superintend- 
ent of Free Schools in writing, duly authenticated, a declaration 
signed by themselves or some one duly authorizod to sign the same 
for them, that this act will not by thorn be construed as in any way 
increasing the special West Virginia wholesale contract price as now 
published by them, or in any way abrogating or releasing them from 
any responsibility arising out of the now existing contract made in 
pursuance of the provisions of section 1 of chapter 56 of the Acts of 
1879. It shall be the duty of the State Superintendent of Free 
Schools as soon as the declaration before mentioned is approved and 
filed in his office, to inform the County Superintendents of the schools, 
and dealers in school books throughout the State of the passage of 
%his act by such means as may to him seem proper.'' 

Now therefore, we. Van Antwerp, Bragg & Co., do in pursuance of 
said act, hereby declare and say, that the act aforesaid, by the Legis- 
lature aforesaid, shall not by us be construed as in any way increas- 
ing the special West Virginia wholesale contract price for school 
books as now published by us or in any way abrogating or releasing 
us from any responsibility arising out of the now existing contract 
between us and the State of West Virginia made in pursuance of the 
provisions of section 1 of chapter 66 of the Acts of West Virginia 
for the year 1879. Provided^ however ^ That nothing herein contained 
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3hall be coDstrned to forbid the sale of the present stook of school 
books on hand which have the old contract price printed on them at 
the rate provided in this contract by the retail dealers, but after the 
present stock may bo exhausted, the prices printed on the back of 
each book shall be the same as herein prescribed ; but shall in no way 
modify the wholesale contract prices prescribed in the former con- 
tract.

Many of the school officers and teachers throughout the State have 
applied to me from time to time for information concerning the law 
relalijig to McGuffey's Revised Series of Readers, and inquiring 
whether not those books can be legally introduced and used in the 
schools of the State. 

Upon investigating the matter I found that about the time Mc- 
Guffoy*s Revised Eclectic Readers were published, the Legislature 
passed the amended school law, adopting McGaffey's Series, under the 
designation of *'McGuffey'8 Now Revised Readers," while the con- 
tract was made by my predecessor for McGuflfey's New Eclectic Read- 
ers," the edition then in general use. 
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In order to settle the question of legality in the use of McGuflfey's 
Revised Series, and my right under the law to contract for the same, 
I referred the matter to the Hon. C. C. Watts, Attorney General of 
the State, and received his official opinion, which I subjoin herewith : 

"Office Attorney General, ) 

Charleston, West Yirginia, May 28, 1882. j 

Hon. B. L. Butcher, State Superintendent Free Schools : 

Dear Sir : — Your letter of the 3d inst, asking my official opinion 
touching several questions of law, is at hand, * * * with 
reference to you third question, which is as follows : 

"Am I authorized to enter into a contract with the publishers of 
the Eevised Edition of McGuffoy's Eoadors, for the supply at whole- 
sale rates, of that edition to our merchants, &c., while we have a con- 
tract for an older edition of the same book, with the same pub- 
lishers?'* 

If I am correctly informed, the book contracted for in 1879, and 
which contract is still in force, Is entitled " McGuffoy's New Eclectic 
Readers," while the law, Acts 1881, provides, as did the Acts of 1879 
and 1872-73 provide, for the use of "McGuffoy*s Now Eovised Read- 
ers." This being the case, I soe no objection to your changing the 
contract of 1879, you and the publishers both being willing and agree- 
ing thereto, to the extent of having for use in the future the book 
mentioned in the statute in lieu of the one mentioned in the contract. 
I do not think, however, that you can change the contract so as to 
get a book not in the statute.

Under this decision and in accordance with the school law, I have 
proceeded to make a contract with the publishers to supply our 
schools with McGuffoy's Revised Series of Readers, whore officers, 
teachers and patrons wish to introduce and use these books ; but not 
making it obligatory upon any of the schools to change their books 
until thoy arc roady to do so of thoir own accord. Of course, however, 
there should be uniformity, under the law, in either one edition or 
tho other, in the schools of the State ; and I believe the change may 
be made and the revised books introduced gradually as classes are 
promoted and new books are needed, without incurring extra ex- 
pense. 

The publishers, Messrs. Van Antwerp. Bragg & Co., of Cincinnati, 
have agreed to liberal terms of exchange, taldng up tho old readers 
in uso in the schools and furnishing the Revised Readers in exchange 
at certain special ^'exchange" rates. 

Below will be found in tho first column ^ the special "exchange" price 
at which iho revised book will be furnished, for introduction, to each 
pupil who gives in exchange the old book of corresponding grade he 
is using in school. And in the second column will be found the ^*West 
Virginia Contract Retail Prices," at which all dealers in the State are 
required to sell the revised books, and at which the publishers agree 
to send them by mail, post-paid, in any quantity as desired, when not 
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obtainable from local dealers at contract prices, the money accom- 
panying the orders: *
